More And More Singles Are 
Taking The Homeowner Route

You are single — so y ou 
probably rent an apartm ent to 
liv e in. Yet m ore and more 
single people across the United 
States are not renting these 
day s —they are bu y ing. 


F aced with spiraling apart­ 
m ent rents, ru naw ay consu m er 
prices, and a la rg e r tax bite 
than m arried people, thou sands 
of single people a re plu nking 
down 
money on hou ses and 
condominiu ms. 


“ I fou nd m y self in a rent 
bracket where it w as cheaper 
to bu y a condom iniu m ,” say s 
Bostonian Sandy 
Mu lhern, a 
pu blic-relations professional in 
her early 30s. “ A fter 10 y ears of. 
pay ing rent and nothing to show 
for it, I decided to bu ild equ ity 
in som ething.” 
This is the ty pical attitu de of 
m a ny y ou ng “ s i ng le s ” who 
hav e decided to bu y . Their pri­ 
m a ry reasons a re economic. 


T hey say that besides equ ity , 
they a re looking for an income- 
ta x break, and a good inv est­ 
m ent that also helps fight infla­ 
tion 
And some, to whom a hou se 
s ou nd s too form id a ble , a r e 
going for a condominiu m. 
A single, professional w om an 
in her late 30s who owns a two- 
be d room 
d u ple x a t 
G lov e r 
L anding condominiu m, a com ­ 
plex of one, two, and three- 
story u nits in the seacoast town 
of M arblehead, Mass., ticks off 
h e r reasons for bu y ing ra th e r 
than renting: 
“ I t’s a tax sav ing. I felt I 
cou ldn’t liv e in a nice place 
u nless I bou ght something. P a y ­ 
ing rent w as ju st w asting m y 
m oney . I w anted to m ake a 
good inv estm ent — som ething 
th at had a good resale v alu e. 
And I bou ght a condominiu m 
becau se I w asn’t su re I w anted 
to take the responsibility of 
m aintaining the grou nds.” 
The disadv antages: “ I h av e 


to see to repairs inside the 
a pa r t m e n t m y self, inc lu d ing 
the appliances.” 
Figu res a re few and fa r be­ 
tween. 
Bu t according to the 
1970 United States censu s fig­ 
u res the nu m ber of one-person 
homeowners has grown from 
2.9 million in 1960 to 4.8 million 
in 1970. 
And Jackson doss, president 
of the Inv estors Mortgate Insu r­ 
ance Co., who h a s 'Co mpiled 
figu res from thrift institu tions, 
m ortgage bankers, and other 
lenders, ex pects that figu re to 
go to “ fiv e m illion-plu s in 
197 3.” 
Of the two million new and 
ex isting hom es sold in the Unit­ 
ed States in 1972, some 2 per 
cent or 40.000 were bou ght by 
singles 
(u nm arried, 
div orced, 
or widowed). Sev enty -two per 
cent of the one-person hom e 
bu y ers today are u nder the age 
of 30.

H aig’s trip w as annou nced 
less than a week after Nix on 
and Sou th V ietnam ese P resi­ 
dent Ngu y en Van Thieu had 
warned of “ appropriately v igor­ 
ou s reactions” if the C om m u ­ 
nists continu ed to v iolate the 
Jan. 28 cease-fire agreem ent in 
Vietnam, Cambodia and Laos. 


The White Hou se press secre­ 
tary , Ronald L. Ziegler, said 
Haig wou ld leav e later S atu r­ 
day after a m eeting with Nix on 
and his national secu rity adv i­ 
sor, Henry A. Kissinger, a t the 
Western White Hou se in San 
Clemente. 


In the C am bodian capital of 
Phnom Penh, m ilitary sou rces 
said that U.S. Air Force cargo 
planes had begu n airlifting a m ­ 
mu nition and other w ar m ateri­ 
als into Cambodia. A Comm u ­ 
nist blockade has closed off all 
norm al su pply rou tes. 


Haig, now A rm y v ice chief of 
staff, was K issinger’s depu ty 
du ring the first fou r y ears of 
the Nix on adm inistration. This 
trip will be his 12th to the w ar 
zone. He last v isited the a re a 
J a n. 
14-21, ju s t before the 
c e a s e - f i r e a g r e e m e n t w a s 
signed. 


Ziegler said H aig’s pu rpose 
was to assess the m ilitary and 
political s itu a tion th rou g h ou t 
Sou theast Asia. Bu t it appeared 
th a t his m e e ting in P h nom 
Penh with Cam bodian Prsident 
Lon Nol wou ld be the m ost 
im portant stop. 
Ziegler said H aig will first 
v isit Bangkok, Thailand, then 
Vietiene, Phnom Penh and Sai­ 
gon. He will retu rn to Washing­ 
ton nex t Thu rsday .

Fate Of U.S. Crews, 


Passengers Unknown 


SAIGON (UPI) — Two helico pters carry ing 
abo ut 16 members o f the Vietnam peacekeeping, 
fo rces, a delegatio n o f Co mmunists and American 
crewmen disappeared o v er Co mmunist-held terri­ 
to ry in So uth Vietnam to day and hav e been listed 
as missing. Internatio nal Co mmissio n fo r Co ntro l 
and Superv isio n so urces said. The fate o f the' 
passengers and crew was no t kno wn. 


The helicopters w ere ferry ing 
m em bers of the International 
Commission for Control and Su ­ 
perv ision (ICCS) to Lao Bao, a 
Comm u nist 
controlled 
v illage 
on the Sou th V ietnam ese Lao­ 
tian border which had been 
designated by the Comm u nists 
as a port of entry for replace­ 
m ent of w ar m aterials. 
One of the helicopters were 
believ e d to h a v e be e n shot 
down. 


“ I am hit; I am going down,” 
a crew m an radioed in English. 
It w as the last com m u nica­ 
tion 
with either of the two 
helicopters, the sou rce said. It 
w a : believ ed the second heli­ 
copter m ay hav e gone to the 
aid of the other. 
A C om m u nist s ou rc e said 
earlier the crew and passengers 
of one helicopter were “ res­ 
cu ed.” Bu t this sou rce gav e no 


details and m ade no mention of 
the fate of those aboard the 
other helicopter. 


It w as the fir s t re porte d 
shooting down of an ICCS heli­ 
copter. 


Sou rces close to the ICCS said 
the 
two helicopters 
took off 
from Phu Bai. ju st sou th of 
Hu e, early S atu rday bou nd for 
Lao Bao. abou t 31 miles to the 
northwest. Becau se of its listing 
as one of three ports of entry by 
the Commu nists, the ICCS was 
to station a team there to moni­ 
tor the incoming su pplies. 
Lao Bao is ju st sou th of the 
Demilitarized Zone tDMZ) and 
only abou t six miles west of 
Khe Sanh, a form er American 
M arine base now occu pied by 
the Commu nists. The team en 
rou te there was to check on 
c onstru c tion of fa c ilitie s to 
hou se the ICCS observ ers.

Fu rtherm ore, a sou rce close 
to th e m u r d e r inv e s tig a tion 
said, Brent William Beday an, 
the form er lifegu ard charged 
with the triple 
slay ing, w as 
behav ing so strangely two day s 
before the killings that his psy ­ 
chiatrist obtained a cou rt order 
to force him to u ndergo fu rther 
treatm ent. 


B e d a y a n , 22, a ppa r e n t l y 
t h o u g h t 1 9 -y e a r -old D a nie l 
Schallock was inv olv ed sex u ally 
with his y ou nger brother and 
told his San Rafael psy chiatrist, 
Dr. Joseph P. G u tstadt, in De­ 
cem ber that he intended to kill 
S ch allock, a c c ord ing to the 
sou rce. 


Reached late this morning, 
Dr. Gu stadt called the report of 
B e d a y a n’s fix a tion “ ina cc u r- 


a te ” and said “ the tru th will 
come ou t at the trial. 


“ Mu ch of w hat has already 
been printed contains a great 
d e a l of m is inf or m a tion,” he 
said. “ The pu blicity has been 
dam aging to ev ery body con­ 
cerned. 


A report of B eday an’s inten­ 
tion to kill y ou ng Schallock is 
contained in a w a rra nt u sed to 
search the accu sed m a n’s resi­ 
dence, a docu m ent on file in 
M arin Su perior Cou rt. 


The I-J was informed there 
w as no tru th to B eday an’s be­ 
lief of y ou ng Schallock’s sex u al 
inv olv e m e nt w ith B e d a y a n’s 
brother. 
B eday an’s sessions with Gu s­ 
tad t in D ecem ber — which fo­ 
cu sed in part on w hat were 
described as B ed ay an’s homo­ 
sex u al 
hangu ps 
— 
failed to 
change the y ou ng m a n’s feel­ 
ings, the sou rce said. 
Beday an is said by au thori­ 
ties to hav e gone to the Schal­ 
lock home at 2 17 Su m m it Av e­ 
nu e M arch 16, shot Daniel and 
his parents, Melv in, 6 1, and 


Ru th, 5 6 , and set fire to their 
w ood -and -stu cc o 
re s id e nc e . 
Daniel Schallock, a rock m u si­ 
cian, w as fou nd nu de w ith a 
shotgu n wou nd in the groin. 
F oll ow i n g th e s h o o t i n g s , 
G u tstadt and B eday an’s father, 
Torcom , are said to hav e in­ 
form ed police of the th reats and 
B eday an was arrested the nex t 
d ay at his home. Police, who 
fou nd 22 shotgu n shells a t the 
Schallock home, discov ered a 
receipt in B eday an’s c a r indi­ 
cating he bou ght shells M arch 
13, it also was learned y este r­ 
day . 
B eday an’s behav ior on the 
day he reportedly bou ght ’the 
a m m u n i t i o n pr o m pt e d h is 
m other to contact G u tstadt, ac­ 
cording to the sou rce, and the 
psy chiatrist asked cou rt help 
becau se he did not think B eday ­ 
an wou ld appear v olu ntarily . 
Howev er, Beday an contacted 
the doctor M arch 15 , the sou rce 
said, and the two set a m eeting 
for M arch 16, the day of the 
sh ooting s. B e d a y a n d id not 
keep the appointment.

has declined 
to 
specu late on a motiv e other 
than to say Beday an and y ou ng 
Schallock had “ a falling ou t of 
some 
ty pe ” 
that “ had 
been

A u th oritie s and a tt o r n e y s 
hav e been ordered not to com ­ 
ment on ev idence in the case on 
the theory th at pretrial pu blici­ 
ty cou ld lead to the trial being 
mov ed to another cou nty . 


Howev er, reports before the 
gag ru le w as imposed indicated 
the soft-spoken Beday an had 
been a friend of y ou ng Schal­ 
lock at one time, bu t that Be- 
day an’s 
psy chiatric problem s 
had led to his confinement d u r­ 
ing D ecem ber at the C om m u ni­ 
ty Mental Health Center. He 
reportedly continu ed tre atm ent 
as an ou tpatient after his re­ 
lease. 


Held in m arin Cou nty Jail 
withou t bail, Beday an is to a p­ 
pear in su perior cou rt April 16 
for a bail hearing and to plead 
to 
a 
m u rd e r indictm ent 
re­ 
tu rned by • the Marin Cou nty 
Grand Ju ry on March 28 .

A food store grou p in Wiscon­ 
sin annou nced y esterd ay that it 
wou ld lower m e a t prices nex t 
week. Ja m e s E. Godfrey , ch air­ 
m an of Godfrey Co., which op­ 
erates Sentry Food Stores, said 
“ practically all ou r m eat item s 
will be sold for less than the 
ceiling prices.” Howev er, he 
did not specify how m u ch lower 
prices wou ld be or how long 
they wou ld rem ain in effect. 
In Du blin, Calif., an ex ecu tiv e 
of L u cky S tor e s —w hich in­ 
clu des 400 su perm arkets and 
the nation’s sev enth largest re­ 
ta i le r — said his c om pa ny 
wou ld not order beef nex t week 
if pa c ke rs ra is e d w h olesale 


prices to reflect this w eek’s rise 
in liv estock prices. 
A spokesman for the Atlanta- 
based Colonial Stores predicted 
“ a lot of gim m icks” in the nex t 
few weeks to entice hou sewiv es 
to bu y m eat. He said the stores 
sales were off abou t 40 per 
c e nt, bu t said re ta il pric e s 
wou ld rem ain high u ntil whole­ 
sale prices drop. 
Sharp increases in chicken 
prices w ere reported by two 
New England firm s Friday , the 
Jim Dandy fried chicken stands 
and the Food M art Inc. su per­ 
m arkets. 
In Qu incy . HI., 6 0 farm ers 
went on a meat-bu y ing spree in 
su pport of m eat prices as they 
stand, and bou ght $7 ,000 worth 
of meat. 
Becau se y esterday is a light 
trading day on liv estock m a r­ 
kets, 
there were not enou gh 
cattle shipments to establish a 
price trend for beef-on-the-hoof. 
Howev er, hog receipts were u p 
su bstantially from a week ago 
and prices were u nev en, bu t 
mostly steady to 5 0 cents lower. 


Private Study Hits Bacon As 
One Of 'Most Dangerous Foods' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
priv ately financed report on a 
w idely 
u sed 
food 
ad d itiv e 
claimed today th at bacon may 
be “ the m ost dangerou s food in 
the su perm arket” in term s of 
cancer-cau sing potential. 


The allegation was m ade by 
the Center for Science in the 
Pu blic Interest in a 5 5 -page 
stu dy of sodiu m nitrite, a pres­ 
e r v a tiv e u sed for hot dogs, 
ham s, fish and a long list of 
other produ cts in addition to 
bacon. 


The A gricu ltu re D epartm ent 
and the Food and D ru g Admin­ 
istration hav e had the nitrite 
qu estion u nder rev iew for some 
time. T heir position is that ev i­ 
dence against the chem ical so 
far does not ou tweigh the good 
th a t 
it 
does in pre v e nting 
growth of bacteria in m eat.

nitrosam ines 
— a combination of nitrites and 
am ines formed som etim es after 
m e a t is cu red or when it is 
cooked —are “ am ong the most 
potent c a nc e r- c a u s ing a g e nts 
y et discov ered.” 
Nitrites are u sed to preserv e 
color in m eat. The sodiu m part 
of the formu la is salt, a tradi­ 
tional preserv ativ e. Amines, an 


am m onia deriv ativ e, occu r na t­ 
u rally in foods, bev erages and 
dru gs. 
The chemical reaction of ni­ 
trite and an am ine, to produ ce 
a nitrosamine, cou ld occu r ei­ 
th er in a food containing both 
or in the stom ach if both ni­ 
trites and am ines are eaten at 
the sam e time. 
Jacobson said one FDA stu dy 
fou nd 
that 
in 
fou r different 
brands of bacon “ u p to 106 
parts 
per billion 
of another 
c a nc e r- c a u s ing 
nit ros a m ine 
w a s d isc ov e re d . T w ice th a t 
am ou nt was fou nd in the bacon 
drippings. The tox ic chem ical 
m u st hav e form ed when the 
bacon was fried, becau se u n­ 
cooked bacon was free of it.” 
C onc e ntra tions of n i t r o s a ­ 
mines were not nearly so high 
in other foods as in bacon, he 
said. 
“ Fifty -two sam ples of canned 
h am and w einers also did not 
contain nitrosam ines,” he said. 
“ Thu s the w orst offender and 
probably the m ost dangerou s 
food in the su perm arket is ba- 
c a n.”

SPIRAUNG RENT COSTS 


More And More Singles Are 
Taking The Homeowner Route

You are single — so you 
probably rent an apartment to 
live in. Yet more and more 
single people across the United 
States are not renting these 
days —they are buying. 
Faced with spiraling apart­ 
ment rents, runaway consumer 
prices, and a larger tax bite 
than married people, thousands 
of single 'people are plunking 
down money on houses and 
condominiums. 
“ I found myself in a rent 
bracket where it was cheaper 
to buy a condominium,” says 
Bostonian Sandy Mulhcrn, a 
public-relations professional, in. 
her early 30s. “After 10 years of. 
paying rent and nothing to show 
for it, I decided to build equity 
in something.” 
This is the typical attitude of 
many young “ singles” who 
have decided to buy. Their pri­ 
mary reasons are economic. 


They say that besides equity, 
they are looking for an income- 
tax break, and a good invest­ 
ment. that also helps fight infla­ 
tion 
And some, to whom a house 
sounds too form idable, arc 
going for a condominium. 
A single, professional woman 
in her late 30s who owns a two- 
bedroom duplex at Glover 
Landing condominium, a com­ 
plex of one, two, and three- 
story units in the seacoast town 
of Marblehead, Mass., ticks off 
her reasons for buying rather 
than renting: 
“ It’s a tax saving. I felt I 
couldn’t live in a nice place 
unless I bought something. Pay­ 
ing rent was just wasting my 
money. I wanted to make a 
good investment — something 
that had a good resale value. 
And I bought a condominium 
because I wasn’t, sure I wanted, 
to take the responsibility of 
maintaining the grounds.” 
'The disadvantages: “ I have 


to see to repairs inside the 
apartm ent myself, including 
the appliances.” 
Figures are few and far be­ 
tween. But according to the 
1970 United States census fig­ 
ures the number of one-person 
homeowners has grown from 
2.9 million in 1960 to 4.8 million 
in 1970. 
And Jackson (Joss, president 
of the Investors Mortgate Insur­ 
ance Co., who has - compiled 
figures from, thrift institutions, 
mortgage bankers, and other 
lenders, expects that figure to 
go to “ five million-plus in 
1973.” 
Of the two .million new and 
existing homes sold in the Unit­ 
ed States in 1972, some 2 per 
cent or 40,000 were bought by 
singles (unmarried, divorced, 
or widowed). Seventy-two per 
cent of the one-person home 
buyers today are under the age 
of 30.

Sexual Overtones In Triple Slaying

The three members of the 
Schallock family found riddled 
by shotgun blasts outside their 
Mill Valley home last month 
were the victims of misguided 
homosexual jealousy, the Inde- 
pendent-Journal learned, yester­ 
day. 
Furthermore, a source close 
to the m urder investigation 
said, Brent William Bedayan, 
the former lifeguard charged 
with the triple slaying, was 
behaving so strangely two days 
before the killings that his psy­ 
chiatrist obtained a court order 
to force him to undergo further 
treatment. 
B edayan, 22. a p p aren tly 
thought 19-year-old D aniel 
Schallock was involved, sexually 
with his younger brother and 
told his San Rafael psychiatrist, 
Dr. Joseph P. Gutstadt, in De­ 
cember that he intended to kill 
Schallock, according to the 
source. 


Reached late this morning. 
Dr. Gustadt called the report of 
Bedayan’s fixation “ inaccur­ 


ate” and said “ the truth will 
come out at the trial. 
“ Much of what has already 
been printed contains a great 
deal of m isinform ation,” he 
said. “The publicity has been 
damaging to everybody con­ 
cerned. 
A report of Bedayan’s inten­ 
tion to kill young Schallock is 
contained in a warrant used to 
search the accused man’s resi­ 
dence, a document on file in 
Marin Superior Court. 


The I-J was informed there 
was no truth to Bedayan’s be­ 
lief of young SchaHock’s sexual 
involvement with Bedayan’s 
brother. 
Bedayan’s sessions with Gus­ 
tadt in December — which fo­ 
cused, in part on what were 
described as Bedayan’s homo­ 
sexual. hangups — failed to 
change the young man’s feel­ 
ings, the source said. 
Bedayan is said by authori­ 
ties to have gone to the Schal­ 
lock borne at 21.7 Summit Ave­ 
nue March 16, shot Daniel and 
his parents, Melvin, 61, and 


Ruth, 56;, and set fire to their 
wood-and-stucco 
residence. 
Daniel Schallock, a rock musi­ 
cian. was found nude with a 
shotgun wound in the groin. 
Foil O'wing the shootings, 
Gutstadt and Bedayan’s father, 
Torcom, are said to have in­ 
formed police of the threats and 
Bedayan was arrested the next 
day at his home. Police, who 
found 22 shotgun shells at the 
Schallock home, discovered a 
receipt in Bedayan’s car indi­ 
cating he bought shells March 
1.3, it also was learned yester­ 
day. 
.Bedayan’s behavior on the 
day he reportedly bought 'the 
am m unition prom pted his 
mother to contact Gutstadt, ac­ 
cording to the source, and the 
psychiatrist asked court, help 
because he did not think Beday­ 
an would appear voluntarily. 
However, Bedayan contacted 
the doctor March 15, the source 
said, and the two set. a meeting 
for March 16, the day of the 
shootings. Bedayan did not 
keep the appointment. 
Mill Valley Police Chief Wil­ 


liam Walsh, has declined to 
speculate on a motive other 
than to say Bedayan and young 
Schallock had “ a falling out of 
some type” that “ had been 
brewing for some time.” 
Authorities and attorneys 
have been ordered not to com­ 
ment on evidence in the case on 
the theory that pretrial publici­ 
ty could lead to the trial being 
moved to another county. 


However, reports 'before the 
gag rule was imposed indicated 
the soft-spoken Bedayan had 
been a friend of young Schal­ 
lock at one time, but that Be­ 
dayan \s psychiatric problems 
had led to his confinement dur­ 
ing 'December at the Communi­ 
ty Mental Health Center. He 
reportedly continued treatment 
as an outpatient after his re­ 
lease. 


Held in marin County Jail 
without bail, Bedayan is to ap­ 
pear in, superior court April 16 
for a bail hearing and to plead 
to a murder indictment re­ 
turned by the Marin County 
Grand Jury on March 28. 


Fate Of U.S. Crews, 
Passengers Unknown 


SAIGON (UPI) — Two helicopters carrying 
about 16 members of the Vietnam peacekeeping, 
forces, a delegation of Communists and American 
crewmen disappeared over Communist-held terri­ 
tory in South Vietnam today and have been listed 
as missing, International Commission for Control 
and Supervision. sources said. The fate of the* 
passengers and crew was not known. 
The helicopters were ferrying

members of the International 
Commission for Control and Su­ 
pervision (ICCS) to Lao Bao, a 
Communist controlled village 
on the South Vietnamese Lao­ 
tian border which had been 
designated by the Communists 
as a port of entry for replace­ 
ment of war materials. 
One of the helicopters were 
believed to have been shot 
down. 


“ I am hit; I am going down,” 
a crewman radioed in English. 
It was the last communica­ 
tion with either of the two 
helicopters, the source said. It 
was believed, the second, heli­ 
copter may have gone to the 
aid of the other. 
A Communist source said 
earlier the crew and passengers 
of one helicopter were “res­ 
cued.” But this source gave no 


details and made no mention of 
the fate of those aboard the 
other helicopter. 
It was the first reported 
shooting down of an I CCS heli­ 
copter. 
Sources close to the ICCS said 
the two helicopters took off 
from Phu Bai, just south of 
Hue', early Saturday bound for 
Lao Bao. about 31 miles to the 
northwest. Because of its listing 
as one of three ports of entry by 
the Communists, the ICCS was

tor the incoming supplies.

The national boycott on meat 
officially ends at ’midnight, but 
many consumer groups indicat­ 
ed they will continue at least a 
partial boycott throughout the 
month even though there has 
been no general, drop in retail 
prices. 
Boycott leaders said they 
would meet in Washington 
Wednesday to decide whether 
to continue the protest. 
The boycott continued to be 
effective yesterday traditional­ 
ly the heaviest grocery shop­ 
ping day of the week. 
Boycott groups from Massa­ 
chusetts, New Hampshire and 
Maine met in Woburn, Mass., 
Friday and formed a coalition 
to continue the meat protest 
with reduced purchases of meat 
the remainder of April, and 
another full-scale boycott the 
first week of May. In Louisville. 
Ky., Mrs. Patty Twyman of 
“ Fight. Inflation Together” said 
her group would keep the boy­ 
cott going next, week and add­ 


ed, “ We'll see who can hold out 
the longest. 
In calling together boycott 
leaders for the W ednesday 
meeting in Washington, Rep. 
Benjamin S. Rosenthal, D-N.Y., 
said the housewives’ rebellion 
"has been incredibly successf ul 
in. term s of numbers participat­ 
ing” but has not succeeded in 
its objective to roll back prices. 


A food store group in Wiscon­ 
sin. announced yesterday that it 
would lower meat prices next 
week. James E. Godfrey,, chair­ 
man of Godfrey Co., which op­ 
erates Sentry Food Stores, said 
••practically all our meat items 
will be sold for less than the 
ceiling prices.” However, he 
did not specify how much lower 
prices would be or how long 
they would remain in effect. 
In Dublin, Calif., an executive 
of Lucky Stores—which in­ 
cludes 400 supermarkets and 
the nation’s seventh largest re­ 
tailer — said, his com pany 
would not order beef next week 
if packers raised wholesale 


prices to reflect this week’s rise 
in livestock prices. 
A spokesman for the Atlanta- 
based Colonial Stores predicted 
“ a lot of gimmicks” in the next 
few weeks to entice housewives 
to buy meat. He said the stores’ 
sales were off about 40 per 
cent, but said retail, prices 
would remain high until whole­ 
sale prices drop. 
Sharp increases in chicken 
prices were reported by two 
New England firms' Friday, the 
Jim Dandy fried chicken stands 
and the Food Mart Inc. super­ 
markets. 
In Quincy, ill., 60 farmers 
went on a meat-buying spree in. 
support of meat prices as they 
stand, and bought $7,000 worth 
of meat. 
Because yesterday is a light 
trading day on livestock m ar­ 
kets, there were not enough 
cattle shipments to establish a 
price trend for beef-on-the-hoof. 
However, hog receipts were up 
substantially from a week ago 
and prices were uneven, but 
mostly steady to 50 cents lower. 


Private Study Hits Bacon As 
One Of Most Dangerous Foods 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
privately financed report on a 
widely 
used food additive 
claimed today that bacon may 
be “the most dangerous food in 
the supermarket” in terms of 
cancer-causing potential. 


The allegation was made by 
the Center for Science in the 
Public Interest in a 55-page 
study of sodium nitrite, a pres­ 
ervative used for hot dogs, 
hams, fish and a long list of 
other products in addition to 
bacon. 
The Agriculture Department 
and the Food and Drug Admin­ 
istration have had the nitrite 
question under review for some 
time. Their 'position is that evi­ 
dence against the chemical so 


that it does in 
preventing 
growth of bacteria in meat. 
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The Center is a non-profit 
organization staffed primarily 
by scientists who are paid 
through foundation money and 
income from sales of various 
reports published by the center. 
The study on sodium nitrite, 
written by Michael F. Jacob­ 
son, who has a PhD in biology, 
urged the government to ban 
use of the additive in food. 
“ Eating a hot dog or strip of 
bacon now and then will not 
guarantee cancer,” Jacobson 
said. “ However, food m ade 
without nitrite is certainly safer 
than that made with nitrite. I 
recommend that, people stop 
eating cured meats, particular­ 
ly bacon, until the threat of 
nit rosa mines is eliminated.” 
Jacobson said nitrosamines 
— a. corn.bina,lion of nitrites and 
amines formed sometimes after 
meat is cured or when it is 
cooked —are “among the most, 
potent cancer-causing agents 
yet discovered.” 
Nitrites are used to preserve 
color in meat, The sodium part 
of the formula is salt, a tradi­ 
tional preservative. Amines, an 


ammonia derivative, occur nat­ 
urally in foods, beverages and 
drugs. 
The chemical reaction of ni­ 
trite and an amine, to produce 
a. nit ros a mine, could occur ei­ 
ther in a food containing both 
or in the stomach if both ni­ 
trites and amines are eaten at 
the same time. 
Jacobson said, one FDA study 
found that in four different 
brands of bacon “up to 106 
parts per billion of another 
cancer-causing 
nitrosam ine 
was discovered. Twice th a t 
amount was found in the bacon 
drippings. The toxic chemical 
must have formed when the 
bacon was fried, because un­ 
cooked bacon was free of it.” 
Concentrations of nitrosa- 
mines were not nearly .so high 
in other foods as in bacon, he 
said, 
'“ Fifty-two samples of canned 
ham and weiners also did not 
contain nitrosamines,” he said. 
“ Thus the worst offender and 
probably the most dangerous 
food in the supermarket is ba- 
can,”

It’s time to dro p o u r stereo ­ 
ty p es of the alco ho lic as a skid 
row bu m in his 40s and realize 
that the heav iest drinkers are 
men between 21 and 29. a re­ 
searcher in alco ho l abu se said 
to day . 


Don Cahalan, who teaches 
behav io rial sciences in the Uni­ 
v ersity of Califo rnia's School of 
Pu blic Health in Berkeley , said 
the drinking p ro blem amo ng 
y o u nger p eo p le was one of the 
main facts 
bro u ght to .light 
thro u gh su rv ey s he has made. 


Cahalan was o ne of sev eral 
sp eakers at a co mmu nity wo rk­ 
sho p on alco ho l abu se held to ­ 
day at the Co llege of Marin, 
sp o nso red by the Alcohol Info r­ 
matio n Co mmittee, Marin Asso ­ 
ciatio n fo r Mental Health and 
M arin C o m m u nity M ental 
Health Serv ices. 


He said his research also has 
sho wn that men of lo wer eco ­ 
no mic statu s hav e mo re so cial, 
health and eco no mic inju ries 


becau se of drinking. Bu t he 
thinks that is p ro bably becau se 
they hav e less mo ney to keep 
themselv es o u t of tro u ble. 
"The p o o r gu y alway s gets it 
in the neck,” the sp eaker said. 
Cahalan said he fo u nd that 
"m a ny p eo p le change th eir 
d rinking behav io r o v er the 
y ea r, e ith e r by q u itting o r 
drinking less.” 
Most p eo p le who o v erco me 
alco ho lic p ro blems, he said, are 
o f higher so cio -eco no mic statu s. 
Cahalan also warned against 
“ destru ctiv e co m p etitio n” fo r 
financial su p p o rt amo ng gro u p s 
which treat alco hlics becau se of 
federal cu tbacks of fu nds o r 
so cial p ro blems. 
The wo rksho p inclu ded law 
enfo rcem ent, m edical, so cial 
serv ice and edu catio nal p eo p le 
who were to discu ss su ch to p ics 
as way s o f dealing with alco ho l­ 
ic abu se in scho o ls, the co u rts 
and thro u gh medicine and fam i­ 
ly and so cial serv ice co u nsel­ 
ing.

Sam S m u llin' o f the D ata 
R ealty Co rp . o f B ro o kline, 
M ass., say s that “ there is a 
trend to w ard singles bu y ing 
ap artm ents and ho u ses — no 
q u estio n abo u t it.

Finally , she say s, they p re­ 
v ailed u p o n a friend who was 
the v ice-p resident o f a bank in 
the to wn where they wanted to 
p u rchase the ho u se to get their 
financing. “ B anks, a t th a t 
tim e ,” sa y s this ex ecu tiv e, 
“ wo u ldn’t take on single girls.” 
This wo man has no regrets 
abo u t her decisio n. 
“No w o u r ho u se has do u bled 
in v alu e, she say s. “ It’s a hedge 
against inflatio n. Rent checks 
arc fo r the birds —what hav e 
y o u go t after p ay ing o u t all that 
mo ney ?” The o nly facto r wo m­ 
en m u st weigh carefu lly , she 
say s, is whether they w ant to 
take o n the m aintenance and 
u p keep o f a ho u se. Bu t fo r these 
tw'o wo men it was no t a p ro b­ 
lem. 
“ I do n’t mind mo wing lawns, 
and I learned how to fix a 
fau cet. These things are no t 
that big a deal,” she say s. 
“ And we get neighbo rho o d kids 
to help with o u tside jo bs. In 
these su bu rban to wns y o u can 
get almo st any thing do ne if y o u 
are willing to p ay fo r it.” 
And a ho me means, she co n­ 
tinu ed, “ that y o u can hav e the 
p lace to y o u rself, y o u can 
entertain. . .”

Arlene Ip p ilito , a real-estate 
agent, say s that single p eo p le 
are mu ch mo re so p histicated 
now abo u t bu y ing ho u ses fo r 
inv estment. 
“ Fv e ev en so ld land to single 
p eo p le fo r inv estment. One girl 
in her 20’s wro te o u t a check 
ju st like that.”

It's, time to drop our stereo­ 
types of the alcoholic as a skid 
row bum in his 40s and realize 
that the heaviest drinkers are 
men. between 21 and 29, a re­ 
searcher in alcohol abuse said 
today. 
Don Cahalan, who teaches 
behaviorial sciences in, the Uni­ 
versity of California’s School of 
Public Health in Berkeley, said 
the drinking problem among 
younger people was one of the 
main facts 'brought to .light 
through surveys he has made. 
Cabalan was one of several 
speakers at a community work­ 
shop on alcohol abuse held to­ 
day at the College of Marin, 
sponsored by the Alcohol Infor­ 
mation Committee, Marin Asso­ 
ciation for Mental Health and 
Marin Community M ental 
Health Services. 
He said his research also has 
shown that men of lower eco­ 
nomic status have more social, 
health and economic injuries 


because of drinking. But he 
thinks that is probably because 
they have less money to keep 
themselves out of trouble. 
‘The poor guy always gets it 
in the neck," the speaker said. 
Cahalan said he found that 
“ many people change their 
drinking behavior over the 
year, either by quitting or 
drinking less." 
Most people who overcome 
alcoholic problems, he said, are 
of higher socio-economic status. 
Cahalan also warned against 
“destructive competition" for 
financial support among groups 
which treat alcohlics because of 
federal cutbacks of funds or 
social problems. 
The workshop included law 
e n f o rcem e nt, m e d i c a I, soe i a I 
service and educational people 
who were to discuss such topics 
as ways of dealing with alcohol­ 
ic abuse in schools, the courts 
and through medicine and fami­ 
ly and social service counsel­ 
ing.

Man Given 
A Year 
County Jail 
Danny Bay Pyles, 24, of No­ 
vato, has been sentenced to a 
suspended term in prison for 
his part in the robbery of a 79- 
year-old invalid in San Rafael 
last year. 
In lieu of prison, Pyles was 
ordered by Judge Henry J. 
Broderick of Marin Superior 
Court to serve one year in the 
Marin County Jail and stay out 
of trouble during five years of 
s u per vised proba t ion. 
Pyles was convicted last 
month by a jury in Broderick's 
court. The jurors determined he 
was one of the four men who 
robbed Ralph D. Hoy of $300 
last June 28. 
The four visited Hoy, a televi­ 
sion repairman, on the pretext 
of having a set fixed, but in­ 
stead held a toy pistol to his 
head, took his cash and 
knocked him from his wheel­ 
chair. 
Police traced the car to a San 
Anselmo address where they 
arrested Pyles: Paul Brent 
Caldwell, 25. of .Sonoma, and a 
13-year-old boy on July 12.

The majority of one-person 
homeowners buy in metropoli­ 
tan centers. The heaviest con­ 
centration is along the upper 
East Coast, middle Atlantic 
states, the entire West Coast, 
and in rapidly growing cities 
led by Denver, Phoenix, Orlan­ 
do, Dallas and Atlanta. 
Sam, S mull in’ of the Data. 
Realty Corp. of Brookline, 
Mass., says that “there is a 
trend toward singles buying 
apartments and houses — no 
question about it. The demand 
is there from single, young 
professional people of about 30 
to ffij" 
Single women are also finding 
it a great deal easier to finance 
a house than it used to be. “We 
couldn’t get a mortgage 10 
years ago," says one woman 
executive in the publishing 
field, who joined with a woman 
friend to try to buy a house. 
Finally, she says, they pre­ 
vailed upon a friend who was 
the vice-president of a bank in 
the town where they wanted to 
purchase the house to get their 
financing. “Banks, at that 
tim e,” says this executive, 
“wouldn’t take on single girls.” 
This woman has no regrets 
about her decision. 
“Now our house has doubled 
in value, she says. “It’s a hedge 
against inflation. .Rent checks 
are for the birds —what have 
you got after paying out all that 
money?” The only factor wom­ 
en must weigh carefully, she 
says, is whether they want to 
take on the maintenance and 
upkeep of a house. But for these 
two women it was not a prob­ 
lem.'"‘I don’t mind mowing lawns, 
and I learned how to fix a 
faucet. These things are not 
that big a deal," she says. 
“And we get neighborhood kids 
to help with outside jobs. In 
these suburban towns you can 
get almost anything done if you 
are willing to pay for it." 
And a home means, she con­ 
tinued, “that you can have the 
place to yourself, you can 
entertain. ... 
Many men, too, like the life­ 
style of living in a house. 
Brent Kleihauer, a single 
man, in his early 30s, says he 
likes working in his yard on 
weekends and enjoys the frien­ 
dliness of the people in his 
neighborhood. He intends to 
take part, in community affairs, 
and there is the economic ad­ 
vantage. 
“I looked at an apartment — 
a. brand new one out on a 
country road in a new develop­ 
ment," lie says. “It would have 
been nice — a balcony in the 
back facing the woods. But. the 
rent would not have been any 
lower than my monthly mort­ 
gage payments for the house." 
Arlene Ippilito, a rea 1-estate 
agent, says that single people 
are much more sophisticated 
now about buying houses for 
investment. 
“I’ve even sold land to single 
people for investment. One girl 
in her 20’s wrote out a check 
just like that." 
Young women buying houses 
and especially condominiums 
also want “to feel isafc, they 
want protection.” In a condomi­ 
nium, she says, the owners 
“have a say in how the proper­ 
ty is run." 
For some people there are 
definite advantages in renting 
houses and apartments... 
For those who want to be able, 
to pick up and move, don’t want 
the responsibility of fixing and 
maintaining a. house or apart­ 
ment, don’t want to tie up a 
major part of their savings, or 
like to experiment with differ­ 
ent jobs, then horneowning is 
not the solution. 
But if these are not consider­ 
ations, experts say that buying 
a sound, house or apartment, in 
a location that is not in transi­ 
tion can have these advan­ 
tages: 
Homeowners can reduce heir 
taxable income since they can 
claim deductions on the interest 
they pay on their mortgages 
and on real estate taxes.

We are the vic­ 
tims of the crimes which must 
be committed to feed a habit.” 


Judge McCarty cited official 
figures which he said showed 
an estimated 559,000 addicts in 
the U.S. spend about $0.2 billion 
a year, making heroin the top 
consumer import and placing 
sales among the top 10 of the 
country’s industrial corpora­ 
tions.

Dr. James A. Curtin, chair­ 
man of the Washington Hospital 
Center’s department of medi­ 
cine, said Mrs. Harry J. Eby, 
57, of Greenbelt, Md., under­ 
went a relatively low-risk op­ 
eration to correct hearing loss 
in her right ear on Feb. 15. 
After the operation, he said, she 
got “ one liter of the type of 
fluid that has been implicated 
in the Milwaukee cases.”

Teen-Agers Cope With Tippling Parents

How should the teen-ager of 
an alcoholic p a re n t react in a 
fam ily in which th e non-alcohol­ 
ic spouse tends to “feed” off of 
the situation? 
T hat’s a fairly com m on prob­ 
lem for children in fam ilies 
with alcoholism., explained the 
co-sponsor of Ala-Teen in Ma­ 
rin, n o w s to m em bers of the 
group as Jean. Quite often the 
child will withdraw, show’ emo­ 
tional problems and carry the 
burden of guilt him or herself, 
she said. 
The daughter of an alcoholic 
and 
the form er 
wife of an 
alcoholic, Jean can identify 
closely with the problems and 
roles in such a situation. 
For the teen-agers who come 
to Ala-Teen at 7 p.m. each 
Monday at St. P aul’s Episcopal 


C hurch in San R afael, Jean 
helps to guide, “ not lecture”, 
th e youngsters into realizing 
that 
they can d etach them ­ 
selves em otionally from, their 
p aren ts’ problem,. 
“WE TRY to teach, them, to 
understand alcoholism, as a dis­ 
ease, and th at their parents are 
not willfully doing what, they 
do,” she said. 
As Jean describes the non­ 
alcoholic in the alcoholic fami­ 
ly, the spouse and sometimes 
the children play the game of 
being persecutor and helper at 
various times. 
“The teen-ager does not have 
to play the game or protect the 
alcoholic or non-alcoholic par­ 
ent. We try to get them to 
recognize that it’s a game and 
that they don’t have to be a 
part of it,” she explained.

Price Controls Said 
Too Little, Too Late

NEW YORK (UPD — Bess 
Myerson says it is “ better for 
the consum er to roar than 
mum ble.” But she wishes the 
roar had started earlier. 
She is fully supportive of the 
current meat boycotts around 
the nation, but after four years 
as commissioner of New York’s 
Department of Consumer Af­ 
fairs she finds the boycotts only 
a partial answer to a growing 
national problem. 
Freezing wholesale and retail 
prices of beef, pork and lamb 
when they were at record highs 
was not enough, she said of 
President Nixon’s action last 
week. There should be a total 
rollback on alT food prices and 
an “honest system of controls, 
which is the real answ er,” she 
said. 
THE DRAMA of the boycotts 
was enough “ to turn the Presi­ 
dent around, but it (his action) 
was too little and too late,” she 
said. 
But the consumer has a basic 
duty beyond boycotts to save on 
family food and other bills. “I 
find it discouraging to see that 
not all the people are keeping a 
report card,” she said. “So 
many consumers just don’t car­ 
ry their awareness with them to 
the marketplace.” 
During a special interview on 
her final day in office last 
F r id a y , the c o m m iss io n e r 
agreed to an extent with the 
comment of Mrs. Cedrick M. 
Smith Jr., of the executive com­ 
mittee of the American Nation­ 
al Cow belles, wom en’s auxilia­ 
ry of the National Cattlemen’s 
Association. 
Mrs. Smith, a rancher’s wife, 
had said of our budgeting—“We 
housewives — me included—are 
damned lazy people today— ex­ 
cuse my English.” 
“I think lazy is too simple a 
term, though,” said Miss Myer­ 
son. “We (consumers) know to 
plan menus, to m ake our lists 
and stick to them , not to shop 
on an empty stom ach, to avoid 
impulse buying.

They find 
they have a mutual bond and 
warmth develops among them. 
Most have one alcohlic parent, 
but some have both. 
Usually it takes a few months 
of going to meetings before a 
youngster feels safe enough to 


express the real feelings about 
the parents, Jean said of her 
th ree y ears’ work w ith children 
of alcoholic parents. 
She said that som e of the 
youngsters of alcoholic hom.es 
tend to show' sym ptom s of the 
f a mi l y stre ss th ro u g h poor 
school grades, drug use, .illness­ 
es and upsets. And, som e par­ 
en ts of youngsters who have 
been involved with the Ala-Teen 
discussions have told her that 
the child ren’s g ra d es have 
picked up or their health im­ 
proved because of their ability 
to get beyond the home prob­ 
lem s with a better awareness of 
their individuality and detach­ 
ment from the alcoholism situa­ 
tion. 
ALA-TEEN youngsters also 
have some social activities to­ 
gether such as swim m ing, din­ 


ners, going to the beach and ice 
skating. 
Last, fall they sold handcrafts; 
they had m ade to m em bers of 
AI-Anon and Al.cohol.ics Anony­ 
mous to help raise money, 
Ala-Teen groups hold their 
convention 
in the early Fall 
when, for two days groups of the 
teen-agers can share experi­ 
ence and insights In a series of 
discussion groups, 
“The National Council on Al­ 
coholism 
refers some young­ 
sters to Ala-Teen and other 
agencies are becoming more 
aware of the program,” Jean 
stated. Al-Anon speakers who 
speak at schools mention it and 
posters help to spread the infor­ 
mation, but mostly youngsters 
hear of the program from word- 
of-mouth or through parents 
who attend Al-Anon, she said.

Money Plays Big Issue 
In Breakup Of Marriages 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - 
Countless problems contribute 
to the breakup of a marriage. 
But the real issues — according 
to a financial counselor — are 
often obscured by the shadow of 
one problem; money worries. 


“Money woes far too fre­ 
quently play a part of it,” said 
William A. Reasoner, president 
of Waddell and Reed, Inc., a 
Kansas City-based firm which 
m anages mutual funds nation­ 
wide. 


He pointed to statistics pre­ 
dicting 1.5 million persons will 
become divorced this year and 
another 1.5 million will begin 
legal action towards divorce. 
The figures, he said, are four 
times the divorce rate 10 years 
ago. 


“ The sad part about these 
statistics is that many could 
have been alleviated, had the 
husband and wife given more 
thought to money managem ent 
and sought proper counseling 
on how to avoid financial pit­ 
falls,” Reasoner said. 


“ Financial problems are of­ 
ten the hidden factors in mari­ 
tal dissolution. They just serve 
to camouflage the real reasons 
for dissent, to cloud important 
issues. Too many married cou­ 
ples simply are not equipped to 
cope with money problem s.” 


The financial adviser said his 
points about seekin g m oney 
managem ent were not entirely 
self-serving. 


Ironically enough, h e said, 
divorce is much m ore expen­ 
sive th an seeking financial, ad­ 
vice,

I’v e seen 
d ecorativ e grosgrain ribbon 
that stretches in place of the 
conv entional plain waistband on 
jackets and skirts. I hav en’t 
fou nd this at ou r fabric shops.

DEAR NANCY, 
In the early stages of d esign, 
pattern companies had prob­ 
lems tracking d own the wid e, 
stretchy ribbing that baseball 
jackets and certain sweaters 
need ed . Now the patterns them­ 
selv es are av ailable and so is 
the ribbing. 
Practice on a fu ll-gathered 
skirt, then ad apt to other pat­ 
terns. This d ecorativ e elasti- 
cized ribbon shou ld be av ailable 
in most stores by the time y ou 
read this colu mn. For a belt, 
skirt, or pant waistband , pu r­ 
chase fou r inches less than y ou r 
waist measu rement. For cu ffs, 
pocket trims or straps, pu r­ 
chase the ex act measu rement. 
Step 1. Div id e y ou r stretch 
trim into fou r equ al parts and 
mark with pins. 
Step 2. After stitching and 
pressing all garment seams ex ­ 
cept where garment will open, 
mark garment waist seamline 
with a row of basting stitches. 
(Raw seams can be bou nd or 
ov e rc a st). D iv id e garm ent 
waist-line into fou r equ al parts 
and mark with pins.

DEAR EUNICE, 
When you look for ideas from 
ready-to-wear, why is it almost 
impossible to find the same 
look or trims when you make 
your own clothes? I’ve seen 
decorative grosgrain ribbon 
that stretches in place of the 
conventional plain waistband on 
jackets and skirts. 1 haven’t 
found this at our fabric shops. 
Please help! 
NANCYR 
DEAR NANCY, 
In the early stages of design, 
pattern companies had prob­ 
lems tracking down the wide, 
stretchy ribbing that baseball 
jackets and certain sweaters 
needed. Now the patterns them­ 
selves are available and so is 
the ribbing. 
Practice on a full-gathered 
skirt, then adapt to other pat­ 
terns. This decorative elasti- 
cized ribbon should be available 
in most stores by the time you 
read this column. For a, belt, 
skirt, or pant, waistband, pur­ 
chase four inches less than your 
waist measurement. For cuffs, 
pocket trims or straps, pur­ 
chase the exact measurement. 
Step 1. Divide your stretch 
trim into four equal parts and 
mark with pins. 
Step 2. After ,stitching and 
pressing all garment seams ex­ 
cept where garment will open, 
mark garment waist seamline 
with a row of basting stitches. 
/Raw seams can be bound or 
o v e rc a st). D ivide garm ent 
waist-line into four 'equal parts 
and mark with pins... 
Step 3. Overlap 5/8 inches of 
stretch trim and fabric with the 
right side of both facing up. 
Match pin marks on garment to 
pin marks on trim and pin 
together. (If garment has a 
great deal of fullness, divide 
garment and trim, into eight 


Loosen Up Before 
Exercise Program 


Loosen up with a spine 
stretch and headxoll before 
starting an exercise program of 
dance or yoga, advises Jon 
Devlin, founder of the Dancer- 
cise Clubs in New York. 
Sit with feet crossed, body 
relaxed. Rest arms and hands 
loosely, let head hang. Circle 
head slowly to right and up as 
you stretch spine by lifting rib 
cage. Continue to stretch torso 
as you. raise head until it is in. a 
line with the spine. Swing head 
to left, then down to hang as at 
start. Relax body, then repeat.

I dis­ 
covered I could cut the stays 
from the plastic cover of a 
margarine tub. I've laundered 
the shirts with the stays left in 
and even put in the dryer. They 
come out perfect and really 
keep the shirts tailored and 
neat.” 


DEAR EUNICE, 
1 would, like to achieve the 
same professional look in. mak­ 
ing shirts that I see in the 
ready-made garments. The col­ 
lars seem so firm, you can’t 
even feel the interfacing. The 
same holds true with the front 
band and the cuffs. Isn’t there 
something we home sewers can 
use that will work?

DEAR MRS. C.W.. 
We have done quite a bit of 
experimenting on this same 
subject and have had very good 
luck in two of our methods. 
These were tested on the con­ 
ventional shirt, patterns., like 
men’s shirts, a collar stand. 
These methods seem to work 
well on lightweight shirting fab­ 
rics rather than heavier wools. 
The first method is to use 
lightweight press-on interfac­ 
ing. Press it to the collar fac­ 
ing, front band, and. cuffs, It is 
much less bulky I you cut it 
slightly smaller than the seam 
allowance. In this way, it will 
still be where you need it but

will not be included when 
stitching the seams. If you do 
include it in the seams, you will 
find the edges are very difficult 
to press flat.

The second method, and one 
that is very new is to use the 
fusible webbing 
Apply it to 
your collar, cuffs, and front 
bands just as you would any 
lightweight interfacing. Alter 
you have done your machine 
stitching, clipping and trim ­ 
ming of seams and turned it to 
the .right side, you can press it 
firmly /according to the direc­ 
tions on your fusible webbing). 
The pressing will create a bond­ 
ing between both layers of fab­ 
ric. I am sure this is done very 
often professionally. 
You can also use the webbing 
that is applied to paper for 
easier handling. You press the 
paper which bonds the webbing 
to one layer of your fabric, 
continue to construct your gar­ 
ment. When it is completed. 


press again and it will bond the 
two layers together.

Brown said yesterday he thinks 
a governor-senator ticket of Ed­ 
mund G. Brown and Alan Cran­ 
ston would sweep the 1974 elec-; 
tion for California Democrats. 
He referred not to himself, 
but his son, Edmund Jr., the 34- 
year-old secretary of state. 
“ I think he has got a very 
good chance,” the proud father 
said during an informal Capitol 
interview. ‘‘He can be the next 
governor of the state of Califor­ 
nia.” 
Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif., 
is seeking reelection. 
Brown said he intends to be 
active in fundraising for his 
son's campaign. 
On other subjects, the sun­ 
tanned, relaxed former chief 
executive, now 67 years old, 
said: 
He believes Republican Gov. 
Ronald Reagan is using his tax 
control petition drive to build a 
campaign for president in 1976. 
Brown, who was ousted from 
office by Reagan in 1966, added 
he thinks Reagan “ has a good 
shot” at the GOP nomination. 
Former Texas Gov. John 
Formally would have a better 
chance at the presidency in 1976 
if he remained a Democrat 
rather than switching parties 
and becoming a Republican. 
He thinks President Nixon, 
whom Brown defeated for gov­ 
ernor in 1962, will be most 
remembered for his establish­ 
ment of ties with Communist 
China. 
Brown Jr. is considered by 
some political observers as the

frontrunner among the five po­ 
tential Democratic candidates 
to succeed Reagan, who plans 
to step down next year. 


“ I think a ticket of Alan 
Cranston and Edmund Brown 
would sweep the state,” Brown 
said. Then he added with a 
smile: “ If his father would stay 
out of it and not embarrass 
him.” 


Brown said Reagan is wrong 
to take his tax control plan to 
the people without first holding 
full hearings on the measure. 
“ This is politics of the most 
dishonest kind,” Brown said. ■ 
He called Reagan’s strategy 
“ a very transparent ploy that 
he wants to use in his campaign 
for the presidency.”

Opens Drive 
On Tax Plan 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - It’s 
not every day you find the 
governor of California smiling 
on your doorstep. 


Yet there he was yesterday, 
Gov. Ronald Reagan, pen and 
petition in hand as he stepped 
smartly down Galloway Street 
in suburban Pacific Palisades, 
pausing at each home to kick 
off a campaign to get his new 
tax plan on the November bal­ 
lot. 


He must get some 800,000 
signatures by June and 520,000 
to qualify for the election. 


California's tall and tan chief 
politico, clad in a warm green- 
checked suit, strode down the 
walk of more than a dozen tidy, 
middle income homes, catching 
quite a few housewives in 
housecoats and morning chores. 


“ Hi, I ’m Ronald Reagan,” 
the governor would say, flash­ 
ing a broad grin, then launch­ 
ing into a brief but animated 
discussion of his “ revolution­ 
ary, new” state tax reduction 
plan of which the Democratic 
legislature has all but turned 
thumbs down. 
The governor, standing on the 
lawn of one home, told some 
two dozen newsmen that his 
house-to-house initiative cam­ 
paign was a first for a Califor­ 
nia governor and meant to give 
taxpayers the chance to bypass 
the legislature and decide on 
the proposal themselves. 
Gov. Reagan submitted the 
proposed constitutional tax 
amendment to the legislature 
last month, but leaders in both 
state houses made it clear they 
have no intention of letting the 
people vote on the issue. 
The statewide petition drive, 
which begins next week by citi­ 
zens, could be halted abruptly, 
Reagan said, if the legislature 
decides to let the special elec­ 
tion take place Nov. 6. 
The governor himself lives 
nearby in an expensive, ranchs- 
tyle home in this wealthy coast­ 
al community and an aide said 
Galloway Street was chosen for 
Reagan’s walk because it was 
“ typical.” The homes xvere cho­ 
sen for their Middle America 
look. 
Mrs. Virginia Ferguson, a 
registered Democrat, was the 
first to meet the governor. Clad 
in sandals and a flowered top, 
she agreed with Reagan that 
something had to be done about 
high taxes.

He referred not to himself, 
but his son. Edmund Jr., the 34- 
vear-old secretary of state. 
"I think he has got a very 
good chance.’’ the proud father 
said during an informal Capitol 
interview. “He can be the next 
governor of the state of Califor­ 
nia." 
Sen. Alan Cranston. D-Calif., 
is seeking reelection. 
Brown said he intends to be 
active in fundraising for his 
son’s campaign. 
On other subjects, the sun­ 
tanned, relaxed former chief 
executive, now 67 years old, 
said: 
He believes Republican Gov. 
Ronald Reagan is using his tax 
control petition drive to build a 
campaign for president in 1976. 
B rora, 'who was ousted, from 
office by Reagan in 1:966, added 
he thinks Reagan “has a good 
shot" at the GOP nomination. 
Former Texas Gov. John 
Connally would have a better 
chance at the presidency in 1976 
if he remained a Democrat 
rather than switching parties 
and becoming a Republican.

Governor 
Opens Drive 
On Tax Plan 
LOS ANGELES (UPD - It’s 
not every day you find the 
governor of California smiling 
on your doorstep. 
Yet there he was yesterday. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan, pen and 
petition in hand as he stepped 
smartly down Galloway Street 
in suburban Pacific Palisades, 
pausing at each home to kick 
off a campaign to get his new 
tax plan on the November bal­ 
lot. 
He must get some 800,000 
signatures by June and 520,000 
to qualify for the election. 
California’s tall and tan chief 
politico, clad in a warm green- 
checked suit, strode down the 
walk of more than a dozen tidy, 
middle income homes, catching 
quite a few housewives in 
housecoats and morning chores. 
“Hi, I’m Ronald Reagan,” 
the governor would say, flash­ 
ing a broad grin, then launch­ 
ing into a brief but animated 
discussion of his “revolution­ 
ary, new" state tax reduction, 
plan of which the Democratic 
legislature has all but turned 
thumbs down. 
The governor, standing on the 
lawn of one home, told some 
two dozen newsmen that his 
house-to-house initiative cam­ 
paign was a first for a. Califor­ 
nia. governor and meant, to give 
taxpayers the chance to bypass 
the legislature and decide on 
the proposal themselves. 
Gov. Reagan submitted the 
proposed constitutional tax 
amendment to the legislature 
last month, but leaders in both 
state houses made it clear they 
have no intention of letting the 
people vote on the issue. 
The statewide petition drive, 
which begins next week by citi­ 
zens, could be halted abruptly, 
Reagan said, if the legislature 
decides to let the special elec­ 
tion take place Nov. 6. 
The governor him.,self lives 
nearby in an. expensive, ranehs- 
tyle home in this wealthy coast­ 
al community and an aide said 
Galloway Street was chosen for 
Reagan’s walk because it was 
“typical." The homes were cho­ 
sen for their Middle America 
look.Mrs. Virginia Ferguson, a 
registered Democrat, was the 
first to meet the governor. Clad 
in sandals and a flowered top, 
she agreed with Reagan that 
something had to be done about 
high taxes.

LOS AN G ELES (U PI) - 
Nearly two-thirds of the insur­ 
ance policies claimed by the 
scandal-ridden Equity Funding 
Life Insurance Co. were phony 
—no one really had bought 
them—a preliminary audit by 
the California Department of 
Insurance showed Friday. 


The department, which has 
been auditing the giant firm 
since a possible multimillion 
dollar fraud was uncovered, an­ 
nounced Friday that the Los 
Angeles company carried 97,111 
insurance policies on its books 
when the department seized 
Equity’s assets and records last 
weekend. 


Of the policies, 56.091 were 
phony and 34,796 were in force, 
the department said. 
Thursday, the corporate par­ 
ent. Equity Funding Corp. of 
America, declared bankruptcy. 
The California Insurance De­ 
partment has been awarded 
conservator powers over Equity 
Funding Life Insurance Co. and 
Equity Funding Corp., the par­ 
ent's bookkeeping subsidiary. 
The heart of the purported 
scandal is the charge that the 
insurance company invented 
customers, fabricating policy 
holders who never existed. The 
alleged bogus policies, which 
made the company appear far 
more prosperous than it was, 
sold to other insurance compa­ 
nies—at least 15 of them—for 
millions of dollars, investiga­ 
tors say. 
In another development Fri­ 
day, it was revealed that the 
downfall of Equity apparently 
was touched off by a telephone 
call a month ago to a New York 
insurance expert. 
Raymond L. Dirks, a vice 
president of Delafield, Childs & 
Co. in New York, said he re­ 
ceived the call from Ronald H. 
Secrist. then employed by an­ 
other insurance company in At­ 
lanta. 
Dirks said Secrist told him he 


had worked both for Equity 
Funding and a subsidiary in 
New Jersey and suspected that 
as much as one third of its 
business was ‘‘faked.” 
After checking the "story out, 
Dirks said he took his informa- 
tiono before Equity Funding’s 
outside auditors, Seidman & 
Seidman, who turned it over to 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 
The Los Angeles Times said 
Friday that Dirks told the 
newspaper that he himself is 
being investigated by the SEC 
and the New York Stock Ex­ 
change for possible violation of 
insider trading rules and laws 
involving the leak. 
The Times said Dirks admit­ 
ted that he told some of his 
clients first about the alleged 
fraud, prompting them to un­ 
load their Equity Funding 
stock, which led to the SEC 
investigation. 
But Dirks, who said he consi­ 
ders himself the “ Ralph Nader 
of Wall Street defended his 
actions on grounds that the 
institutions which 
are his 
clients ’’were not insiders, be­ 
cause insider information is 
where the company disclosed 
something to one individual or 
broker which it is not disclosing 
to the public. 
Richard M. Bishop, an NYSE 
senior vice president, said in a 
Times interview, “ I think he 
(Dirks) should have told us 
sooner (about Equity). That is a 
very serious thing.” 
As a result, Dirks will be 
called before a group of Big 
Board stock watch investiga­ 
tors Monday when a deposition 
will be taken and he will be 
asked to “ get a lot more specif­ 
ic” on how he filled in his 
clients, Bishop said. 
Rules and law set forth by the

Wounded Knee Peace 
Talks Are Postponed 


WOUNDED K N E E , S.D. 
(UPI) — A 24-hour postpone­ 
ment of talks in Washington 
between American Indian 
Movement (AIM) leaders and 
government officials was ex­ 
pected to result in the continued 
occupation of Wounded Knee. 
Militant Indians had been ex­ 
pected to lay down their arms 
and end their 38-day takeover 
alter AIM officials met with 
Washington officials this morn­ 
ing. but last night Washington 
officials said ’’some minor de­ 
tails” had caused a 24- hour 
postponement of that meeting. 


The talks, pushed back until 
tomorrow morning, had been 
one of the terms of the agree­ 
ment signed Thursday in which 
militants said they would aban­ 
don Wounded Knee and submit 
to arrest on any warrants 
against them. 
There was no word early 
today from militant Indians at 
Wounded Knee as to how the 
postponement would affect the 
scheduled surrender. Govern­ 
ment officials in the area also 
had no comment. 
However, Russell Means, an 
AIM leader who submitted to 
arrest after the agreement so 
he could negotiate with Wash­ 
ington officials, said Friday the 
occupation would continue “ un­ 
til the government shows it is 
sincere.”

Hearing Will 
Resume Monday

Ridge, the reservation head­ 
quarters town, that either op­ 
position by hard core militants 
or followers of Oglala Sioux 
Tribal Chairman Dick Wilson 
might mar the promised end of 
the occupation. 


Angel Is Found 
Guilty In Death 


MARTINEZ, Calif. (UPI) - 
Hell’s Angel William J. Moran 
was found guilty Thursday of 
strangling a Georgia motorcycl­ 
ist during a drug and alcohol 
party the outlaw gang held in 
their El Sobrante clubhouse. 
Moran 40, was convicted of 
killing Charles Baker, 30, but 
* was acquitted of the death of 
the victim ’s buddy, Thomas 
Shull, 24.

HOW TO KEEP WELL

Iron In Body Has Very Rapid 
Turnover Due To Blood Cells 


The body contains between two and five 
grams (1-15 to 1-6 ounce) of iron. However, the 
amount varies with body weight and the 
hemoglobin (iron) level in the blood. About 30 
per cent of this is storage iron. A large 
portion of the remainder is in the form of 
hemoglobin in red blood cells. Hemoblogin 
carries oxygen from the lungs to the tissues 
and carbon dioxide in return. 
In males, the total amount of iron is greater 
mainly because more is stored and the 
hemoglobin is higher. The rec­ 
ommended daily allowance for 
men is 10 mg. (18 mg. for 
women). 
IRON IN THE body has a 
very rapid turnover because 
every second some three mil­ 
lion red blood cells die and 
break up. The hemoglobin is 
released and returns to bone 
marrow where it is reformed 
into fresh hemoglobin within 
new cells. This is how the body 
conserves its iron supply. 
The amount of iron in the 
body is regulated by control of 
absorption. It is increased in 
the healthy individual when the 
blood hemoglobin is lower than 
normal and if iron stores are 
low. Diet also is important, 
because the amount of iron 
absorbed from food differs with 
different foodstuffs. For exam­ 
ple, from 15 to 20 per cent of 
the iron is absorbed from diets 
containing large amounts of an­ 
imal protein; only 5 to 10 per 
cent is absorbed from diets 
composed of vegetable foods. 
THE MOST common form of 
anemia is due to iron deficien­ 
cy. This occurs whenever blood 
iron loss exceeds dietary iron 
intake. Bleeding is one cause 
especially among women dur­ 
ing the childbearing years. Less 
absorption ensues after age 65. 
Iron deficiency also occurs 
during infancy due to an inade­ 
quate diet and small iron stores 
at birth. A newborn has only 
one-quarter gram of iron. This 


doubles by the end of the first 
year and doubles again by age 
2. Since milk contains very 
little iron, solid foods must be 
started early to avoid anemia. 
But iron deficiency due to an 
inadequate diet still is common 
before the age of 3. After age 3, 
iron deficiency is unusual in 
children. 
SKIN DRYNESS 
A reader writes: What causes 
dry skin in a 3-year-old who is a 
picky eater? 
REPLY 
Vitamin deficiencies, allergy, 
too little thyroid production, 
and heredity are among the 
possibilities. The youngster 
may be bathed too frequently 
or the apartment may lack 
humidity. There is some evi­ 
dence that a limited amount of 
fat in the diet contributes to 
dryness of the skin I assume 
he does not have ichthyosis, a 
condition in which the skin is 
extremely dry and scaly.

Nearly two-thirds of the insur­ 
ance policies claimed by the 
scandal-ridden Equity Funding 
Life Insurance Co. were phony 
—no one really had bought 
them—a preliminary audit by 
the California Department of 
Insurance showed Friday. 


The department, which has 
been auditing the giant firm 
since a possible multimillion 
dollar fraud was uncovered, an­ 
nounced Friday that the Los 
Angeles company carried 97,111 
insurance policies on its books 
when the departm ent seized 
Equity's assets and records last 
weekend. 


Of the policies, 56','091 were 
phony and 34,796 were in. force, 
the departm ent said. 
Thursday, the corporate par­ 
ent, Equity Funding Corp. of 
America, declared bankruptcy. 
The California Insurance De­ 
partm ent has been aw arded 
conservator powers over Equity 
Funding Life Insurance Co. and 
Equity Funding Corp., the par­ 
ent's bookkeeping subsidiary. 
The heart of the purported 
scandal is the charge that the 
insurance com pany invented, 
custom ers, fab rica tin g policy 
holders who never existed. The 
alleged bogus policies, which 
made the company appear far 
more prosperous than it was, 
sold to other insurance compa­ 
nies—at least 15 of them—for 
millions of dollars,, investiga-' 
tors say. 
In another development. Fri­ 
day, it was revealed that the 
downfall of Equity apparently 
was touched off by a telephone 
call a month ago to a New York: 
insurance expert. 
Raymond L. Dirks, a vice 
president of Delafield, Childs & 
Co. in New York, said he re­ 
ceived the call from Ronald H. 
Secrist, then employed by an­ 
other insurance company in At­ 
lanta. 
Dirks said Secrist told him he 


had worked both for Equity 
Funding and a subsidiary in 
New Jersey and suspected that 
a> much as one third of its 
business was ‘‘faked.” 
After checking the‘story out, 
Dirks said he took his informa- 
tiono before Equity Funding’s 
outside auditors, Seidman & 
Seidman, who turned,it over to 
the ¿Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 
The Los Angeles Times said 
Friday that Dirks told the 
newspaper that he himself is 
being investigated by the SEC 
and the New York Stock Ex­ 
change for possible violation of 
insider trading rules and laws 
involving the leak. 
The Times said Dirks adm it­ 
ted that he told some of his 
clients first about the alleged 
fraud, prompting them to un­ 
load th e ir Equity Funding 
stock, which led to the SEC 
investigation. 
But Dirks, who said he consi­ 
ders himself the “ Ralph N ader 
of Wall Street defended his 
actions on grounds that the 
in stitu tio n s

clients ’"’were not insiders, 'be­ 
cause in sid er inform ation is 
where the company disclosed 
something to one individual or 
broker which It is not. disclosing 
to the public. 
Richard M. Bishop, an .NYSE 
senior vice president, said in a 
Tim.es interview, “ I think he 
i D irks) should! have told us 
sooner (about Equity!.

against them. 
There was no word early 
today from militant: Indians at 
Wounded .Knee as to how the 
postponement would affect the 
scheduled surrender. Govern­ 
ment officials in the area also 
had. no comment. 
However, Russell. Means, an 
AIM leader who submitted to 
arrest after the agreem ent so 
he could negotiate with Wash­ 
ington officials, said Friday the 
occupation would continue “ un­ 
til the government shows it is 
sincere.”

HOW TO KEEP WELL

Iron In Body Has Very Rapid 
Turnover Due To Blood Cells 


The body contains between two and five 
grams (1-15 to 1-6 ounce) of iron. However, the 
amount varies with body weight and the 
hemoglobin (iron) level in the blood. About 30 
per cent of this is storage iron. A large 
portion of the remainder is in the form of 
hemoglobin in red blood cells. Hemoblogin 
carries oxygen from the lungs to the tissues 
and carbon dioxide in return. 
In males, the total amount of iron is greater 
mainly 'because more is stored and the 
hemoglobin is higher. The rec­ 
ommended daily allowance for 
men is 10 mg. (18 mg. for 
women). 
IRON IN THE 'body has a 
very rapid turnover because 
every second some three mil­ 
lion red blood cells die and 
break up. The hemoglobin is 
released and returns to bone 
marrow where It is reformed 
into fresh hemoglobin within 
new cells:. 'This is how the body 
conserves its iron supply. 
The amount of iron In the 
body is regulated by control of 
absorption. It is increased in 
the healthy individual when the 
blood hemoglobin is lower than 
normal and if iron stores are 
low. Diet also is important, 
because the amount of iron 
absorbed from, food differs with 
different foodstuffs. For exam­ 
ple, from 15" to 20 per cent of 
the iron is absorbed from diets 
containing large amounts of an­ 
imal protein; only 5 to 10 per 
cent is absorbed from, diets 
composed of vegetable foods. 
THE! MOST common form, of 
anemia is due to iron 'deficien­ 
cy. This occurs whenever Mood, 
iron loss exceeds dietary iron 
intake. Bleeding Is one cause 
especially among women dur­ 
ing the childbearing years. Less 
absorption ensues after age 65'. 
Iron deficiency also occurs 
during infancy due to an inade­ 
quate diet and small Iron, stores 
at birth. A newborn has only 
one-quarter gram of iron. This 


doubles by tie end of the first 
year and doubles again by age 
2. Since milk contains very 
little iron, solid foods must be 
started early to avoid anemia. 
But iron deficiency due to an 
inadequate diet still is common 
'before the age of 3. After age 3, 
iron deficiency is unusual in 
children. 
SKIN DRYNESS 
A reader writes: What causes 
dry skin in a 3-year-old who is a 
picky eater? 
REPLY 
Vitamin deficiencies, allergy, 
too little thyroid production, 
and heredity are among the 
possibilities. The youngster 
may be bathed too frequently 
or the apartment may lack 
humidity. 'There is some evi­ 
dence that a limited amount of 
fat. in the diet contributes to 
dryness of the skin. I assume 
he does not have ichthyosis, a 
condition in which the skin is 
extremely dry and scaly.

W.R.B, writes: Will stripping 
of varicose veins 'be successful 
if the injection method, has been 
used previously? 
REPLY 
Yes, assuming that the injec­ 
tions failed, to" eliminate the 
vein.

Backhaus was scheduled to 
swim today in the 1,650-yard 
freestyle along with teammate 
Rick DeMont, former world 
record holder in the similar 
1,500-meter free who ironically 
is still bidding for his first 
victory in the Nationals. 
Naber also swims the 1,650, 
so Backhuas can hope to fend 
him off directly in his bid for 
the point title, but Furniss is 
entered in the 200 individual 
medley, in which he is the 
American record holder. If Fur­ 
niss wins, Backhaus must win 
the 1,650 for the point title, 
which means he would have to 
beat DeMont. 
“ Robin changed his tactics a 
little bit and caught everybody 
off guard,” said Swartz of yes­ 
terday’s race. Backhaus swam 
the first 100 yards in 52.36, 
some two seconds faster than 
normal, and had enough left at 
the. end to outlast Gary Hall of 
Indiana University by about a 
foot. Hall, who beat Backhaus 


for the silver medal in the 
Munich Olympics last fall, was 
timed in 1:49.8 
Backhaus' time in the prelim­ 
inaries was 1:59.49.

3rd Round Of Masters Stopped 
By Rain; Four Tied For Lead 


AUGUSTA, Ga. (UPI) - The 
third round of the Masters 
Championship was only 27 min­ 
utes old today when officials 
conceded it was raining too 
hard to play golf and postponed 
the round until Sunday. 
Despite a heavy rain which 
began about dawn, the round 
began as scheduled at 10:08 
A.M. (EST) when Bobby Ni­ 
chols, playing alone, teed off. 
Play was suspended at 10:35 
and postponed at 11:50. 
It marked the first time in a 
decade that a Masters round 
had to be postponed. Unlike 
regular PGA tournaments, the 
Masters will not try to double 
up with 36 holes Sunday but will 
hold its final round Monday, 
weather permitting. 
The Weather Bureau predict­ 
ed rain here would continue 
"until about 8 A.M. Dunay 
morning” and conditions would 
improve after that. 
Bobby Nichols, who earned 
today's first starting time by 
shooting seven-over-par 151, 10 


strokes off the lead, in the first 
two rounds, teed off alone at 
10:08 a.m. EST and AI Geiber- 
ger and Jerry Heard, a couple 
of other 151 shooters, followed 
him eight minutes later. 


Gay Brewer, who was not 
scheduled to tee off until 1:52 
p.m., made six birdies in a 10- 
iiole stretch Friday to tie for 
the lead with Tommy Aaron, 
Bob Dickson and J.C. Snead. 


Another 23 —including Jack 
Nicklaus who had three bogeys 
and a double bogey in a row — 
were within five strokes going 
into the third round play. 
Only a handful of spectators, 
150 at most, were on hand to 
watch Nichols tee off. The rain 
was coming down hard and 
some of the other golfers 
watched from the clubhouse in 
disbelief that the Masters offi­ 
cials would attempt play in that 
type of weather. 


Brewer’s 6-under-par 66 was 
an eyeopener, but the real stun­ 
ner Friday was Nicklaus’ 77. 


Nicklaus led the second round 
for three holes, then came a 
cropper on three straight three- 
putt greens; a duffer-like show­ 
ing he capped by struggling in 
the trees on the very next hole 
for a very unNicklaus-like 5- 
over-par for the four holes. 
While Nicklaus, who came 
here favored to win his fifth 
Masters championship, was 
saying things to his putter, 
Brewer was chipping with the 
same skill he displayed while 
winning this tournament six 
years ago. 
Trailing first-round leader 
Aaron by seven strokes at the 
start of the second round, 
Brewer was still five back after 
seven holes after offsetting an 
early eagle with a couple of 
bogeys, but his game heated up 
at No. 8 — and stayed hot.

San Anselmo Officials Given 
Sweeping View Of Open Space 


San Anselmo city leaders re­ 
ceived a birds-eye view of city 
open space lands yesterday as 
an Army helicopter airlifted 
them over the community at 70 
miles per hour. 


Though several dozen resi­ 
dents called local police to, com­ 
plain of noise created by the 
low-flying chopper, city offi­ 
cials agreed the aerial survey 
was well worthwhile. 


Airlifted over the city in three 
flights on the seven-seat, Sixth 
Arm y Flight Detachment craft 
were city council men, planning 
commissioners and city staff. 
The flights, courtesy of the 
Army, were aimed at getting a 
first-hand view of 226 acres of 
open space lands under consid­ 
eration for acquisition, if the 
city’s $500,000 open space bond 
issue passes April 17. 
Most spectacular, the high­ 
flying officials said, is the way 
in which San Rafael looms as a 
**m iniature Los Angeles” and 
T erra Linda appears “ boxed in 
by development,” in compari­ 
son with San Anselmo, which 
appears as a massive park 
from a high-altitude perspec­ 
tive. 
Also startling were the num­

Standard & Poor’s 500 stock 
index dropped 2.24 to 109.28. 
The indicator reached its low 
for the year of 108.52 Thursday. 
The NYSE index declined 1.35 
to 58.23. Declines outpaced gai­ 
ners, 1,326 to 405, among the 
1,955 issues crossing the tape. 


Turnover totaled only 62,073,- 
806 shares, compared with last 
week’s 78,104,750, and with 98,- 
813,620 shares a year earlier. 
Trading was at its lightest of 
the year Monday, when 10,650,- 
000 shares changed hands. Most 
analysts figure the light trading 
indicates lack of confidence by 
investors, both in the stock 
market and in the economy. 


The House Banking Commit­ 
tee came up with two potential­ 
ly encouraging proposals. One 
called for a rollback of prices to 
May, 1972 levels and a modified 
version later opted for a roll­ 
back to Jan. 10, 1973, the day 
before President Nixon an­ 
nounced Phase III.

Save Environment 


THOSE WHO promote tou r­ 
ism and those who promote 
conserv ation hav e more in 
common than either grou p of­ 
ten recognizes. 
If each cou ld recognize and 
accentu ate what they hav e in 
common, the general welfare 
wou ld be better serv ed, espe­ 
cially in ou r Redwood Empire 
cou nties, inclu ding Marin. 
What is it that they hav e in 
common? 
Both work for the common 
good as each sees it. 
Tou rism promoters want to 
attract v isitors to strengthen 
the local economy . We cannot 
ex ist in the Redwood Empire 
ju st tak ing in each others wash­ 
ing. 
We are NOT heav ily indu s­ 
trialized. nor do we wish to 
become so. Ev en if we wished, 
we do not hav e the raw materi­ 
als necessary to tu rn u s into 
another Pittsbu rgh or Detroit. 
We do hav e some light indu stry 
scattered abou t; Sonoma Cou n­ 
ty especially , seems to be ex ­ 
panding in this field. Bu t manu ­ 
factu ring can nev er be ou r 
principal economic su pport. 
Agricu ltu re? We are not big 
in 
farm ing; 
in 
fact, 
ou r 
acreages held in agricu ltu re 
are declining. The chick en and 
egg bu siness has left Petalu ma, 
for instance. Nov ato's orchards 
are no more. Marin's once-hu ge 
dairy ing indu stry has been 
sq u eezed down considerably . 
Ou r economic fu tu re does not 
lie with agricu ltu re. 
Com m ercial 
fishing? 
We 
hav e some at Point Rey es, 
Tó males, Nov o, Bodega, Eu ­ 
rek a, Crescent City and else­ 
where. It cannot be ex pected to 
ex pand mu ch becau se the su p­ 
ply of fish in the sea is limited, 
as we are coming to realize 
more clearly all the time. Com­ 
mercial fishing will not su pport 
u s. 
Timber produ ction? It is still 
big in the northern cou nties. 
Althou gh mu ch tim ber has 
been remov ed from the com­ 
mercial mark et by acq u isition 
for state and national park s, 
mu ch remains in “ perpetu al” 
tree farms held in priv ate own­ 
ership. Most of u s hope and 
ex pect that we will achiev e a 
balance 
between 
specimen 
grov es in pu blic ownership and 
produ ction grov es in priv ate 
ownership, m aintained on a 
su stained y ield basis. There is 
no way ov er the long ru n that 
we can depend on timber and 
forest produ cts as the corner­ 
stone of ou r economy . For 
some small logging commu ni­ 
ties, y es; bu t for the whole of 
the Redwood Empire, the lu m­ 
ber indu stry is abou t as eco­ 
nomically produ ctiv e as it can 
ev er be. 


THOSE WHO promote tou r­ 
ism see v isitors as the econom­ 
ic salv ation of ou r area. 
Tou rism su pporters k now -— 
at least the principal leadership 
in the Redwood Empire Asso­ 
ciation recognizes 
that the 
natu ral splendors of ou r env i­ 
ronment constitu te ou r attrac-, 
tiv eness to v isitors. 
Ev ery time a majestic, 2,000- 
y ear-old redwood tree crashes 
before the logger's chain saw, 
we hav e lost another chu nk of 


A nothtr V itw 
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ou r env ironmental attractiv e­ 
ness. 
Lawrence Lane Jr., pu blisher 
of Su nset magazine, recently 
su mmed it u p this way : 
“ Tou rism does not hav e to be, 
a threat to the env ironment. 
Sometimes it can be a factor in 
preserv ing and safegu arding it. 
A worsening env ironment may 
attract fewer and fewer v isi­ 
tors; this may spu r pu blic offi­ 
cials and bu siness leaders to 
tak e steps to halt the loss of 
historic bu ildings and natu ral 
scenes and thu s k eep the tou r­ 
ist trade.” 
Robert J. Su lliv an, manager 
of San Francisco’s conv ention 
and tou rist bu reau , pu t it this 
way : 
“ If Americans hadn't wanted 
to v isit Independence Hall as 
the nation’s birthplace, some­ 
body wou ld hav e melted down 
that crack ed bell a long time 
ago.” 
Tou rism, he said, can be “the 
env ironment’s best friend and 
potentially its greatest protec­ 
tor.” 


SAVING, PROTECTING a nd 
ev en improv ing ou r env iron­ 
ment is not cheap, as we are 
coming to see more clearly 
ev ery day as we pony u p more 
money for au tomobiles with 
costly smog control dev ices. 
If we are to su pport the costs 
of env ironmental protection, we 
mu st hav e a sou nd economic 
fou ndation. Some conserv ation 
leaders hav e pu blicly recog­ 
nized this state of affairs. All 
will hav e to if we are to sav e 
ou r env ironment from destru c­ 
tion by pollu tion. 
On the other hand, as Su nset 
pu blisher Lane has stated it, 
“We wou ld hav e a bad case of 
env ironmental my opia if we 
were to ignore the increasing 
ex am ples arou nd the world 
where the tou rist indu stry does 
not enhance the env ironment 
and, indeed, is a contribu tor to 
v ariou s forms of pollu tion.” 
The general welfare wou ld be 
better serv ed if those who pro­ 
mote tou rism and those who 
prom ote conserv ation wou ld 
work together. 
Both grou ps shou ld work to 
foster greater appreciation for 
the natu ral scenic splendors 
and other env ironmental assets 
of the Redwood Empire. 
Both shou ld encou rage pro­ 
tection of scenic, historical and 
recreation resou rces of the 
Redwood Empire to the end 
that they will be enjoy ed, not 
destroy ed. 
Both shou ld work tow ard 
tou rist management to insu re 
that ou r v isitors are attracted 
in way s and at times when they 
benefit ou r economy withou t 
damaging ou r env ironment. 
Both shou ld su pport the ex ­ 
pansion and improv ement of 
pu blic transportation and en­ 
cou rage its u se as an alterna­ 
tiv e to ev er-increasing highway 
congestion. 
Both shou ld su pport estab­ 
lishment of scenic highway s 
and the improv ement of all 
roads and highway s throu ghou t 
the Redwood Empire to safe 
standards, so local residents 
and v isitors alik e can enjoy 
safe trav el to and from ou r 
beaches, forests, riv ers, lak es, 
and other natu ral env ironmen­ 
tal featu res. 


IN SUM, THEY shou ld be 
promoting a cooperativ e spirit, 
recognizing that what is pre­ 
serv ed shou ld be for pu blic 
enjoy ment and that ou r impor­ 
tant v isitor economy depends 
on preserv ation of ou r natu ral 
wonders. 
Let u s hope there are leaders 
in both grou ps who hav e su ffi­ 
cient breadth of v ision to see 
the necessity for work ing to­ 
gether to achiev e the greatest 
good for all of u s.

Thieu Has Plenty Of Reasons 
To Thank President Nixon 


We do not k now how mu ch gratitu de 
President Thieu of the Repu blic of Viet­ 
nam ex pressed to President Nix on of the 
United States when they chatted together 
at San Clemente, bu t it shou ld hav e been 
su bstantial. 
Tru e, all Am erican combat grou nd 
troops now are ou t of Sou th Vietnam, and 
the cou ntry again is being managed 
largely by its own people. Bu t as the last 
American soldier walk ed ou t, it was plain 
that Mr. Nix on had handed ov er to Mr. 
Thieu an ex trem ely fav orable situ ation — 
mu ch more fav orable than any one, ex ­ 
cept perhaps Mr. Nix on himself, wou ld 
hav e ex pected a y ear ago. 
The im m ediate situ ation is that Presi­ 
dent Thieu and his arm y hav e decisiv e 
m ilitary su periority ov er their enemies in 
most of Sou th Vietnam today . Whether 
they can k eep that su periority ov er the 
nex t 12 months is another m atter. No one 
can possibly foresee now what changes 
will occu r in the two parts of Vietnam 
ov er coming months. Bu t as of today , the 
adv antage is decidedly with Saigon. 


THE SITUATION IS THIS: On the ev e 
of the cease-fire two months ago, the 
local Viet Cong u nits, back ed by regu lar 
North Vietnam u nits, lau nched hu ndreds 
of local offensiv es designed to widen the 
area of the cou ntry u ndr their control. 
Mr. Thieu ’s arm y wok e u p on the morn­ 
ing after the cease-fire with a choice. 
Either the Sou th Vietnamese cou nterat­ 
tack ed, or left their enemies in posses­ 
sion of mu ch m ore territory and many 
more v illages and strategic positions that 
their prev iou s soldiering had ju stified. 
The Sou th Vietnamese cou nterattack ed. 
Most of the fighting since cease-fire 
day has consisted of the cou nterattack s. 
Most, in fact nearly all, of these hav e 
been decisiv ely su ccessfu l. The Viet Cong 
has not been able to hang on to the 
hamlets or the road-block ing positions. 
One of the sharpest battles was fou ght for 
the fishing v illage of Sa Hu y nh and a 
block ing position at that point on the 
coast across the main north-sou th high­ 
way . Troops try ing to hold Sa Hu y nh for 
the Viet Cong were said to hav e been told 
to hold it at all costs. They didn’t. The 
highway is clear. 
In other words, the Saigon arm y has 
won the cam paign which has been waged 
ov er cease-fire positions. It has paid a 
price, y es* Casu alties hav e been heav y . 
Bu t. in spite of reinforcem ents from 
North Vietnam, the two months of fight­ 
ing ov er cease-fire positions has been a 
m ajor v ictory of P resid ent T hieu ’s 
forces. 


THE LARGER MILITARY situ ation 
w hich this Saigon v ictory has been 
gained is as follows: 
North Vietnam has largely replaced the 
losses tak en by its troops in the sou th 
du ring the last y ear. A steady and 
rou tine flow of replacem ents down the Ho 
Chi Minh trail ov er the last fou r months 
has fleshed ou t the depleted u nits. Some 
300 tank s hav e made good mu ch of the 
arm or lost in the April offensiv e a y ear 
ago. Bu t the combined North Vietnam 
and Viet Cong u nits are not in a condition 
com parable to their condition of a y ear 
ago. 
There hav e been two m ajor Commu nist 
offensiv es in the Vietnam war. The first 
was Tet in 1968. The second was the 
E aster offensiv e of 197 2. They were fou r 
y ears rebu ilding to offensiv e capacity 
after the losses they took in Tet. Bu t the 
E aster offensiv e is only one y ear behind. 
And their losses in the E aster offensiv e 
were at least as heav y , and perhaps ev en 
more so than in Tet. In other words, they 
hav en’t y et had tim e to get ready for 
another m ajor offensiv e: nor are they 
deploy ed for one as they were a y ear ago. 
And the dry season su itable for heav y 
cam paigning already is drawing toward 
its end. 
Thu s President Thieu and his generals 
are sitting on top of a v ictory , of a 
winning m ilitary situ ation, and of an 
arm y in the fu ll confidence earned from 
a whole galax y of local su ccesses. Be­ 
sides, the enemy is not in condition to go 
ov er to the offensiv e this season. The 
earliest time it might be in offensiv e 
condition wou ld be 10 months from now. 


PRESIDENT THIEU has P resid ent 
Nix on to thank for the su pport, the gu ns, 
and the diplomacy behind this condition, 
which is strengthed by the continu ed 
presence of su bstantial American sea and 
air power arou nd Vitnam. And Mr. Nix on 
has again threatened to u se it against the 
North Vietnamese shou ld they attem pt to 
resu m e the offensiv e. There is no present 
sign of any su ch intention. 
The net of it ail is that President Theiu 
cam e to San Clemente as a man who has 
some 10 months ahead of him in which to 
consolidate a presently fav orable condi­ 
tion. His bu siness with President Nix on is 
ov er schedu les and amou nts for continu ­ 
ing American su pplies and weapons re­ 
placements. There shou ld not be mu ch 
trou ble between the two men. Mr. Nix on 
has inv ested heav ily on su rv iv al of the 
Thieu regime in Saigon. He is u nlik ely to 
pu t it on short rations now.

HOW WILL THEY spend these v ast 
su m s?

Thieu Has Plenty Of Reasons 
To Thank President Nixon 


We do not know how much gratitude 
President Thieu of the Republic of Viet­ 
nam expressed to President Nixon of the 
United States when they chatted, together 
at San Clemente, but it should have been 
substantial. 
True, all American combat ground 
troops now are out of South Vietnam, and 
the country again is being managed 
largely by its own people. But as the last 
American soldier walked out, it was plain 
that Mr. Nixon had handed over to Mr. 
Thieu an extremely favorable situation — 
much more favorable than anyone, ex­ 
cept perhaps Mr. Nixon himself, would 
have expected a year ago. 
The immediate situation is that Presi­ 
dent Thieu and his arm y have decisive 
m ilitary superiority over their enemies in 
m ost of South Vietnam today. Whether 
they can keep that superiority over the 
next 12 months is another m atter. No one 
can possibly foresee now what changes 
will occur in the two parts of Vietnam 
over coming months. But as of today, the 
advantage is decidedly with Saigon. 


THE SITUATION IS THIS: On the eve 
of the cease-fire two months ago, the 
local *Viet Cong units, backed by regular 
North Vietnam units, launched hundreds 
of local offensives designed to widen the 
area of the country undr their control. 
Mr. Thieu’s army woke up on the morn­ 
ing after the cease-fire with a choice. 
Either the South Vietnamese counterat­ 
tacked, or left their enemies in posses­ 
sion of much more territory and many 
more villages and strategic positions that 
their previous soldiering had justified. 
The South Vietnamese counterattacked. 
Most of the fighting since cease-fire 
day has consisted of the counterattacks. 
Most, in fact nearly all, of these have 
been decisively successful... The Viet Cong 
has not been able to hang on to the 
ham lets or the road-blocking positions. 
One of the sharpest battles was fought for 
the fishing village of Sa Huynh and a 
blocking position at that point on the 
coast across the main north-south high­ 
way. Troops trying to hold Sa Huynh, for 
the Viet Cong were said to have been told 
to hold it at all costs. They didn’t. The 
highway is clear. 
In other words, the Saigon arm y has 
won the campaign which has been, waged 
over cease-fire positions.. It has paid a 
price, yes# Casualties have been heavy... 
But. in spite of reinforcements from 
North Vietnam, the two months of fight­ 
ing over cease-fire positions has been a 
m a jo r victory of P re sid en t T hieu’s 
forces. 


THE LARGER MILITARY situation 
which this Saigon victory has been 
gained Is as follows: 
North Vietnam has largely replaced the 
losses taken by its troops in the south 
during the last year. A steady and 
routine flow of replacements down the Ho 
Chi Minh trail over the last four months 
has fleshed out the depleted units. Some 
300' tanks have made good, much of the 
arm or lost in the April offensive a year 
ago. But the combined North Vietnam 
and Viet Cong units are not in a condition 
com parable to their condition of a year 
ago. 
There have been, two m ajor Communist 
offensives in the Vietnam, war. The first 
was Tet in 1968. The second was the 
E aster offensive of 1972. They were four 
years rebuilding to offensive capacity 
after the losses they took in Tet. But the 
E aster offensive is only one year behind. 
And their losses in, the E aster offensive 
were at least as heavy, and perhaps even, 
more so than in Tet. In other words, they 
haven’t yet had time to get ready for 
another m ajor offensive; nor are they 
deployed for one as they were a year ago.

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Christians Are Praying 
Less Often In Private

Recent surveys indicate there 
has been a sharp drop-off, 
among both Protestants and 
Catholics, in the practice of 
private prayer. 
Those who’ve inquired into 
this trend say there seem to be 
several reasons for it. One is 
that many Christians in recent 
years have paid relatively little 
attention to the “ vertical di­ 
mension” of religion — the 
personal relationship of each 
human soul to God. They’ve 
been preoccupied with “ hori­ 
zontal dimension” of religion - 
that is, relationships among hu­ 
man beings in society. 
Another factor, it appears, is 
a widespread belief among con­ 
temporary Christians that pray­ 
er is asking God for special 
favors. Those who operate un­ 
der this misapprehension re­ 
frain from praying, they say, 


because they don’t want to be­ 
have like selfcentered beggars. 
A third difficulty, which has 
existed in every age but seems 
particularly acute today, is that 
many find it hard to conceive of 
the Creator and Sustainer of the 
whole universe having the time 
or inclination to “ listen” to the 
prayers of countless individu­ 
als. 
All of these hang-ups origin­ 
ate in a profound misunder­ 
standing of what prayer is and 
the role it can play in a per­ 
son’s life. 
Prayer is not a magical in­ 
cantation by which the supersti­ 
tious hope to manipulate God 
and con Him into granting fa­ 
vors He’d otherwise withhold.

you ask for it.” (Sometimes He 
knows far better than we what 
we really need — and merciful­ 
ly refuses our requests.) 
To Jesus — and to millions of 
Christians since — prayer is a 
focusing of the mind, heart and 
will on God, so that you become 
aware of his presence, confi­ 
dent of His love and submissive 
to His will. It is direct commu­ 
nion between man and God, and 
its principal importance lies in 
the healing, strengthening and 
refreshment of the human spirit 
which comes from even mo­ 
mentary felt contact with the 
Spirit of God. 
Far from being irrelevant to 
a concern for social justice, 
private prayer is an essential 
means by which normally self- 
centered or cowardly human 
beings may find the compassion 
and courage to fight effectively 
to achieve a better life for 
others. 
As for difficulty in conceiving 
of God being able to “ listen” to 
so many prayers, this arises 
from an immature, anthropo­ 
morphic picture of God as a 
particular Being who dwells 
“ up there” or “ out there” 
someplace. But as theologians 
Paul Tillich and John Robinson 
have emphasized in our time, 
and as Jesus himself made 
clear long ago, God is not A 
being, but the ground of ALL 
being. And He is present, not in 
A place but in EVERY place — 
most particularly, in the hearts 
and minds of human persons 
who hunger for communion 
with Him — even though they 
may not realize what or Who 
they are hungering for.

Christian Religion Under 
Attack Throughout Africa 


NAIROBI (UPD - The Chris­ 
tian religion is under attack in 
Africa. 
From the Cape to Cairo, 
Christians of various denomina­ 
tions have been harangued, 
beaten, imprisoned or kicked 
out of countries in recent 
months. 
In Somalia, the government 
suddenly ordered all Roman 
Catholic missionaries to leave 
the country, Catholic officials 
here said. 
Ethiopian police cracked 
down on Protestant groups, 
raiding homes, throwing scores 
of persons into jail and shaving 
the heads of women as a mark 
of disgrace, the sources said. 
Some 15,000 Jehovah’s Wit­ 
nesses from Malawi have cau­ 
tiously returned to their homes 
after they fled into neighboring 
Zambia last year following 
widespread persecution. 
Other incidents have been re­ 
ported in Uganda, Burundi, 
Egypt and South Africa. 
“ The whole continent is in 
turmoil and change,” says reli­ 
gious writer Norman Hart. “ It 
is inevitable that the church 
will get caught up in it.” 
The Catholic Mirro r newspa ­ 
per said many o f the incidents 
have been inspired by the cla sh 
between Islam and Christia nity , 
including the situa tio n in the 
predominantly Mo slem country 
of Somalia, where, according to 
Catholic officials, a ll missionar­ 
ies were ordered to leave the 
country. 


The exodus has now been 
temporarily halted pending a 
review of the situation, the 
Catholic sources said, but all 
activity in mission-run hospi­ 
tals, dispensaries, schools and 
orphanages has ceased. 
In Ethiopia, the sources said, 
the crackdown against Pente­ 
costal, Lutheran and Baptist 
groups was inspired by the 
local and still all-powerful Cop­ 
tic church trying to protect its 
position and prevent the influx 
of competing Christian ideas. 
The police action began last 
fall, and for the first time 
spread from the countryside 
into Addis Ababa. Public meet­ 
ing were banned but when the 
groups moved into private 
homes, police raided these, too. 
The sources said in one swoop 
some 260 persons were thrown 
into jail for months and women 
had their heads shaved. 
There was another religious 
crisis involving the Coptic 
Church in Egypt last fall when 
a series of incidents against 
that country’s five million 
Copts resulted in the destruc­ 
tion of a church in Cairo and 
clashes between Copts and Mos­ 
lems. 
President Idi Amin of Ugan­ 
da, a Moslem, has declared war 
on Christian groups, accusing 
white missionaries of being 
mercenaries in disguise and ex­ 
pelling around 60 of them. 
In nearby Burundi, President 
Michel Micombero in a recent 
speech blamed white missionar-

A recent 
flashpoint occurred when chil­ 
dren were suspended from 
school in the Transvaal for 
refusing to pay special respect 
to the national flag.

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OF GOD AND MAN 
Christians Are Praying 
Less Often In Private 
By LOUIS CASSELS 
United Press International 
Recent surveys indicate there 
has been a sharp drop-off, 
among 'both Protestants and 
Catholics, in the practice of 
private prayer. 
Those who’ve inquired into 
this trend say there seem to be 
several reasons for it. One is 
that many Christians in recent 
years have paid relatively little 
attention to the "vertical di­ 
mension" of religion — the 
personal relationship of each 
human soul to God. They’ve 
been preoccupied with "hori­ 
zontal dimension” of religion - 
that is, relationships among hu­ 
man beings in society. 
Another factor, it appears, is 
a widespread belief among con­ 
temporary Christians that pray­ 
er is asking God for special 
favors. Those who operate un­ 
der this misapprehension re­ 
frain from praying, they say, 


because they don’t want to be­ 
have like self centered beggars. 
A third difficulty, which has 
existed, in every age but seems 
particularly acute today, is that 
many find it hard to conceive of 
the Creator and Sustainer of the 
whole universe having the time 
or inclination to “listen” to the 
prayers of countless individu­ 
als. 
All of these hang-ups origin­ 
ate in a profound misunder­ 
standing of what prayer is and 
the role it can play in a per­ 
son’s life. 
Prayer is not a magical in­ 
cantation by which the supersti­ 
tious hope to manipulate God 
and con Him into granting fa­ 
vors He’d otherwise withhold 
Jesus Christ, who prayed fer­ 
vently and regularly, forever 
demolished the validity of 
"gimme prayers” by pointing 
out that “Your Father in heav­ 
en knows what you need before

you ask for i t ” (Sometimes He 
knows far better than we what 
we really need — and merciful­ 
ly refuses our requests.) 
To Jesus — and to millions of 
Christians since — prayer is a 
focusing of the mind, heart and 
will on God, so that you become 
aware of his presence, confi­ 
dent of His love and submissive 
to His will. It is direct commu­ 
nion between man and God, and 
its principal importance lies in 
the healing, strengthening and 
refreshment of the human spirit 
which comes from even mo­ 
mentary felt contact with the 
Spirit of God. 
Far from being irrelevant to 
a concern for social justice, 
private prayer is an essential, 
means by which normally self- 
centered or cowardly human 
beings may find the compassion 
and courage to fight effectively 
to achieve a better life for 
others. 
As for difficulty in conceiving 
of God being able to "listen” to 
so many prayers, this arises 
from an immature, anthropo­ 
morphic picture of God as a 
particular Being who dwells 
‘‘up there” or ‘‘out there” 
someplace. But as theologians 
Paul Tillich and John Robinson 
have emphasized in our time, 
and a.s Jesus himself made 
clear long ago, God is not A 
being, but the ground of ALL 
being. And He is present, not in 
A place but in EVERY place — 
most particularly, in the hearts 
and minds of human persons 
who hunger for communion 
with Him — even though they 
may not realize what, or Who 
they are hungering for.

Attack Throughout Africa

NAIROBI (UPD - The Chris­ 
tian religion is under attack in 
Africa. 
From the Cape to Cairo, 
Christians of various denomina­ 
tions have been harangued, 
'beaten, imprisoned, or kicked 
out of countries in recent 
months. 
In Somalia, the government 
suddenly ordered all Roman 
Catholic missionaries to leave 
the country, Catholic officials 
here said. 
Ethiopian police cracked 
down on Protestant, groups, 
raiding homes, throwing scores 
of persons into jail and shaving 
the heads of women as a mark 
of disgrace, the sources said. 
Some 15,000 Jehovah’s Wit­ 
nesses from Malawi have cau­ 
tiously returned to their homes 
after they fled into neighboring 
Zambia, last year following 
widespread persecution. 
Other incidents have been re­ 
ported in Uganda, Burundi, 
Egypt and South Africa. 
“The whole continent is in 
turmoil and change,” says reli­ 
gious writer Norman Hart. “It 
is inevitable that the church 
will get caught up in it.” 
The Catholic Mirror newspa­ 
per said many of the incidents 
have been inspired by the clash 
between Islam and Christianity, 
including the situation in the 
predominantly Moslem country 
of Somalia, where, according to 
Catholic officials, .all missionar­ 
ies were ordered to leave the 
country. 


The exodus has now been 
temporarily halted pending a 
review of the situation, the 
Catholic sources said, but all 
activity in mission-run hospi­ 
tals, dispensaries, schools and 
orphanages has ceased... 
In Ethiopia, the sources said, 
the crackdown against Pente­ 
costal, Lutheran and Baptist 
groups was inspired by the 
local and still all-powerful Cop­ 
tic church trying to protect its 
position and prevent the influx 
of competing Christian, ideas. 
The police action began last 
fall, and for the first time 
spread from the countryside 
into Addis Ababa. Public meet­ 
ing were banned but when the 
groups moved into private 
homes, police raided these, too. 
The sources said in one swoop 
some 260 .persons were thrown 
into jail for months and women 
had their heads shaved. 
There was another religious 
crisis involving the Coptic 
Church in Egypt last fall when 
a series of incidents against 
that country’s five million 
Copts resulted in the destruc­ 
tion of a church in Cairo and 
dashes between Copts and Mos­ 
lems. 
President Idi Amin of Ugan­ 
da, a Moslem, has declared war 
on Christian groups, accusing 
white missionaries of being 
mercenaries in disguise and ex­ 
pelling around 60 of them. 
In nearby Burundi, President 
Michel Micombero in a recent 
speech blamed white missionar-

Alfred D. Quilici, 57, of San Rafael 
heads Giampolini & Company, the second 
largest painting contracting firm in the 
Bay Area. 
In the battle for economic survival and 
eventual success in the business world, 
Quilici never lost his interest in people 
and a genuine concern for the small and 
the downtrodden. 
His first contact with the sterh world of 
making a living was in his father's little 
grocery store in the ghetto-like neighbor­ 
hood of Powell and Broadway in San 
Francisco, where he swept the floor and 
did errands before and after school 
hours. It was a long and tough climb 
from grocery store errand boy to the 
head of a major contracting firm, but the 
experience undoubtedly had a strong 
bearing on Quilici’s philanthropic pur­ 
suits today. 


QUILICI IS District 513 (Redwood Em­ 
pire) governor of Rotary International. 
He Is putting into practice what Rotary 
International has been preaching for 68 
years — service above self, and the 
promotion of international understanding. 
“ Being district governor has been one 
of the greatest thrills of my life,” says 
Quilici. “I’ve been able to extend myself 
all over the world, making friends in 
Italy, England, Australia, .South Africa 
and throughout the United States.” 
Fellowship, especially for the underdog 
and the little guy, has always been one of 
his main concerns. Back in 1960-61, while 
he was president of the Painting and 
Decorating 'Contractors of America, Quil­ 
ici initiated the observance of National 
Painting and Decorating Week, during 
which he urged every local chapter to 
undertake a charitable project to aid the 
poor and the unfortunate. 


THAT 'TRADITION is carried on to this 
day, with each chapter competing for a 
national trophy. Last year, the San Fran­ 
cisco chapter, of which Quilici is a 
member and former president, won the 
top award. 
The project which brought San Francis­ 
co that recognition was the cleaning and 
painting of the men’s dormitory of St. 
Anthony’s Dining Room in San Francis­ 
co. St. Anthony’s Dining Room, operated 
by St. Boniface Church, feeds the poor 
the year-round and is a mecca for 
thousands of hungry and homeless, espe­ 
cially the aged, on Thanksgiving. 
'This month, Quilici is involved in an­ 
other major project to promote fellow'- 
ship. Rotary District 513’s annual confer­ 
ence, which will bring together 43 clubs 
from Menlo Park to Crescent City, will 
be held for the first time in San Rafael, 
April 16 through 18, 
Housing headquarters will be at the 
Holiday Inn in Terra Linda, and the 
plenary’ sessions and meals will be at the 
Veterans Memorial Building at the Marin 
Civic Center. 


THE FEATURED speakers include 
Charles Gould, publisher of the San 
Francisco Examiner, and Jo Foxvvorth, 
advertising executive from New York 
City. 
Marin Rotarians who will have key 
roles at the conference include Quilici as 
district governor; Mel L. Morse of San 
Rafael, conference chairman; Col. Rob­ 
ert S. Nourse of Greenbrae, district 
secretary, and William P. Murray Jr. of 
San Rafael, district treasurer. 
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Marin Rotary clubs tjiat will host the 
conference are San Rafael, headed by 
Herbert K. Walton Jr.; Terra Linda, 
Edward C. Brendel; Novato, Wayne 
Womack; San Anselmo, Abe Froman; 
Mill Valley, James E. Egger, and Sausal- 
ito, Robert D. Baucrle. 


QUILICI WAS BORN in San Francisco 
on Aug. 26', 1915, in a house which 
literally stood on what is now Broadway. 
The house was tom down for construction 
of the Broadway Tunnel. 
A 1933 graduate of Galileo High, Quilici 
went to work as apprentice for Giampoli­ 
ni & Co., founded in North Beach in 1912 
by his grandfather, Severino Giampolini. 
While working, he attended night school 
at University of San Francisco for a 
couple of years. 
When his grandfather died in 1938, his 
uncle, Albert T. Giampolini, took over the 
business. 
In 19411 Quilici married Clista Gerhard 
of Mill Valley and he has been a Marin 
County resident ever since. His work with 
Giampolini Co. was interrupted in 1943, 
when he entered the U.S. Army and 
served in the South Pacific. 


HIS UNIT WAS one of the first to enter 
Tokyo after the Japanese surrender. His 
reaction on first encountering the defeat­ 
ed enemy is typical erf his interest in 
people as individuals. 
“Everything was wrecked by bombs, 
but the people were neat and dean,” he 
recalls. “They treated us wonderfully — 
they’d salute anyone in uniform.” 
He came out of the service in 1945 as a 
first sergeant. When Albert Giampolini 
died in 1947, Quilici became a partner in 
the firm with his aunt, Genevieve Giam­ 
polini, and a cousin. Leo Fregosi. 
Quilici became an active leader in the 
Painting and Decorating Contractors of 
America, serving as president of the San 
Francisco chapter in 1951-52, as state 
president in 1958, and as national presi­ 
dent in I960' and 1961. 


IN 'THE ROTARY movement since 
1958, he became president of San Rafael 
Rotary in 1968 and district governor last 
year. He was on the board of directors of 
the Meadow Club and served as its 
president for two years — 1964 and 1965. 


In 1961, he was Marin chairman in the 


building fund drive for the Junípero. 
Serra Center for Girls at Mission San 
Jose. He is on the Citizens Advisory 
Committee of Dominican College, on the 
board of directors of the Nazareth House 
for the aged in Terra Linda, and is a 
member of St. Raphael's Church. 
He and his wife make their home on 
Twain Harte Lane in San Rafael. They 
have three grown sons. 


QUILICI SPREADS himself thin, divid­ 
ing his time between the main office at 
, 
1445 Bush Street in San Francisco and the 
branch office at 34 DeLuca Place in San 
Rafael. In between preparing for the 
Rotary convention and working for other 
charitable causes, Quilici still finds time 
for his personal hobbies — golf, skiing, 
and swimming. 
But his chief hobby 'Continues to be 
people — sharing their joys, sympathiz­ 
ing with and helping the unfortunate. 
“ I just enjoy meeting people and being 
close to them,” Quilici explains. “As a 
youngster, I can remember working in 
that grocery store with broom in hand. I 
have met a lot of people from all walks of 
life, and I've become close to them.”

Since then, the group has 
gone “independent" uner the 
name Novato Rural Band, and 
has settled down to the mem­ 
bership figure of seven. 


PLAYING WITH the band 
now in addition to Mrs.. Dahl, 
who has taught accordion since 
1944 but still regards herself .as 
“strictly an amateur,” are: 
Ver tie Fisher, who plays the 


washtub bass that her husband 
makes for her. He has produced 
several, using different size 
tubs with different strings, dif­ 
ferent lengths of poles, intent 
upon improving the musical 
quality of his perform ers if e’s 
unusual musical instrument. 
Pauline Laino who alternates 
between her washboard played 
with thimbles on her fingers, 
and her nail-keg drum covered 
with an inner-tube and with an 
array of bells, horns, wooden 
blocks and metal accessories. 
She plays the maracas as well. 
And sometimes the vivacious 
grandmother lays aside her 
drumsticks to dance a can can, 
a shimmy or a hula, to the 
delight of audiences. 
Evelyn Hogue adds melody 
with her banjo-uke, a four- 
string instrument with a short 
neck, a banjo-type head, and a 
larger wooden casing around 
the sides and back of the body. 
This instrument is no longer 
being made, although Mrs. 
Dahl knows of at least three 
still being played, in Marin 
County. Mrs. Hogue also plays 
the Melódica,, and, for Latin 
pieces shifts to the claves or 
castanets, to become a part of 
the rhythm section. 
Rose Doane plays melody and 
also chord,s on her mandolin, a. 
kind of lute with 12 paired 
metal strings that are played 


with a. pick or plectrum that is 
moved rapidly back and forth 
for a tremolo effect. “Her big­ 
gest edmplaint,” smiles Mrs. 
Dahl, “is that her D-string is 
always breaking. The D string 
isn’t weak. It’s just that Rose 
plays so enthusiastically.” 
J ane Welch uses a 40-year-old 
guitar with a round brass plate 
attached to' its front, that 'both, 
amplifies and improves the 
quality of the sound. “She plays 
chords in the first, fifth and 
seventh positions, as well as 
some melody .runs In the chord 
progressions,” says Mrs. Dahl, 
“ and she uses a good Latin 
strum for the rhythm.” 


LONE MALE member of the 
band is ragtime pianist Beverly 
Fisher who improvises at the 
keyboard with a flair to provide 
“a nice accompaniment as long 
as the piano is tuned to the 
same orchestra pitch as the 
other instruments.” Fisher’s 
bane: Pianos in need of repair 
that hinder his style. 
He is a, relatively recent addi­ 
tion to the group, and succeed­ 
ed a woman ragtime piano 
player on the recommendation 
of a member of Marin Valley 
Mobile Club where the band 
practices.

Continued front Page M8 
ed and contains kitchen and 
bathroom facilities. 


ONE ENTIRE play area and 
the equipment therein is a me­ 
morial to Dr. William J. Kerr 
Jr. It consists of a large free­ 
form area of sand into which 
slides, mounted low on a hill, 
deposit their young travelers. 
Concrete climbing and hiding 
places complete the memorial 
area. 
Another such memorial is the 
fragrant and shady wisteria ar­ 
bor erected in memory of Cam­ 
ille Laurent Dies men, a Pixie 
Parent member whose special 
interest was in the garden 
areas of Pixie Place. 
Several other memorial areas 
grace the grounds of Pixie 
Place. 
Since the construction of Pix­ 
ie Place in 1958 a continuing 
effort to keep up with mainte­ 
nance and add new play and 
safety equipment has been car­ 
ried out. In 1971, however. Pixie 
Parents agreed that a major 
renovation job was necessary. 
At this time. Pixie Parents 
contacted Michael Painter of 
Michael Painter and Asso­ 
ciates, Landscape Architects, of 
Mill Valley and he volunteered 
his services to master plan for 
the necessary renovation work. 
Frank Peccorini, landscape 
contractor of San Rafael, con­ 
tracted to do the work. 
But again, many volunteer 
hours were necessary on the 
part of Pixie Parents. 


THOUSANDS OF cubic feet 
of sand and tanbark, Pixie's 
play area groundcovers, were 
replaced, additional play equip­ 
ment was added, and much 
play equipment was rearranged 
to allow for separation of older 
from younger children. Much 
landscaping and path rearrang­ 
ing was done to correct ecologi­ 
cal damage incurred by wear 
and tear and by time since 1958 
when the last major work had 
been done. 
Painter has on the drawing of 
wood, 'boards a new functional 
play structure which will be 
acquired by Pixie Place in the 
near future. It is a climbing 
and swinging structure com­ 
plete with rope and tire swings, 
nets to catch adventuresome 
souls, and angles and dangles 
designed to stimulate the imag­ 
inations of Pixie's older chil­ 
dren. 
All these maintenance efforts, 
renovations 
and new play 
equipment cost money far in 
excess of the annual dues to 
Pixie Parents Inc. Indeed, the 
dues cover only annual operat­ 
ing expenses. 
The annual dues are $7 — 
$3.50 of which goes towards 
membership in the Marin Art 
and Garden Center, netting Pix­ 
ie Parents only $3.50 a year 
from each member family. This 
annual fee has not changed 
since the early 1960s.

Beach. St., San Francisco. 
And her responsibilities are 
considerable: She is charged 
with space planning, color coor­ 
dination, furniture selection, de­ 
sign and specification, budget­ 
ing, and the graphics for 
Marquis & Stoller jobs.

PLANS HAVE been finished 
and accepted for the interior of 
a proposed new library at Cali­ 
fornia Polytechnic in San Luis 
Obispo, but funds for the build­ 
ing have not yet been forthcom­ 
ing. 
Other recent jobs have in­ 
cluded offices and showrooms 
for Arnelle of California, a San 
Francisco dress manufacturer, 
and the offices of Love Cosmet­ 
ics in New Yorkity. 
Mrs. Martin-Vegue’s husband 
Frank works as an executive 
with Tiburon Vintners.

beautiful old Bernard Maybeck 
building in conjunction with a 
new Marquis — Stoller-de- 
signed dining pavilion for the 
University of California Faculty 
Club in Berkeley.

A SOUTHWESTERLY trek 
brings the motorist to the form­ 
er Roman town of Autun, with 
its remains of the largest thea­ 
ter in Roman Gaul, and its 
sanctuary, the “Temple of Jan­ 
us.”

Athletes And Ethics

The past few years have seen 
a splattering of expose-type 
books by athletes who have 
bared the problems of the 
games they play — and often a 
great deal of their personal 
lives as well. 
These were far different 
books from the older, ghost­ 
written genre that recited the 
heroics of the superstars for a 
hero worship cult, and gave 
superficial or no attention to 
activities off the playing field 
or arena. 
While the older books enjoyed 
only a limited readership, and 
this largely among juveniles, 
both under and over 21, the new 
expose-type books with their 
sensational revelations often hit 
the best-seller lists. And stir 
heated controversy. 
“ Don't Blame the Game” by 
former Cleveland Brown defen­ 
sive end Bill Glass, assisted by 
William M. Pinson Jr., a pro­ 
fessor of Christian ethics at 
Southwestern Baptist Theologi­ 
cal Seminary in Fort Worth, 
Tex., represents yet a third 
kind of sports book. 
It offers a rebuttal to the 
criticisms by Jim Bouton, Dave 
Meggyesy, Bernie Parish and 
others of sports, and it suggests 
as well that disclosures by Joe 
Namath, Marty Domres and 
others of the freewheeling as­ 
pects of their personal lives 
were unnecessary, unwise and 
in poor taste, presenting the 
public With an untrue and un­ 
fair picture of the professional 
athlete. 
Glass and Pinson root their

stands in a staunch belief in the 
Christian faith and ethics. And 
they contend that there is far 
greater support among fellow 
athletes for their concept of 
what constitutes proper behav­ 
ior for a sports figure than for 
the do-your-own-thing philoso­ 
phy of Namath, et al. 
The format used by Glass and 
Pinson is to lead off each chap­ 
ter with a quote from the oppos­ 
ition, touching upon one partic­ 
ular facet of sports and social 
ethics. The two authors then 
rebut that quote, using a dia­ 
logue format in which they 
alternate in commentary. At 
first, the technique is mildly 
disconcerting. But one adjusts, 
and on the whole the approach 
is effective and persuasive. 
At the outset, Pinson general­ 
ly takes the role of devil's 
advocate, setting up straw men 
for partner Glass to bowl over. 
But as the book progresses, the 
professor joins the ex-footballer 
more genuinely as a participant 
in the argument. 
Some of the topics tackled 
head-on include the charges of 
brutality, the claim that profes- 
sonal athletes under contract 
for their services are degraded 
to slave status, racial preju­ 
dice, the use of drugs, drinking, 
the emphasis upon money, the 
playboy morality, “ bump-and- 
run” sex, gambling and even 
swearing.

Quite simply, this is the best 
crime novel we have read in a 
good long time.

cial prejudice at one time was a 
serious problem in sports.” But 
he adds:“ Things are getting 
better.” And summarizes: “ In 
some ways pro sports reflect 
the prejudice of American life, 
but they don’t contribute to it. 
Athletes can't take credit for all 
the improvements in race rela­ 
tions over the last few years. 
But they deserve some credit. 
Keep in mind that any racism 
in pro sports is the product of a 
sickness in our society and in 
mankind in general. Don't 
blame the game.” 
Where Joe Namath says, 
“ Most of the time, there’s got 
to be some fun mixed with the 
business, or I just won’t bother 
with it,” Pinson retorts: ‘‘The 
person who spends his life seek­ 
ing pleasure seldom, perhaps 
never, finds what he seeks. 
Making happiness the chief 
goal of life is a sure way not to 
find it. The best way to find 
happiness is to forget about it.” 
And Glass comments: “ The 
pleasure approach to life says: 
Get wealth. Enjoy sensual ac­ 
tivity. Life for yourself. But if 
you make your goal serving 
others, you discover real happi­ 
ness.” 
Glass counters the claim that 
athletics breed militarism, and 
interjects his own belief: “ Too 
much militarism exists in this 
country and throughout the 
world. The amount of money 
spent on armaments is a dis­ 
grace. Why waste our resources 
fighting one another? We need 
to combat our real enemies — 
hunger, poverty, racism, igno­ 
rance, pride, selfishness. . .We 
have so many real problems, 
(but) it’s ridiculous to attack 
sports which are predominantly 
helpful.” 
Drugs, drinking, gambling, 
profanity, casual sex are all 
less prevalent in sports than the 
expose books have suggested, 
Glass and Pinson maintain, and 
Namath, “ something of a high 
priest for playboyism —fun mo­ 
rality,” is not the typical ath­ 
lete. 
Their nominee would seem to 
be another quarterback, R oger 
Staubach, who wrote the pre­ 
face for the book — “ Many 
people call me a square. My 
reaction is simply this —if lov­ 
ing my family and being a 
Christian are the traits, then 
I’m proud of being a square.'' 
— and who is quoted frequently 
in the pages that follow. 
Quite probably, neither Na­ 
math nor Staubach is truly 
representative of the average 
professional sports star, whose 
personality and ethical stan­ 
dards probably lie somewhere 
in the wide gap between the 
two. 
And in assessing the moral 
climate of professional sports, 


once again the truth is probably 
to be found somewhere in the 
middle —less swinging than a 
reading of Bouton or Namath 
would indicate, less straight- 
laced than Glass and Pinson 
might lead one to believe. 
One thing is certain: A Bou­ 
ton book with its humor is more 
fun to read than the Glass- 
Pinson book. For Glass and 
Pinson are utterly serious and 
unquestionably sincere. In their 
defense of sports and their up­ 
holding of Christian moral stan­ 
dards, they have no time for 
witticisms. 
Still, they have written an 
interesting book, and their pres­ 
entation is impressive. They 
seem weakest in their argu­ 
ments that money doesn't over­ 
shadow competition in sports 
(in the face of sports page 
headlines to the contrary), and 
in defending the emphasis that 
is placed on winning (while 
rejecting the win-at-any-price 
syndrome, they nonetheless ap­ 
pear to underestimate the im­ 
pact the glorification of victory 
must have upon younger imita­ 
tors). 
And while they reject the 
“ God is in my corner” school of 
thought in athletics and suggest 
that the prayer-maker ask only 
that he perform to his fullest 
potential, there are times when 
they seem to suggest that the 
Deity might, indeed, align him­ 
self with one man —and against 
another — in the boxing ring, or 
with one team —and against 
another —on the football field. 


Still, if the picture Glass and 
Pinson present of sports ethics 
doesn’t quite jibe with reality, 
they make the point that athlet­ 
ics and athletes generally are 
no worse and no better than the 
society in which they function. 
They set some goals and stan­ 
dards to which athletes, and all 
of us, could well aspire. And 
they remind us that old-fash­ 
ioned, socially-concerned Chris- 
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tianity has not disappeared 
from the scene —and that there 
are men still willing to stand up 
and speak out for those beliefs.

The past few years have seen 
a splattering of expose-type 
books by athletes who have 
bared the problems of the 
games they play — and often a 
great deal of their personal 
lives as well. 
These w ere fa r different 
books from the older, ghost­ 
written genre that recited the 
heroics of the superstars for a 
hero worship cult, and gave 
superficial or no attention to 
activities off the playing field 
or arena. 
While the older books enjoyed 
only a limited readership, and 
this largely among juveniles, 
both under and over 21, the new 
expose-type books with their 
sensational revelations often hit 
the best-seller lists. And stir 
heated controversy. 
"Don't Blame the Game" by 
former Cleveland Brown defen­ 
sive end Bill Glass, assisted by 
William M. Pinson Jr., a pro­ 
fessor of Christian ethics at 
Southwestern Baptist Theologi­ 
cal Seminary in Fort Worth, 
Tex., represents yet a third 
kind of sports book. 
It offers a rebuttal to the 
criticisms by Jim Bouton, Dave 
Meggyesy, Bemie Parish and 
others of sports, and it suggests 
as well that disclosures by Joe 
Namath, Marty Domres and 
others of the freewheeling as­ 
pects of their personal lives 
were unnecessary, unwise and 
in poor taste, presenting the 
public With an untrue and un­ 
fair picture of the professional 
athlete. 
Glass and Pinson root their

stands in a staunch belief in the 
Christian faith and ethics. And 
they contend that there is far 
greater support among fellow 
athletes for their concept of 
what constitutes proper behav­ 
ior for a sports figure than for 
the do-your-own-thing philoso­ 
phy of Namath, et al. 
The format used by Glass and 
Pinson is to lead off each chap­ 
ter with a quote from the oppos­ 
ition, touching upon one partic­ 
ular facet of sports and social 
ethics. The two authors then 
rebut that quote, using a dia­ 
logue format in which they 
alternate in commentary. At 
first, the technique is mildly 
disconcerting. But one adjusts, 
and on the whole the approach 
is effective and persuasive. 
At the outset, Pinson general­ 
ly 
takes the role of devil’s 
advocate, setting up straw men 
for partner Glass to bowl over. 
But as the book progresses, the 
professor joins the ex-footballer 
more genuinely as a participant 
in the argument. 
Some of the topics tackled 
head-on include the charges of 
brutality, the claim that profes- 
sonai athletes under contract 
for their services are degraded 
to slave status, racial preju­ 
dice, the use of drugs, drinking, 
the emphasis upon money, the 
play'boy morality, “ bump-and- 
run” sex, gambling and even 
swearing.

of "incredible racism. . .in the

league,” Glass admits that “ra­ 
cial prejudice at one time was a 
serious problem in sports.” But 
he adds:"Things are getting 
better.” And summarizes: “In 
some ways pro sports reflect 
the prejudice of American life, 
but they don’t contribute to it. 
Athletes can’t fake credit for all 
the improvements in race rela­ 
tions over the last few years. 
But they deserve some credit. 
Keep in mind that any racism 
in pro sports is the product of a 
sickness in our society and in 
mankind in general. Don’t 
blame the gam e.” 
Where Joe Namath says, 
"Most of the time, there’s got 
to be some fun mixed with the 
business, or I just won’t bother 
with it,” Pinson retorts: “The 
person who spends his life seek­ 
ing pleasure seldom, perhaps 
never, finds what he seeks. 
M. a king happiness the '"chief 
goal of life is a sure way not to 
find it. The best way to find 
happiness is to forget about it.” 
And Glass comments: “The 
pleasure approach to life says: 
Get wealth. Enjoy sensual ac­ 
tivity. Life for yourself. But if 
you make your goal serving 
others, you discover real happi­ 
ness.” 
Glass counters the claim that 
athletics breed militarism, and 
interjects his own belief: “Too 
much militarism exists in this 
country and throughout, the 
world. The amount of money 
spent on armaments is a dis­ 
grace. Why waste our resources 
fighting one another? We need 
to combat our real enemies — 
hunger, poverty, racism, igno­ 
rance, pride, selfishness. . .We 
have so many real problems, 
(but) it’s ridiculous to attack 
spoils which are predominantly 
helpful.” 
Drugs, drinking, gam bling, 
profanity, casual sex are all 
less prevalent in sports than the 
expose books have suggested, 
Glass and Pinson maintain, and 
Namath, “something of a high 
priest for playboyism —fun mo­ 
rality,” is not the typical ath­ 
lete. 
Their nominee would seem to 
be another quarterback, Roger 
Staubach, who wrote the pre­ 
face for the book — “Many 
people call me a square. My 
reaction is simply this —if lov­ 
ing my family and being a 
Christian are the traits, then 
I’m proud of being a square.” 
— and who is quoted frequently 
in the pages that follow. 
Quite probably, neither Na­ 
math nor Staubach is truly 
representative of the average 
professional sports star, whose 
personality and ethical stan­ 
dards probably lie somewhere 
in the wide gap between the 
two. 
And in assessing the moral 
climate of professional sports, 


once again the truth is probably 
to be found somewhere in the 
middle —less swinging than a 
reading of Bouton or Namath 
would indicate, less straight- 
laced than Glass and Pinson 
might lead one to believe. 
One thing is certain: A Bou­ 
ton book with its humor is more 
fun to read than the Glass- 
Pinson book. For Glass and 
Pinson are utterly serious and 
unquestionably sincere. In their 
defense of sports and their up­ 
holding of Christian moral stan­ 
dards, they have no time for 
witticisms. 
Still, they have written an 
interesting 'book, and their pres­ 
entation 
is impressive. They 
seem weakest in their argu­ 
ments that money doesn’t over­ 
shadow competition in sports 
(in the face of sports page 
headlines to the contrary), and 
in defending the emphasis that 
is placed on winning (while 
rejecting the win-at-any-price 
syndrome, they nonetheless ap­ 
pear to underestimate the im­ 
pact the glorification of victory 
must have upon younger imita­ 
tors). 
And while they reject the 
"God is in my corner” school of 
thought in athletics and suggest 
that the prayer-maker ask only 
that he perform to his fullest 
potential, there are times when 
they seem to suggest that the 
Deity might, indeed, align him­ 
self with one man —and against 
another — in the boxing ring, or 
with one team —and against 
another —on the football field. 


Still, if the picture Glass and 
Pinson present of sports ethics 
doesn’t quite jibe with reality, 
they make the point that athlet­ 
ics and athletes generally are 
no worse and no better than the 
society in which they function. 
They set .some goals and stan­ 
dards to which athletes, and all 
of us, could well aspire. And 
they remind us that old-fash­ 
ioned, socially-concerned Chris- 
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tianity has not disappeared 
from the scene —and. that there 
are men still willing to stand up 
and speak out for those beliefs,

THE DEBUT OF A YOUNG AND GIFTED WRITER 


JUDAH THE PIOUS by Francine 
Prose; Atheneum , 
279 pages, 
$6.95. Reviewed by Jacob Gaines. 
There is a tout this brand-new book, the 
first novel by a 24-year young woman, a 
feeling of antiquity, a biblical, poetic 
wisdom that is ancient and precious. In 
the tradition of Sufi and Chas id ic tales 
and the Talmud, Francine Prose tells a 
story within a story that is more an 
enfolding than a telling. 
The outer petal of her lotus-like “Judah 
the ions” is set in the Polish court once 
upon a time — perhaps a century ago. 
Two Polish aristocrats, who in the 
tradition of people over the ages have 
insisted that rituals different from, their 
own are evil, have witnessed the throw­ 
ing of a handful of dirt upon the grave 
during a Jewish burial ceremony. They 
conclude that the Jews are “teasing their 
dead with a last sweet taste of soil that 
would tantalize their ghosts into coming 
back from the other world and stalking 
innocent people." 


In the ensuing reaction to this “barba­ 
rism," there is no one willing to plead the 
case of the Jews since their lawyers had 
become strangers to their faith, the 
rabbis and scholars were unaccustomed 
to convincing unsympathetic listeners, 
and the prominent citizens were unwill­ 
ing to risk their high positions. So when 
an unknown 89-year-old tuteler, Rabbi 
Eliezer of Rim a nor, volunteered to repre­ 
sent his people before the ruler of Po­ 
land, the Jews, in desperation, allowed 
him to do so. 


The young king is astounded by the old 
man’s knowledge of intimate court mat­ 
ters and expresses his suspicion that the 
rabbi had spent several weeks research­ 
ing court affairs. 


“Nonsense," the rabbi replied. “My 
secret is an empty head, purposely kept 
blank, so that the slightest tremor of the 
eyelid which passes before it can inscribe 
a story there, more accurate and compli­ 
cated than anything I could have read." 


Finally alone with the king, the old 
man explained the dirt-throwing custom 
by saying that his people believed, that 
the spirit of a dead man .accompanied, his 
body to the cemetery where it lingered 
like "an uncomfortable party guest, seek­ 
ing the proper moment to m ake an exit 
and a seemly manner of saying good­ 
bye"; and that it was not until the soul of 
the departed, saw his loved one turn his 
back and cast dirt on his grave that he 
felt assured that life would go on without 
him and. he could, begin to take his rest. 
The young king scoffed at the rabbi’s 
reference to spirits and suchs which he 
had never seen. Sensing the unhappiness 
of the lonely king who had been, unable to 
discuss his feelings of estrangement from 
the warm protective arms of the mother 
church,, the old man asked that his people 
be permitted to retain their custom if he 
was able to convince the king of the 
fallacy of a system which did not allow 
for the unseen and improbable. The king 


agreed. 
This is only the setting of the jewel that 
follows. 
The tale the old spellbinding rabbi tells 
is like the clear crystal water of a stream 
coursing its way over polished gem-like 
stones. The words here do not describe 
the action but are the action; there is no 
searation between the flowing liquidity 
of the story and the story. There is only 
the action — pure and perfect. 
This reviewer has long ago overcome 
his svveet-tooth addiction for the occasion­ 
al excellence of the late-late shows by 
having given away his television set. He 
was helpless, however, before the sweet 
charm of Francine Prose* poetic prose. 
Carried along by her magic, he was 
licking his eyes until 4 a.m. savoring the 
rare delicacy of her verbal honey.' 
Francine Prose is indeed deserving of 
her publisher’s accolades that “this is an 
extraordinary work by a young and 
gifted w riter.”

This is a somber tale of 
circles — concentric circles of 
human existence which border, 
control and influence lives. 
Ethnocentricity emerges as 
the widest one. 
A Greek colony lies in the 
bowels of urban Chicago, all 
but escaping involvement with 
the larger community. It is a 
closed whirlpool of homogenous 
interaction that touches and af­ 
fects all its members. The 
smallest spheres are, of course, 
those of families and their in­ 
termingling. 
A young man returns from 
Vietnam, embraces one kind of 
love, yet is disturbed by anoth­ 
er. Although sick to the marrow 
of death and killing, he is inevi­ 
tably reinvolved with them. 
This is the plot at its basic 
level. 
“In the Land of Morning” is 
curiously remindful of a 1950s 
television dram a in its claustro­ 
phobic compression of action 
and mood of character entrap­ 
ment. But, like many of those 
shows, despite its high, quality, 
a sense of ennui is nonetheless 
also transmitted. Somehow, the 
story does not quite fill the 
pages. 


COME WINTER by Evan 
Hunter; D oubleday, 229 
ages, $ 5 .9 5 .

Evan Hunter, who has writ­ 
ten, among other works, “The 
B lackboard 
J u n g le" 
and 
“Fuzz,” has, I am afraid, failed 
to enhance his reputation with 
his new novel “Come Winter.” 
This novel is a sequel to 
Hunter’s moderately successful 
“ Last Sum m er." The central 
characters, Sandy, David, and 
Peter, are retained as an insep­ 
arable trio whose lives seem to 
be about as mixed up as this 
plot. 
We are given some insight 
into the characters" lives by the 
authorial device of having Pe­ 
ter, the main narrator, switch 
back and forth mentally to con­ 
versations he has had with his 
psychiatrist. There is some 
good humor and clever writing 
in these flashbacks,, but more 
significant is the fact that this 
shrink, Dr. Krakauer, needs to 
be shrunk him self. Also, if 
Krakauer were doing his job. 
Peter would not be roaming 
around the mountains with two 


other unstables and telling us 
about their bizarre deeds. 


Ski buffs might enjoy dipping 
along the mountain trails with 
these terrible three, for there 
are indeed some exhilarating 
descriptions of death-defying 
plunges into valleys and some 
hair-raising cliff-edge adven­ 
tures. 


Had the plot been better de­ 
veloped. “Come Winter" might 
well have succeeded. I have the 
sneaking suspicion, however, 
that Hunter was looking ahead 
and eyeing a contract for the 


far more lucrative motion pic­ 
ture rights. Perhaps it would 
have been, better for all. con­ 
cerned had he just written the 
screenplay and forgotten about 
the book until later.

Crowing 
Salad 
Makings 


There are two big reasons for 
the sudden surge of interest in 
vegetable gardening. 
First, there is the new aware­ 
ness of ecology. Growing fresh 
produce in your own backyard 
seems very much in keeping 
with that movement, as well as 
affording you some healthful 
exercise. 
Second, high prices, including 
foodstuffs, have caused many 
households to become increas­ 
ingly concerned with their food 
budgets. Homegrown vegeta­ 
bles are as economical as they 
are wholesome. 


A GREAT MANY Californi­ 
ans are planting home vegeta­ 
ble gardens this month. And, in 
a state where the emphasis is 
on outdoor living during the 
summer, a special salad plot is 
a sensible addition to the gar­ 
den. 
Salad vegetables include to­ 
matoes, radishes, cucumbers, 
green onions, endive, parsley, 
and lettuce. Head lettuce will 
do well, planted now, in cooler 
areas of the state. Inland, in 
warmer spots, leaf lettuce — in 
tempting variety — is a better 
choice now. If in doubt, check 
with your nurseryman. 
It isn’t necessry to have un­ 
limited garden space to grow 
goodies for the salad bowl. 
Apartment dwellers can grow 
certain items in pots or window 
boxes on a sunny balcony. 


CHERRY TOMATOES, or 
such salad treats as Pixie or 
Patio tomatoes — which are 
small oval morsels of flavor — 
can be grownin pots, or contain­ 
ers, in limited space..-A fun 
gardening experience is to grow 
tomatoes in a tub. They can be 
trained on a trellis to support 
the growth and heavy yield of 
tomatoes, advises the Califor­ 
nia Assn. of Nurserymen. 
If your garden lacks space 
for a salad plot, a little ingenui­ 
ty solves the problem: Certain 
cucumbers can be trained to 
grow on a support in a easy-to- 
handle size container; parsley 
is a pretty plant for edgings in 
the garden, and leaf lettuce can 
be planted again and again, and 
featured as crispy green or red 
accent in garden borders.

Salad 
Makings 


There are two big reasons for 
the sudden surge of interest in 
vegetable gardening. 
First, there is the new aware­ 
ness of ecology. Growing fresh 
produce in your own backyard 
seems very much in keeping 
with that movement, as well as 
affording you some healthful 
exercise. 
Second, high prices, including 
foodstuffs, have caused many 
households to become increas­ 
ingly concerned with their food 
budgets.

Premixed cement is just that. 
The ingredients have been fac­ 
to ry -m ea su red , m ix ed and 
bagged. 
Only the addition of water is 
required to make a workable 
product for instant use in patch­ 
ing concrete and repairing 
brickwork. 
But it is a mistake to use the 
mix exactly as it comes from 
the bag if you want optimal 
results. That’s because the in­ 
gredients have been separated 
a bit during transportation and 
storage. 


THUS, IF YOU scoop out only 
the portion which you intend to 
use — as, for instance, in the 
case of a concrete mix — it will 
not have the same proportion of 
ingredients as when originally 
bagged. The heavier pieces of 
gravel may have sunk to the 
bottom of the sack, so that the 
first part that is used will not 
have enough gravel, whereas 
that used last will have too 
much of it. 
To be sure that you get the 
mixture intended, dump out the 
entire bag — whether it be a 10- 
pounder or a 90-pounder — on a 
piece of plywood or something 
similar. Mix it thoroughly, then 
take as much as you think you 
will need. 
Only when you are ready to 
begin immediately to make a 
patch should the water. 


ADD THE WATER slowly 
until you get a workable mix­ 
ture, one that is neither too dry 
nor too wet. If it’s too dry, you 
won’t be able to spread it easi­ 
ly. If it’s too wet, it will develop 
puddles as you spread it. A 
mixture with too much water in 
it will not be as strong as one 
with the proper amount. 


VEILED VIEW 


A DIVIDER of two-by-four-inch 
western fir or spruce divides the 
busy 
kitchen from the family

yet doesn't isolate the 
cook.

To 
patch the joints between bricks, 
concrete blocks and the like, 
use a mortar mix. 
The sand mix is made of 
cement and sand; the gravel 
mix of cement, sand and grav­ 
el; the mortar mix of sand, 
cement and lime.

ing compounds are those to 
which a liquid latex rather than 
water is added and those which 
use water but have vinyl in 
them . These are especially 
good when only a thin patching 
layer must be added to existing 
concrete.

Termite colonies send out swarms only 
after they've been established for three 
years or more. The flying reproductives 
can go only a short distance, seldom more 
than 100 feet unless helped by winds. So 
if you see a cloud of swarmers or their 
discarded wings, there's a termite nest 
nearby. 
The swarmers can act as an early-warn­ 


ing system for you. The nest is still fairly 
small when the first swarms are sent out. 
If you detect an early swarm, therefore, 
you've avoided the worst damage. Later, 
the nests grow to 250,000 termites or more. 
The three types of termites in Marin . 
have somewhat different habits for nest­ 
ing and swarming. But all three types 
have infested homes in every part of 
Marin. And contrary to popular belief, 
they can infest both new and old homes. 
So every Marin homeowner should be 
alert this month.

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On Working With Pre-Mixed Cement 


It Is Not Quite Ready 
To Use From The Bag 


By ANDY LANG 
Premixed cement is just that. 
The ingredients have been fac­ 
tory-m easured, m ixed and 
bagged. 
Only the addition of water is 
required to make a workable 
product for instant use in patch­ 
ing concrete and repairing 
brickwork. 
But it is a mistake to use the 
mix exactly as it comes from 
the bag if you want optimal 
results. That’s because the in­ 
gredients have been separated 
a bit during transportation and 
storage. 


THUS, IF YOU scoop out only 
the portion which you intend to 
use — as, for instance, in the 
case of a concrete mix — it will 
not have the same proportion of 
ingredients as when originally 
bagged. The heavier pieces of 
gravel may have sunk to the 
bottom of the sack, so that the 
first part that is used will not 
have enough gravel, whereas 
that used last will have too 
much of it. 
To be sure that you get the 
mixture intended, dump out the 
entire bag — whether it be a 10- 
pounder or a 90-pounder — on a 
piece of plywood or something 
similar. Mix it thoroughly , then 
take as much as you think you 
will need. 
Only when you are ready to 
begin immediately to make a 
patch should the water. 


ADD THE WATER slowly 
until you get a workable mix­ 
ture, one that is neither too dry 
nor too wet. If it’s too dry, you 
won’t be able to spread it easi­ 
ly. If it’s too wet, it will develop 
puddles as you spread it A 
mixture with too much water in 
it will not be as strong as one 
with the proper amount. 


VEILED VIEW 


A DIVIDER 
of two-by-four .inch 
western fir or spruce divides the' 
busy kitchen from the family 
room, yet doesn’t isolate the 
cook.* But it' also provides on 
opportunity for cabinets and a 
work or serving counter, on one 
or both sides.

Return the unused portion of 
the original contents (that to 
which no water has been added) 
to the bag in which it came. It 
will have an indefinite life if no 
moisture gets into the bag, so 
be sure to seal the bag tightly. 
There are quite a few differ­ 
ent kinds of mixtures available, 
but those most commonly used 
are sand, gravel and mortar 
mixes. 


THE SAND MIXTURE is 
used to make patches in a 


sidewalk or walls where the 
thickness is only an inch or so. 
Where extra strength is re­ 
quired on thicker surfaces, use 
a gravel or concrete mix. To 
patch the joints between bricks, 
concrete blocks and the like, 
use a mortar mix. 
The sand mix is made of 
cement and sand; the gravel 
mix of cement, sand and grav­ 
el; the mortar mix of sand, 
cement and lime. 


ing compounds are those to 
which a liquid latex rather than 
water is added and those which 
use water but have vinyl in 
them. These are especially 
good when only a thin patching 
layer must be added to existing 
concrete. 


BECAUSE THEY differ 
somewhat from the regular pre­ 
mixes and from each other, 
these compounds should nqt be 
used until the directions on the 
container are read carefully 
and followed just as carefully.

TERMITES INVADING MARIN HOMES NOW. 


Every homeowner in Marin County 
should be on the alert this month for a 
cloud of winged ant-like insects any­ 
where around his home. Don't assume 
that they are ants. It may be a swarm of 
termites! 
In the early spring and fall, all three 
types of termites found in Marin send out 
swarms of flying "kings" and "queens" 
to start new nests. Swarming is heavy 
and noticeable on a sunny day following 
rain, but continues to some degree from 
late February through late October. 
Termite colonies send out swarms only 
after they've been established for three 
years or more. The flying reproductives 
can go only a short distance, seldom more 
than 100 feet unless helped by winds. So 
if you see a cloud of swarmers or their 
discarded wings, there's a termite nest 
nearby. 
The swarmers can act as an early-warn­ 


ing system for you. The nest is still fairly 
small when the first swarms are sent out. 
If you detect an early swarm, therefore, 
you've avoided the worst damage. Later, 
the nests grow to 250,000 termites or more. 
The three types of termites in Marin . 
have somewhat different habits for nest­ 
ing and swarming. But all three types 
have infested homes in every part of 
Marin. And contrary to popular belief, 
they can infest both new and old homes. 
So every Marin homeowner should be 
alert this month.

SPIRALING RENT COSTS 


More And More Singles Are 
Taking The Homeowner Route

You are single — so you 
probably rent an apartment to 
live in. Yet more and more 
single people across the United 
States are not renting these 
days —they are buying. 
Faced with spiraling apart­ 
ment rents, runaway consumer 
prices, and a larger tax bite 
than married people, thousands 
of single people are plunking 
down money on houses and 
condominiums. 


“ I found myself in a rent 
bracket where it was cheaper 
to buy a condominium,” says 
Bostonian Sandy Mulhern, a 
public-relations professional in 
her early 30s. “ After 10 years of 
paying rent and nothing to show 
for it, I decided to build equity 
in something.” 
This is the typical attitude of 
many young “ singles” who 
have decided to buy. Their pri­ 
mary reasons arc economic. 


They say that besides equity, 
they are looking for an income- 
tax break, and a good invest­ 
ment that also helps fight infla­ 
tion 
And some, to whom a house 
sounds too formidable, are 
going for a condominium. 
A single, professional woman 
in her late 30s who owns a two- 
bedroom duplex at Glover 
Landing condominium, a com­ 
plex of one, two, and three- 
story units in the seacoast town 
of Marblehead, Mass., ticks off 
her reasons for buying rather 
than renting: 
“ It’s a tax saving. I felt I 
couldn't live in a nice place 
unless I bought something. Pay­ 
ing rent was just wasting my 
money. I wanted to make a 
good investment — something 
that had a good resale value. 
And I bought a condominium 
because I wasn’t sure I wanted 
to take the responsibility of 
maintaining the grounds.” 
The disadvantages: “ I have 


to see to repairs inside the 
apartment myself, including 
the appliances.” 
Figures are few and far be­ 
tween. But according to the 
1970 United States census fig­ 
ures the number of one-person 
homeowners has grown from 
2.9 million in 1960 to 4.8 million 
in 1970. 
And Jackson tioss, president 
of the Investors Mortgate Insur­ 
ance Co., who has - compiled 
figures from thrift institutions, 
mortgage bankers, and other 
lenders, expects that figure to 
go to “ five million-plus in 
1973.” 
Of the two million new and 
existing homes sold in the Unit­ 
ed States in 1972, some 2 per 
cent or 40.000 were bought by 
singles (unmarried, divorced, 
or widowed). Seventy-two per 
cent of the one-person home 
buyers today are under the age 
of 30. 
Nearly 18 per cent buy in

Haig’s trip was announced 
less than a week after Nixon 
and South Vietnamese Presi­ 
dent Nguyen Van Thicu had 
warned of “ appropriately vigor­ 
ous reactions” if the Commu­ 
nists continued to violate the 
Jan. 28 cease-fire agreement in 
Vietnam, Cambodia and Laos. 


The White House press secre­ 
tary, Ronald L. Ziegler, said 
Haig would leave later Satur­ 
day after a meeting with Nixon 
and his national security advi­ 
sor, Henry A. Kissinger, at the 
Western White House in San 
Clemente. 


In the Cambodian capital of 
Phnom Penh, military sources 
said that U.S. Air Force cargo 
planes had begun airlifting am­ 
munition and other war materi­ 
als into Cambodia. A Commu­ 
nist blockade has closed off all 
normal supply routes. 


Haig, now Army vice chief of 
staff, was Kissinger's deputy 
during the first four years of 
the Nixon administration. This 
trip will be his 12th to the war 
zone. He last visited the area 
Jan. 14-21, just before the 
cease-fire agreement was 
signed. 
Ziegler said Haig’s purpose 
was to assess the military and 
political situation throughout 
Southeast Asia. But it appeared 
that his meeting in Phnom 
Penh with Cambodian Prsident 
Lon Nol would be the most 
important stop. 
Ziegler said Haig will first 
visit Bangkok, Thailand, then 
Vietienc, Phnom Penh and Sai­ 
gon.

A food store group in Wiscon­ 
sin announced yesterday that it 
would lower meat prices next 
week.

Bedayan, 22, apparently 
thought 19-year-old Daniel 
Schallock was involved sexually 
with his younger brother and 
told his San Rafael psychiatrist, 
Dr. Joseph P. Gutstadt, in De­ 
cember that he intended to kill 
Schallock, according to the 
source.

Private Study Hits Bacon As 
One Of 'Most Dangerous Foods' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
privately financed report on a 
widely 
used food additive 
claimed today that bacon may 
be “ the most dangerous food in 
the supermarket” in terms of 
cancer-causing potential. 


The allegation was made by 
the Center for Science in the 
Public Interest in a 55-page 
study of sodium nitrite, a pres­ 
ervative used for hot dogs, 
hams, fish and a long list of 
other products in addition to 
bacon. 


The Agriculture Department 
and the Food and Drug Admin­ 
istration have had the nitrite 
question under review for some 
time. Their position is that evi­ 
dence against the chemical so 
tar does not outweigh the good 
that it does in preventing 
growth of bacteria in meat. 
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The Center is a non-profit 
organization staffed primarily 
by scientists who are paid 
through foundation money and 
income from sales of various 
reports published by the center. 
The study on sodium nitrite, 
written by Michael F. Jacob­ 
son, who has a PhD in biology, 
urged the government to ban 
use of the additive in food. 
“ Eating a hot dog or strip of 
bacon now and then will not 
guarantee cancer,” Jacobson 
said. “ However, food made 
without nitrite is certainly safer 
than that made with nitrite. 1 
recommend that people stop 
eating cured meats, particular­ 
ly bacon, until the throat of 
nitrosamines is eliminated ” 
Jacobson said nitrosamines 
- a combination of nitrites and 
amines formed sometimes after 
meat is cured or when it is 
cooked --are "among the most 
potent cancer-causing agents 
t discovered.” 
Nitrites are used to preserve 
dor in meat. The sodium part 
the formula is salt, a tradi- 
jna! preservative. Amines, an 


ammonia derivative, occur nat­ 
urally in food*, beverages and 
drugs. 
The chemical reaction of ni­ 
trite and an amine, to produce 
a nitrosamine, could occur ei­ 
ther in a food containing both 
or m the stomach if t»oth ni­ 
trites and amines are eaten at 
the same time. 
Jacobson said one FDA study 
found that 111 four different 
brand* of bacon "up to 106 
part* per billion of another 
cancer-causing 
nitrosamine 
was discovered. Twice that 
amount was found in the bacon 
drippings. Th»* toxic chemical 
must have formed when the 
bacon was fried, because un­ 
cooked bacon was free of it.” 
Concentrations of nitrosa- 
mines were not nearly so high 
in other foods as in bacon, he 
said 
"Fitty-two samples of canned 
ham and weiners also did not 
contain nitrosamines,” he said. 
“ Thus the worst offender and 
probably the most dangerous 
food in the supermarket is ba- 
can.”

From The Jazz Greats And Cat Stevens 
To The Music Of Scriabin And Ives 


By JOHN 
A top lineup of jazz greats is featured on 
“ G iants,” from the Percept ion-Ampex label 
(M519). 
This cassette of seven high-energy jazz stan­ 
dards such as “ Love for Sale,” and “Caravan,” 
'boasts Dizzy GiI.Iesp.ie, Bobby Hackett and Mary 
Lou Williams. It seems to have 'been, taped some 
years back, but the sound, is fine stereo, though 
tin-Dolby-ized. 


ANOTHER, double-play cassette is devoted to 
the early recorded works of Cat Stevens, the 
British singer-composer who has received so 
much, praise for his series of fine LPs on A & M 
recently. It combines two albums, “Matthew and 
Son,” and “New Masters” (Deram-Ampex. J77600). 
The bac.ki.ng is not as lavish in these tráete as on 
later ones, and the lyrics are brought to the fore. 
Some critics feel Stevens to be a modern version 
of the ancient troubadour, or say that if he lived in 
Schubert’s time he would, have written glorious 
lieder. He does have a way with words and music 
that is unique though occasionally I cringe at 
somewhat, brainless lyrics (“I Love My Dog and 
My Dog Loves Me.”) 


OUR FINAL cassette for this week grows out of 
the programming of a KSAN' disc jockey and 
record producer who goes by the name of Voco. 
“Lights Out: San Francisco" (Blue Thumb- 
Ampex L560O4) is a. strange but very listenable 
collection of tunes ranging from rock: and jazz, 
through belly-dancing music and ending with a 
country song. None of the performers are identi­ 
fied but all. are excellent. This is a double-play 
cassette too, and should provide some groovy 
listening experiences to all those with, catholic 
tastes in. music. 


THE REST OF the tapes we’ll consider are reel- 
to-reel type, and the first four are also Dolby-ized. 
The first I won’t say much about musically, 
since I reviewed, the non-Dolby version only a 
couple of months ago. It is Smetana’s “Ma Vlast” 
(My Fatherland) with Rafael Kubelik conducting 
The Boston Symphony "Orchestra on Deutsche 
G ra mmophon-Ampex K47G54■■ 
The Dolby version of this double-play album, 
provides in comparison with the non-Dolby version 
much more1 high, end, greater clarity, and freedom 
from hiss. And this is without using the Dolby 
circuit for playback, which would improve the 
sound even more... All I needed to do was slightly 
turn down the treble tone vntrol. 
Alexander Scriabin’s “Prometheus, Poem of 
Fire” is an exotic psychedelic piece of orchestral 
music 'which was played by the San Francisco 
Symphony last year complete with, its original, 
light show. It now? has a smashing recording on

London-Ampex Tape L48Ü251, coupled with the 
Russian composer’s “Piano Concerto in F Sharp 
Minor” in its first stereo recording. (Lorin Maazel 
conducting The London Philharmonic with, pianist: 
Vladimir .Ashkenazy>. 
Since I had simultaneously received, the LP 
version from London, I had. another fascinating A- 
B comparison opportunity here, the upshot of 
which is I couldn’t tell any difference 'between the 
tape and the disc; both will make your hair stand 
on end 'when heard, on proper equ.ipm.ent at a good 
ear-shattering vol.ume. 
Charles Ives singular “Piano 'Sonata No. 2” has 
so much going on at one time in it that a single 
pianist really can’t bring it off. 'Therefore other 
instruments are often used to add. support,. 


IN A NEW Dolby-ized DGG-Ampex stereotape 
(L43215), pianist Roberto Sz.id.on is joined by 
viola ist Walter Sfangl in the first movement and, 
flutist Dieter Sonntag in the fourth movement. The 
Piano .Sonata, is subtitled “Concord, Mass., 1840- 
1860" and is inspired, by the transcendental 
movement taking place there at that time. Four 
personalities of this movement: are reflected in the 
m ovem ents,. titied. “ Emerson, 
“ The Alcotts," and “Thoreau, 
flute conjuring up a vision, of 
Walden Pond. 
Ives’ “Three Page Sonata” 
included on the tape. 
Pianist Szidon, who has received acclaim, for his 
complete Scriabin Piano Sonatas on DGG discs, 
makes this complex, music dearer to the listener 
than I have ever heard, and DGG’s superb sound 
aids in the success of this tape. 


SOME TIM'E AGO I reviewed in this column 
some of the Mahler Symphonies conducted by 
Georg1 Solti with, the Chicago Symphony Orchestra 
on tape1. Now' some of these are being issued in 
Dolby sound, and my personal favorite among 
Mahler’s Symphonies — The Seventh — is an 
example of the a.mazing improvement in sonic 
impact due to the signal-stretching process. The 
non-Dolby predecessors sound extremely dull in 
comparison. The two “Nachtmusik” sections of 
the Seventh Symphony are ideal material to 
demonstrate the freedom from hiss and noise — 
delicate bowed strings and mandolín sounds come 
over with amazing clarity and separation. With 
the length, of Mahler’s symphonic creations, this is 
of course a Double-Play tape, and keeping in mind 
the cost of two London discs — imported, and. 
therefore more expensive — the stereotape comes 
out at about the same price. 
Even on the simplest stereo tape deck, it would 
probably sound better than the disc.

Moscone Will Open 
A Tax-Paid Office 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Sen. 
George Moscone of San Fran­ 
cisco, a candidate for the 1974 
Democratic nomination for gov­ 
ernor. will open a new office in 
Los Angeles soon at taxpayers’ 
expense, it was reported yester­ 
day. 
The Senate Democratic floor 
leader was granted the office, 
an administrative assistant and 
a secretary on a 3-2 party-line 
vote by the Senate Rules Com­ 
mittee at a closed-door meeting 
several weeks ago. 
It was the first time the floor 


leader ever had been permitted 
an office outside his own dis­ 
trict. 
However, the speaker of the 
Assembly has had an office in 
San Francisco and I/)s Angeles 
and recently opened a third in 
San Diego. Assembly Speaker 
Bob Moretti, D-Van Nuys. is 
also a potential candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for 
governor. 
The Rules Committee also 
granted authority to Senate Re­ 
publican floor leader Fred Mar- 
ler of Redding and Senate Pres- 
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ident pro tern James R. Mills. 
D-San Diego, to open Los Ange­ 
les offices. Marler has refused 
the offer and Mills said he 
hasn't decided. 


In an interview with the San 
Jose Mercury, John Jervis, 
Moscone's administrative as­ 
sistant in the Capitol, insisted 
Moscone did not want the I/vs 
Angeles office for political pur­ 
poses. 
“ Our telephone hill to Los 
Angeles has been very high and 
there are people who want to 
see George in Southern Califor­ 
nia as a spokesman for Senate 
Democrats,” he said. “ It’s very 
inconvenient for them to come 
up here.”

It’s time to drop our stereo­ 
types of the alcoholic as a skid 
row bum in his 40s and realize 
that the heaviest drinkers are 
men between 21 and 29. a re­ 
searcher in alcohol abuse said 
today. 


Don Cahalan, who teaches 
behaviorial sciences in the Uni­ 
versity of California’s School of 
Public Health in Berkeley, said 
the drinking problem among 
younger people was one of the 
main facts brought to .light 
through surveys he has made. 


Cahalan was one of several 
speakers at a community work­ 
shop on alcohol abuse held to­ 
day at the College of Marin, 
sponsored by the Alcohol Infor­ 
mation Committee. Marin Asso- 
ciation for Mental Health and 
M a rin C o m m u n ity M en tal 
Health Services. 


He said his research also has 
shown that men of lower eco­ 
nomic status have more social, 
health and economic injuries 


because of drinking. But he 
thinks that is probably because 
they have less money to keep 
themselves out of trouble. 
"The poor guy always gets it 
in the neck.” the speaker said. 
Cahalan said he found that 
"m a n y people change th e ir 
drinking behavior over the 
y ea r, e ith e r by q u ittin g or 
drinking less.” 
Most people who overcome 
alcoholic problems, he said, are 
of higher socio-economic status. 
Cahalan also warned against 
“ destructive com petition” for 
financial support among groups 
which treat alcohlics because of 
federal cutbacks of funds or 
social problems. 
The workshop included law 
en fo rcem en t, m edical, social 
service and educational people 
who were to discuss such topics 
as ways of dealing with alcohol­ 
ic abuse in schools, the courts 
and through medicine and fam i­ 
ly and social service counsel­ 
ing.

partnership although only one 
person’s nam e may appear on 
the deed, Goss reports, and the 
m ajority of these singles buy 
town houses. 


The m ajority of one-person 
homeowners buy in metropoli­ 
tan centers. The heaviest con­ 
centration is along the upper 
E ast C oast, m iddle A tlantic 
states, the entire West Coast, 
and in rapidly growing cities 
led by Denver, Phoenix, Orlan­ 
do, Dallas and Atlanta. 
Sam Smullin* of the D ata 
R ealty Corp. of B rookline, 
Mass., says that “ there is a 
tren d tow ard singles buying 
apartm ents and houses — no 
question about it. The dem and 
is there from single, young 
professional people of about 30 
to 35.” 
.Single women are also finding 
it a great deal easier to finance 
a house than it used to be. “ We 
couldn’t g et a m ortgage 10 
years ago,” says one woman 
executive in the publishing 
field, who joined with a woman 
friend to try to buy a house. 
Finally, she says, they pre­ 
vailed upon a friend who was 
the vice-president of a bank in 
the town where they wanted to 
purchase the house to get their 
financing. “ B anks, a t th a t 
tim e ,’’ sa y s th is executive, 
“ wouldn’t take on single girls.” 
This woman has no regrets 
about her decision. 
“ Now our house has doubled 
in value, she says. “ It’s a hedge 
against inflation. Rent checks 
are for the birds —what have 
you got after paying out all that 
m oney?” The only factor wom­ 
en must weigh carefully, she 
says, is whether they w ant to 
take on the m aintenance and 
upkeep of a house. But for these 
two women it was not a prob­ 
lem. 
“ I don’t mind mowing lawns, 
and I learned how to fix a 
faucet. These things are not 
that big a deal.” she says. 
“ And we get neighborhood kids 
to help with outside jobs. In 
these suburban towns you can 
get almost anything done if you 
are willing to pay for it.” 
And a home m eans, she con­ 
tinued, “ that you can have the 
place to yourself, you can 
entertain. . .” 
Many men, too, like the life­ 
style of living in a house. 
B rent K leihauer. a single 
m an in his early 30s, says he 
likes working in his yard on 
weekends and enjoys the frien­ 
dliness of the people in his 
neighborhood. He intends to 
take part in community affairs, 
and there is the economic ad­ 
vantage. 
“ I looked at an apartm ent — 
.i 
brand new one out on a 
country road in a new develop­ 
m ent.” he says. “ It would have 
been nice — a balcony in the 
back facing the woods. But the 
rent would not have been any 
lower than my monthly m ort­ 
gage paym ents for the house.” 
Arlene Ippilito, a real-estate 
agent, gays that single people 
are much more sophisticated 
now about buying houses for 
investm ent. 
“ I’ve even sold land to single 
people for investment. One girl 
in her 20’s wrote out a check 
just like that.” 
Young women buying houses 
and especially condominiums 
also want "to feel *afe, they 
want protection.” In a condomi­ 
nium, she says, the owners 
“ have a say in how the proper­ 
ty is run.” 
For some people there are 
definite advantages in renting 
houses and apartm ents. 
For those who want to be able 
to pick up and move, don’t want 
the responsibility of fixing and 
m aintaining a house or apart­ 
ment, don’t want to tie up a 
m ajor part of their savings, or 
like to experim ent with differ­ 
ent jobs, then homeowning is 
not the solution. 
But if these are not consider­ 
ations, experts say that buying 
a sound house or apartm ent in 
a location that is not in transi­ 
tion can have these ad v an ­ 
tages; 
Homeowners can reduce heir 
taxable income since they can 
claim deductions on the interest 
they pay on their m ortgages 
and on real estate taxes.

In Heroin 


War Urged 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI> - A 
San Francisco Superior Court 
judge has urged that heroin 
should be dispensed to regis­ 
tered addicts from government 
centers to free the rest of socie­ 
ty from “ the horrendously hid­ 
eous effects” of narcotics. 


Judge Francis McCarty said 
yesterday that large scale hero­ 
in maintenance would eliminate 
vast profits in illicit drug traf­ 
ficking and make burglaries, 
robberies and muggings by ad­ 
dicts unnecessary. 


“ The 99 per cent of us who 
are drug free are the victims of 
our own narcotic laws,” the 
judge said in remarks prepared 
for a Barristers Club luncheon. 
“ We pay for the futile at­ 
tempts to control the flow of 
heroin and to punish the unfor­ 
tunate addicts. We are the vic­ 
tims of the crimes which must 
be committed to feed a habit.” 
Judge McCarty cited official 
figures which he said showed 
an estimated 559,000 addicts in 
the U.S. spend about $0.2 billion 
a year, making heroin the top 
consumer import and placing 
sales among the top 10 of the 
country’s industrial corpora­ 
tions. 


“ The criminal approach to 
the problem has failed to solve 
it and has led to corruption in 
many law enforcement agen­ 
cies—federal, state and local.” 
he said. 
“ The arrest and prosecution 
of narcotic users for possession 
and related crimes —robbery, 
burglary, etc. —has completely 
overburdened our jails and 
courts and has led to the col­ 
lapse of our criminal judicial 
system in many parts of the 
country” though not in Califor­ 
nia. 
McCarty said that heroin 
maintenance clinics set up by 
the government along the same 
lines as those operating in Brit­ 
ain would eliminate profits in 
trafficking and make associat­ 
ed crimes unnecessary. It 
would, he said, unclog the crim­ 
inal courts. 
“ It would be wise for the 
federal government to forthwith 
initiate large-scale experiments 
with heroin maintenance 
throughout the nation,” he said. 
“ I am confident such experi­ 
ments would lead to permanent 
establishment of government 
operated clinics to dispense 
heroin to registered addicts. 
“ When that happens it will 
free us all from the horrendous­ 
ly hideous effects of the pretty

water. 
Joining in the project would 
be the cities of Petaluma. Cota­ 
ti. Rohnert Park. .Santa Rosa. 
Sonoma, Forestville and the 
Valley of the Moon County Wa­ 
ter District. Total cost has been 
estimated at $22 million. 
West Marin areas served by 
the district were excluded from 
the bond election since the pro­ 
posed new line wouldn’t benefit 
that sector, Nelson said. 


With water delivery problems 
expected to become more criti­ 
cal with increasing develop­ 
ment in the Novato area, the 
directors also adopted Tuesday 
night a priority system for 
processing applications for wa­ 
ter service. 


The system “ is based on the 
assumption that there isn’t 
enough water to go around.” 
Nelson said. “ The aim of the 
system is to put available water 
in the hands of people who need 
it soonest.” 


Pending applications for wa­ 
ter service represent about 1,- 
700 dwelling units, Nelson said. 


Directors also set June 12 for 
a $70,000 general obligation 
bond measure in the Olema 
area to finance improvements 
of the water system serving the 
community and the Point Reyes 
National Seashore. 


Nelson estimated the im­ 
provements would cost about 
$150,000. with federal funds ex­ 
pected to cover about 57 per 
cent of the costs. 


Directors also approved plans 
for a sewage treatment plant at 
the Harold Genazzi Ranch 
south of Point Reves Station to 
serve Coast Guard housing af­ 
ter determining it wouldn’t 


have any adverse effect on the 
environment. Approval of a dis­ 
posal site was postponed until 
further study is completed, Nel­ 
son said. 
The board authorized Cooper- 
Clark and Associates of Novato 
to make a predesign geologic 
study at the Genazzi site at a 
cost of $13,500. Director William 
W Wright, an employee of the 
firm, didn’t participate in the 
discussion or vote on the study. 
The board approved main ex­ 
tension agreements to Ignacio 
Industrial Park and to a boat 
storage facility at Deer Island 
“ for fire service only,” Nelson 
reported.

Tribunal Will Not 
Controls On 
Hear Metzger Plea 


Trials Set 
For Three 
At Quentin 


Jury trials were set yester­ 
day for three of the five San 
Quentin inmates indicted last 
month on felony counts result­ 
ing from prison crimes. 
After accepting innocent 
pleas, Superior Court Judge 
David Menary Jr. set the trial 
of Phillip Vendil Kirk. 28. for 
the week of May M and that of 
Jimmy E. Speights, 27, and 
Arthur C. Cacera, 23, for the 
week of June 18. 
Kirk's trial on an escape 
charge is expected to last three 
days. The June trial of Speights 
and Cacera on charges of hav­ 
ing narcotics paraphernalia is 
scheduled for five days. 
Two other inmates also in­ 
dicted by the Marin County 
Jury March 21 are scheduled to 
enter pleas Friday. The grand 
jury charges against the five 
were the first sought by Dist. 
Atty Bruce B. Bales in about 15 
months. 
Bales said he tried not prose­ 
cuting less serious cases that 
would not result in any addi­ 
tional prison time, but changed 
the policy when prison officials 
complained of an increase in 
escapes. 
Kirk is said to have left the 
prison ranch outside the walls 
Feb. 13 only to be captured five 
days later. 
Speights and Cacera were 
seized in the prison gymnasium 
Feb. 10, according to Bales. 


To Host POWs 


SACRAMENTO (UP1) - Gov. 
and Mrs. Ronald Reagan will 
host another of their “ welcome 
home” dinners for returned 
POWs on Tuesday, with the 
governor also set to sign a bill 
exempting their prison-time' 
earnings from state tax. 


The State Supreme Court will 
not hear an appeal by a Sau>al- 
ito attorney seeking to suppress 
drugs seized in his home in a 
1970 raid, according to a notice 
received by Marin Superior 
Court yesterday. 


The Supreme Courts deci­ 
sion. opposed by Justices Mat­ 
thew 0. Tobriner and Stanley 
Mosk. left intact a ruling by the 
State Court of Appeal in San 
Francisco against attorney Mi­ 
chael H. Metzger. 


No written opinion accompa­ 
nies such court decisions. 


Attorneys for Metzger ap- 
pealed after retired Judge 
Thomas F. Keating of Marin 
Superior Court ruled last Au­ 
gust that a search warrant for 
Metzger's home was properly 
issued even though a narcotics 
agent obtained it on the basis of 


misinformation from an inform­ 
ant. 
Metzger s appeal said narcot­ 
ic agents were so eager to 
arrest Metzger they committed 
perjury to obtain a warrant. 
Metzger, a former tederal 
prosecutor who turned defense 
attorney in drug cases, claims 
he was a target because lu* 
embarrassed high-ranking drug 
agents by trying to prove they 
lied in court testimony. 
Metzger was arrested Dec. 6, 
1970, alter an intensive search 
of his home and charged with 
having LSD. cocaine, mari­ 
juana and hashish in a hidden 
sate. 
The attorney is charged with 
felony possession of the drugs 
and a tear gas weapon found in 
another part of the house. 
A trial date may be set in 
Marin Superior Court Monday.

Joske Hits 


Plans For 
Agencies 


A proposal to consolidate the 
county parks and recreation 
department with two other 
agencies came under fire yes­ 
terday as ‘‘a step backwards” 
that could cripple park develop­ 
ment. 
Parks Director Pierre W. 
Joske said he will ask county 
supervisors Tuesday to aban­ 
don the proposed reorganiza­ 
tion. developed by County Ad­ 
ministrator • John F. Barrows 
and his staff. 
B a rro w s 
recom m ended 
Wednesday that the depart­ 
ments of planning, public works 
and parks and recreation be 
consolidated in one new depart­ 
ment of planning and public 
facilities. The new department 
would be headed by Public 
Works Director Ray W. Foreak- 
er Jr. 
“ I believe it to be a mistake 
to propose distributing out pres­ 
ently unified functions into the 
various divisions of a large 
department. . . ” Joske wrote in 
a letter to supervisors. 
“ It is my sincere belief that 
the proposed consolidation 
would be a step back to the 
period of 1963 to 1965 when this 
department was a division of 
the planning department with 
grounds maintenance responsi­ 
bilities delegated to the public 
works department.” 
Joske said the decision to 
create a parks and recreation 
department at that time was to 
give the county parks program 
‘‘direction and impetus.” 
Under the county administra­ 
tor's proposed reorganization. 
Joske, as well as Planning Di­ 
rector Werner von Gundell, 
would be relegated to third 
level supervisory positions in 
the new department. 
Joske would remain as gener­ 
al manager of the new regional 
park director and chief staff 
assistant to the county parks 
and recreation commission.

Investigations into the effect 
of pollution 011 crabs and the 
measurement of stress with po­ 
larized light have paid off for 
two Marin students, winners of 
first prizes in the 20th annual 
Bay Area Science Fair. 


Awarded $25 savings bonds 
and trophies were Alex A. Da­ 
vis, 16, a junior at San Rafael 
High School, and Richard C. 
Zuleh, 12, a seventh grader at 
Ross School. 


Davis’s project, entitled “ Ad­ 
aptations of Hemigrapsus Ore­ 
gon ensis to a Polluted Environ­ 
ment,” involved studying how 
well a common Marin shore 
crab survives in polluted water. 
Davis, assisted by fellow stu­ 
dent Larry Stadtner, took crabs 
from Tomales Bay and put 
them in polluted water from the 
San Rafael Canal. His finding, 
after 48 hours: either the crabs 
are very hardy or the water is 
not so dirty, because they 
thrived. They even ate a meal 
of boiled eggs, he said. 
Science teacher Larry Lack 
advised Davis in the project. 
Richard's project measured 
the 
stress 
in 
a 
sheet of 
stretched polyethylene plastic 
by means of polarized light. 
The light, passed through a 
polarizing filter, broke into col­ 
ors when it encountered stress 
lines, he said. 
Similar experiments are used 
in industry, Richard said, to 
make sure manufactured ob­ 
jects are strong enough to avoid 
breaking in use. Clear plastic 
models are made of solid ob­ 
jects so that the polarized light 
can pass through, he said. 
Richard’s adviser was teach­ 
er Michael Munganiello. 
Winner of a third prize ribbon 
in the biological science catego­ 
ry was Dawn A. Speck, 15, a 
sophomore at San Rafael High.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - An 
intravenous fluid already sus­ 
pected of causing the deaths of 
two hospital patients in Milwau­ 
kee has been associated with 
yet a third death. 
Doctors at the Washington 
Hospital Center reported Fri­ 
day that a suburban Maryland 
woman died in February, three 
days after the solution was 
administered following what 
should have been a routine ear 
operation. 
The solution was made by 
Cutter Laboratories Inc. Cutter 
solutions were already associat­ 
ed with two deaths in Milwau­ 
kee and the company earlier 
this week began recalling all 
bottled intravenous fluid made 
at it.s Chatanooga, Tenn., plant 
prior to March 14. Involved are 
93 different varieties and more 
than two million bottles. 
The Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration (FDA) said its prelimi­ 
nary investigation indicated an 
improper sterilizing process at 
the Chatanooga plant was to 
blame. All production has been 
halted there and solution bot­ 
tled after March 14 has been 
put under quarantine. 
Dr. James A. Curtin, chair­ 
man of the Washington Hospital 
Center’s department of medi­ 
cine, said Mrs. Harry J. Eby, 
57, of Greenbelt, Md., under­ 
went a relatively low-risk op­ 
eration to correct hearing loss 
in her right ear on Feb. 15. 
After the operation, he said, she 
got “ one liter of the type of 
fluid that has been implicated 
in the Milwaukee cases.” 
The next day she developed 
symptoms of blood poisoning 
and two days later was dead, 
despite what Curtin said were 
‘‘heroic efforts by intensive 
care personnel.” 
Curtin said he had no reason 
to suspect the intravenous solu­ 
tion was at fault until he read 
the next month that two Mil 
waukee patients had died of 
blood poisoning after being giv­ 
en a dextrose solution from 
Cutter. He said tests identified 
the poison which killed Mrs 
Eby as one of the three in 
volved 
in 
the 
Milwaukee 
deaths. A third non-fatal case 
was also reported in Milwau­ 
kee. 
Curtin said no other similar 
cases have been reported at his 
hospital. lie said the dextrose 
fluid was administered to Mrs. 
Eby as a standard postopera­ 
tive step to replenish fluid loss, 
and from outward appearances 
looked normal when it was giv­ 
en to her.

Rate Is Up 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Cali­ 
fornia’s unemployment rate 
rose from 5.3 to 5.4 per cent in 
March compared to a nation­ 
wide rate of 5.00 for the month, 
the state Department of Human 
Resources reported Friday. 


However, department Direc­ 
tor Dwight Geduldig said the 
number of Californians holding 
jobs during the period in­ 
creased by more than 75,000. 
He said 8.39 million persons 
were employed in March, com­ 
pared with 8.31 million in Feb­ 
ruary and 8.15 million a year 
ago. 


The number of unemployed 
was 525,000, a decline of 27,000 
for the month, Geduldig said. 
But the drop was 13,000 less 
than anticipated, pushing the 
seasonally adjusted unemploy­ 
ment rate up .1 per cent. 
Geduldig said employment 
gains were registered in every 
major industry.

How should the teen-ager of 
an alcoholic parent react in a 
family in which the non-alcohol­ 
ic spouse tends to “feed" off of 
the situation?

NEW YORK (UPI) — Bess 
M verson says it is “better for 
the consum er to roar than 
mumble." But she wishes the 
roar had started earlier. 
She is fully supportive of the 
current meat boycotts around 
the nation, but after four years 
as commissioner of New York’s 
Department of Consumer Af­ 
fairs she finds the boycotts only 
a partial answer to a growing 
national problem. 
Freezing wholesale and retail 
prices of beef, pork and lamb 
when they were at record highs 
was not enough, she said of 
President Nixon’s action last 
week. There should be a total 
rollback on all food prices and 
an “honest system of controls, 
which is the real answer,” she 
said. 
THE DRAMA of the boycotts 
was enough “to turn the Presi­ 
dent around, but it (his action) 
was too little and too late," she 
said. 
But the consumer has a basic 
duty beyond boycotts to save on 
family food and other bills. “ I 
find it discouraging to see that 
not all the people are keeping a 
report card,” she said. “So 
many consumers just don’t car­ 
ry their awareness with them to 
the marketplace." 
During a special interview on 
her final day in office last 
F rid a y , the co m m issio n er 
agreed to an extent with the 
comment of Mrs. Cedrick M. 
Smith Jr., of the executive com­ 
mittee of the American Nation­ 
al C’owbelles, women’s auxilia­ 
ry of the National Cattlemen’s 
Association. 
Mrs. Smith, a rancher’s wife, 
had said of our budgeting—“We 
housewives — me included—-are 
damned lazy people today— ex­ 
cuse my English." 
“ I think lazy is too simple a 
term, though,” said Miss Myer- 
son. “ We (consumers) know to 
plan menus, to make our lists 
and stick to them, not to shop 
on an empty stomach, to avoid 
impulse buying.

Bess Myerson created the 
consum er affairs departm ent 
for the nation’s largest city. It 
is the city’s smallest depart­ 
m ent—around 325 em ployes 
plus 100 or so volunteers, many 
of them fulltime, and a budget 
under $4 million annually. 
Yet it has managed to handle 
about 200,000 complaints a year 
and to push through masses of 
consumer protection legislation. 
Now, Miss Myerson turns the 
department over to Betty Fur­ 
ness, who served as President 
Johnson’s consum er adviser 
and later held a similar post in 
the Governor Rockefeller ad­ 
ministration. 
It’s with pride that she talks 
of what her staff has done 
although it’s a job “no one can 
ever finish." 


HER STEERAGE made the 
department a pilot, or resource, 
for consumer activisim in such 
far-off places as Australia, New 
Zealand, Holland, Iraq, Germa­ 
ny. 
It also helped to shape Bess 
Myerson from the woman who 
won national attention first as a 
Miss Am erica (1945), stayed 
there with television shows, and 
enhanced her to the point that 
she’s now being urged to run 
for major political office. 


But for the moment, she said, 
she’s going to get some rest and 
start on a handbook of informa­ 
tion geared basically to the 
consumer. 
She hasn’t ruled out political 
office—she called running for 
the house or senate “appealing 
concepts." 


Whatever route Bess Myerson 
takes, it will be some form of 
public service. She feels strong­ 
ly in what she can contribute 
and also says, “ I have to work. 
I’ve worked since I was 12 
(teaching piano). Work creates 
a a healthy balance to my life."

to turn outward and just take 
off” from an alcoholic home at 
that age. They are supposed to 
be teen-agers, but some come 
at age 11 or so, Jean said. 
“Some can discuss it quite 
well and they stay on, but 
others come once or twice and 
are bored or feel they don't 
need it,” she said of the weekly 
discussions. 
SHE AND the other co-spon­ 
sor believe that Ala-Teen pro­ 
vides a place where the young­ 
sters feel safe, can maintain 
anonymity, and talk about their 
common problems. They find 
they have a mutual bond and 
warmth develops among them. 
Most have one alcohlic parent, 
but some have both. 
Usually it takes a few months 
of going to meetings before a 
youngster feels safe enough to 


express the real feelings about 
the parents, Jean said of her 
three years’ work with children 
of alcoholic parents. 
She said that some of the 
youngsters of alcoholic homes 
tend to show symptoms of the 
fam ily stress through poor 
school grades, drug use, illness­ 
es and upsets. And some par­ 
ents of youngsters who have 
been involved with the Ala-Teen 
discussions have told her that 
the children’s grades have 
picked up or their health im­ 
proved because of their ability 
to get beyond the home prob­ 
lems with a better awareness of 
their individuality and detach­ 
ment from the alcoholism situa­ 
tion. 
ALA-TEEN youngsters also 
have some social activities to­ 
gether such as swimming, din­ 


ners, going to the beach and ice 
skating. 
Last fall they sold handcrafts 
they had made to memhers of 
Al-Anon and Alcoholics Anony­ 
mous to help raise money. 
Ala-Teen groups hold their 
convention 
in the early fall 
when for two days groups of the 
teen-agers can share experi­ 
ence and insights in a series of 
discussion groups, 
“The National Council on Al­ 
coholism refers some young­ 
sters to Ala-Teen and other 
agencies are becoming more 
aware of the program," Jean 
stated. Al-Anon speakers who 
speak at schools mention it and 
posters help to spread the infor­ 
mation, but mostly youngsters 
hear of the program from word- 
of-mouth or through parents 
who attend Al-Anon, she said.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - 
Countless problems contribute 
to the breakup of a marriage. 
But the real issues — according 
to a financial counselor — are 
often obscured by the shadow' of 
one problem; money worries. 


"Money woes far too fre­ 
quently play a part of it,” said 
William A. Reasoner, president 
of Waddell and Reed, Inc., a 
Kansas City-based firm which 
manages mutual funds nation­ 
wide. 


He pointed to statistics pre­ 
dicting 1.5 million persons will 
become divorced this year and 
another 1.5 million will begin 
legal action towards divorce. 
The figures, he said, are four 
times the divorce rate 10 years 
ago. 


“The sad part about these 
statistics is that many could 
have been alleviated, had the 
husband and wife given more 
thought to money management 
and sought proper counseling 
on how to avoid financial pit­ 
falls,” Reasoner said. 


“ Financial problems are of­ 
ten the hidden factors in mari­ 
tal dissolution. They just serve 
to camouflage the real reasons 
for dissent, to cloud important 
issues. Too many married cou­ 
ples simply are not equipped to 
cope with money problems." 


The financial adviser said his 
points about seeking m oney 
management were not entirely 
self-serving. 
Ironically enough, he said, 
divorce is much more expen­ 
sive than seeking financial ad­ 
vice. 
“ For young families, the sud­ 
den economic toll of divorce 
can be catastrophic," Reasoner 
asserted. “ For older, more es­ 
tablished families, the effect 
can be traumatic. 
“Alimony and child support 
can devour one-half of a man’s 
incom e and financial worth. 
And let us not forget the woman 
—stretching the alimony dollar 
can be difficult for her. So 
everyone stands to suffer." 
His advice. 
Before seeing the divorce 
lawyers, try to straighten out 


your budgef problems. It could 
save both your marriage and 
your money.

When you look for ideas from 
ready-to-wear, why is it almost 
impossible to find the same 
look or trims when you make 
your own clothes? I’ve seen 
decorative grosgrain ribbon 
that stretches in place of the 
conventional plain waistband on 
jackets and skirts. I haven’t 
found this at our fabric shops. 
Please help! 
NANCY R 
DEAR NANCY, 
In the early stages of design, 
pattern companies had prob­ 
lems tracking down the wide, 
stretchy ribbing that baseball 
jackets and certain sweaters 
needed. Now the patterns them­ 
selves are available and so is 
the ribbing. 
Practice on a full-gathered 
skirt, then adapt to other pat­ 
terns. This decorative elasti- 
cized ribbon should be available 
in most stores by the time you 
read this column. For a belt, 
skirt, or pant waistband, pur­ 
chase four inches less than your 
waist measurement. For cuffs, 
pocket trims or straps, pur­ 
chase the exact measurement. 
Step 1. Divide your stretch 
trim into four equal parts and 
mark with pins. 
Step 2. After stitching and 
pressing all garment seams ex­ 
cept where garment will open, 
mark garment waist seamline 
with a row of basting stitches. 
(Raw seams can be bound or 
overcast). Divide garment 
waist-line into four equal parts 
and mark with pins. 
Step 3. Overlap 5/8 inches of 
stretch trim and fabric with the 
right side of both facing up. 
Match pin marks on garment to 
pin marks on trim and pin 
together. (If garment has a 
great deal of fullness, divide 
garment and trim into eight 


Loosen Up Before 
Exercise Program 


Loosen up with a spine 
stretch and headroll before 
starting an exercise program of 
dance or yoga, advises Jon 
Devlin, founder of the Dancer- 
cise Clubs in New York. 
Sit with feet crossed, body 
relaxed. Rest arms and hands 
loosely, let head hang. Circle 
head slowly to right and up as 
you stretch spine by lifting rib 
cage. Continue to stretch torso 
as you raise head until it is in a 
line with the spine. Swing head 
to left, then down to hang as at 
start. Relax body, then repeat.

The ends of the 
trim may be tacked down or 
bound with seam binding for a 
clean finish. If waistband is 
meant to open (such as a jacket 
front), turn ends of trim to 
wrong side and close with hooks 
and eyes, or a buckle.

I've laundered 
the shirts with the stays left in 
and even put in the dryer. They 
come out perfect and really 
keep the shirts tailored and 
neat.” 


DEAR EUNICE, 
I would like to achieve the 
same professional look in mak­ 
ing shirts that I see in the 
ready-made garments The col­ 
lars seem so firm, you can’t 
even feel the interfacing. The 
same holds true with the front 
band and the cuffs. Isn’t there 
something we home sewers can 
use that will work?

DEAR MRS. C.W.. 
We have done quite a bit of 
experimenting on this same 
subject and have had very good 
luck in two of our methods. 
These were tested on the con­ 
ventional shirt patterns, like 
men’s shirts, a collar stand. 
These methods seem to work 
well on lightweight shirting fab­ 
rics rather than heavier wools. 
The first method is to use 
lightweight press-on interfac­ 
ing. Press it to the collar fac­ 
ing, front band, and cuffs. It is 
much less bulky if you cut it 
slightly smaller than the seam 
allowance. In this way. it will 
still be where you need it but

Alter 
you have done your machine 
stitching, clipping and trim ­ 
ming of seams and turned it to 
the right side, you can press it 
firmly (according to the direc­ 
tions on your fusible webbingi.

Politicking For Son

Brown said yesterday he thinks 
a governor-senator ticket of Ed­ 
mund G. Brown and Alan Cran­ 
ston would sweep the 1974 elec-, 
tion for California Democrats. 
He referred not to himself, 
but his son. Edmund Jr., the 3-1- 
year-old secretary of state. 
‘‘I think he has got a very 
good chance." the proud father 
said during an informal Capitol 
interview. "He can bo the next 
governor of the state of Califor­ 
nia." 
Sen. Alan Cranston. D-Calif., 
is seeking rcelection. 
Brown said he intends to be 
active in fundraising for his 
son's campaign. 
On other subjects, the sun­ 
tanned. relaxed former chief 
executive, now 67 years old, 
said: 
He believes Republican Gov. 
Ronald Reagan is using his tax 
control petition drive to build a 
campaign for president in 1976. 
Brown, who was ousted from 
office by Reagan in 1966, added 
he thinks Reagan "has a good 
shot" at the GOP nomination. 
Form er Texas Gov. John 
Connally would have a better 
chance at the presidency in 1976 
if he remained a Democrat, 
rather than switching parties 
and becoming a Republican. 
He thinks President Nixon, 
whom Brown defeated for gov­ 
ernor in 1962, will be most 
remembered for his establish­ 
ment of ties with Communist 
China. 
Brown Jr. is considered by 
some political observers as the

frontrunncr among the five po­ 
tential Democratic candidates 
to succeed Reagan, who plans 
to step down next year. 


"I think a ticket of Alan 
Cranston and Edmund Brown 
would sweep the state," Brown 
said. Then he added with a 
smile: "If his father would stay 
out of it and not embarrass 
him." 
Brown said Reagan is wrong 
to take his tax control plan to 
the people without first holding 
full hearings on the measure. 
"This is politics of the most 
dishonest kind," Brown said. 
He called Reagan's strategy 
‘‘a very transparent ploy that 
he wants to use in his campaign 
for the presidency."

Governor 
Opens Drive 
On Tax Plan 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - It’s 
not every day you find the 
governor of California smiling 
on your doorstep. 


Yet there he was yesterday. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan, pen and 
petition in hand as he stepped 
smartly down Galloway Street 
in suburban Pacific Palisades, 
pausing at each home to kick 
off a campaign to get his new 
tax plan on the November bal­ 
lot. 


He must get some 800.000 
signatures by June and 520,000 
to qualify for the election. 


California's tall and tan chief 
politico, clad in a warm green- 
checked suit, strode down the 
walk of more than a dozen tidy, 
middle income homes, catching 
quite a few housewives in 
housecoats and morning chores. 


"Hi. I'm Ronald Reagan," 
the governor would say, flash­ 
ing a broad grin, then launch­ 
ing into a brief but animated 
discussion of his "revolution­ 
ary, new" state tax reduction 
plan of which the Democratic 
legislature has all but turned 
thumbs down. 
The governor, standing on the 
lawn of one home, told some 
two dozen newsmen that his 
house-to-house initiative cam­ 
paign was a first for a Califor­ 
nia governor and meant to give 
taxpayers the chance to bypass 
the legislature and decide on 
the proposal themselves. 
Gov. Reagan submitted the 
proposed constitutional tax 
amendment to the legislature 
last month, but leaders in both 
state houses made it clear they 
have no intention of letting the 
people vote on the issue. 
The statewide petition drive, 
which begins next week by citi­ 
zens, could be halted abruptly, 
Reagan said, if the legislature 
decides to let the special elec­ 
tion take place Nov. 6. 
The governor himself lives 
nearby in an expensive, ranchs- 
tyle home in this wealthy coast­ 
al community and an aide said 
Galloway Street was chosen for 
Reagan’s walk because it was 
"typical.” The homes were cho­ 
sen for their Middle America 
look. 
Mrs. Virginia Ferguson, a 
registered Democrat, was the 
first to meet the governor. Clad 
in sandals and a flowered top, 
she agreed with Reagan that 
something had to be done about 
high taxes.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Nearly 1 wot birds of the insur­ 
ance policies claimed by the 
scandal-ridden Equity Funding 
Life Insurance Co. were phony 
—no one really had bought 
them—a preliminary audit by 
the California Department of 
Insurance showed Friday. 


The department, which has 
been auditing the giant firm 
since a possible multimillion 
dollar fraud was uncovered, an­ 
nounced Friday that the Los 
Angeles company carried 97,111 
insurance policies on its books 
when the departm ent seized 
Equity’s assets and records last, 
weekend. 


Of the policies, 56,091 were 
phony and 34,796 were in force, 
the department said. 
Thursday, the corporate par­ 
ent. Equity Funding Corp. of 
America, declared bankruptcy. 
The California Insurance De­ 
partment has been awarded 
conservator powers over Equity 
Funding Life Insurance Co. and 
Equity Funding Corp., the par­ 
ent's bookkeeping subsidiary. 
The heart of the purported 
scandal is the charge that the 
insurance com pany invented 
custom ers, fabricating policy 
holders who never existed. The 
alleged bogus policies, which 
made the company appear far 
more prosperous than it was, 
sold to other insurance compa­ 
nies—at least 15 of them—for 
millions of dollars, investiga­ 
tors say. 
In another development Fri­ 
day, it was revealed that the 
downfall of Equity apparently 
was touched off by a telephone 
call a month ago to a New York 
insurance expert. 
Raymond L. Dirks, a vice 
president of Delafield, Childs & 
Co. in New York, said he re­ 
ceived the call from Ronald H. 
Secrist, then employed by an­ 
other insurance company in At­ 
lanta. 
Dirks said Secrist told him he 


had worked both for Equity 
Funding and a subsidiary in 
New Jersey and suspected that 
as much as one third of its 
business was “faked.” 
After checking the'story out, 
Dirks said he took his informa- 
tiono before Equity Funding’s 
outside auditors, 
Seidman & 
Seidman, who turned it over to 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 
The Los Angeles Times said 
Friday that Dirks told the 
newspaper that he himself is 
being investigated by the SEC 
and the New York Stock Ex­ 
change for possible violation of 
insider trading rules and laws 
involving the leak. 
The Times said Dirks admit­ 
ted that he told some of his 
clients first about the alleged 
fraud, prompting them to un­ 
load 
their Equity 
Funding 
stock, which led to the SEC 
investigation. 
But Dirks, who said he consi­ 
ders himself the “ Ralph Nader

Militant Indians had been ex­ 
pected to lay down their arms 
and end their 38-day takeover 
alter AIM officials met with 
Washington officials this morn­ 
ing. but last night Washington 
officials said “some minor de­ 
tails” had caused a 24- hour 
postponement of that meeting. 


The talks, pushed back until 
tomorrow morning, had been 
one of the terms of the agree­ 
ment signed Thursday in which 
militants said they would aban­ 
don Wounded Knee and submit 
to arrest on any warrants 
against them. 
There was no word early 
today from militant Indians at 
Wounded Knee as to how the 
postponement would affect the 
scheduled surrender. Govern­ 
ment officials in the area also 
had no comment. 
However, Russell Means, an 
AIM leader who submitted to 
arrest after the agreement so 
he could negotiate with Wash­ 
ington officials, said Friday the 
occupation would continue “un­ 
til the government shows it is 
sincere.” 
Speaking at an impromptu 
news conference at Dulles In­ 
ternational Airport after arriv­ 
ing in Washington Friday be­ 
fore the talks were postponed. 
Means said, “The federal gov­ 
ernment has duped the press 
and the world again. The con­ 
flict at Wounded Knee is not 
over and will not be over until 
the federal government shows 
it is sincere.”

HOW TO KEEP WELL

Iron In Body Has Very Rapid 
Turnover Due To Blood Cells 


The body contains between two and five 
grams (1-15 to 1-6 ounce) of iron. However, the 
amount varies with body weight and the 
hemoglobin (iron) level in the blood. About 30 
per cent of this is storage iron. A large 
portion of the remainder is in the form of 
hemoglobin in red blood cells. Hemoblogin 
carries oxygen from the lungs to the tissues 
and carbon dioxide in return. 
In males, the total amount of iron is greater 
mainly because 
more is stored and the 
hemoglobin is higher. The rec­ 
ommended daily allowance for 
men is 10 mg. (18 mg. for 
women). 
IRON IN TH E body has a 
very rapid turnover because 
every second some three mil­ 
lion red blood cells die and 
break up. The hemoglobin is 
released and returns to bone 
marrow where it is reformed 
into fresh hemoglobin within 
new cells. This is how the body 
conserves its iron supply. 
The amount of iron in the 
body is regulated by control of 
absorption. It is increased in 
the healthy individual when the 
blood hemoglobin is lower than 
normal and if iron stores are 
low. 
Diet also is important, 
because the amount of iron 
absorbed from food differs with 
different foodstuffs. For exam­ 
ple, from 15 to 20 per cent of 
the iron is absorbed from diets 
containing large amounts of an­ 
imal protein; only 5 to 10 per 
cent is absorbed from diets 
composed of vegetable foods. 
T H E MOST common form of 
anemia is due to iron deficien­ 
cy. This occurs whenever blood 
iron loss exceeds dietary iron 
intake. Bleeding is one cause 
especially among women dur­ 
ing the childbearing years. Less 
absorption ensues after age 65. 
Iron deficiency also occurs 
during infancy due to an inade­ 
quate diet and small iron stores 
at birth. A newborn has only 
one-quarter gram of iron. This 


doubles by the end of the first 
year and doubles again by age 
2. Since 
milk contains very 
little iron, solid foods must be 
started early to avoid anemia. 
But iron deficiency due to an 
inadequate diet still is common 
before the age of 3. After age 3, 
iron deficiency is unusual in 
children. 
SKIN DRYNESS 
A reader writes: What causes 
dry skin in a 3-year-old who is a 
picky eater? 
REPLY 
Vitamin deficiencies, allergy, 
too little 
thyroid production, 
and heredity are among the 
possibilities. The youngster 
may be bathed too frequently 
or the apartment may lack 
humidity. There is some evi­ 
dence that a limited amount of 
fat in the diet contributes to 
dryness of the skin I assume 
he does not have ichthyosis, a 
condition in which the skin is 
extremely dry and scaly.

CINCINNATI — Robin Backhaus woke up this 
morning as a national champion, but had little 
chance to enjoy his triumph with another impor­ 
tant race scheduled late today. 
Backhaus yesterday became 
the first Marin Aquatic Club 
swimmer ever to win a national 
title when he swam the 200-yard 
butterfly in 1:49.55 in the Na­ 
tional Amateur Athletic Union 
Short Course Men's and Worn 


for the silver medal in the 
Munich Olympics last fall, was 
timed in 1:49.8 
Backhaus’ time in the prelim­ 
inaries was 1:59.49. 
Six other Marinites swam 
en’s Swimming Championships yesterday, with Keith Strange 
here. 
The 18-year-old senior from 
San Rafael High School, who 
moved from Redlands to join 
coach Don Swartz’ Marin A.C., 
also moved into the lead in the. 
individual point standings with 
49 to 48 for Steve Furniss of the 
University of Southern Califor­ 
nia and 45 for the unattached 
John Naber of Menlo Park. 
Backhaus was scheduled to 
swim today in the 1,650-yard 
freestyle along with teammate 
Rick DeMont, former world 
record holder in the similar 
1,500-meter free who ironically 
is still bidding for his first 
victory in the Nationals. 
Naber also swims the 1,650, 
so Backhuas can hope to fend 
him off directly in his bid for 
the point title, but Furniss is 
entered in the 200 individual 
medley, in which he is the 
American record holder. If Fur­ 
niss wins, Backhaus must win 
the 1,650 for the point title, 
which means he would have to 
beat DeMont. 
“ Robin changed his tactics a 
little bit and caught everybody 
off guard,” said Swartz of yes­ 
terday’s race. Backhaus swam 
the first 100 yards in 52.36, 
some two seconds faster than 
normal, and had enough left at 
the. end to outlast Gary Hall of 
Indiana University by about a 
foot. Hall, who beat Backhaus 


finishing 14th in the 200 breast­ 
stroke in 2:12.02 after swim­ 
ming 2:11.86, five seconds un­ 
der his previous best time, in 
the prelims. Jeff Miller did 
2:16.1 (a personal best), Warren 
Lager 2:16.6 and Spencer 
Kldred 2:18.3 in that race. All 
swam unattached. 
Sue Secondo swam 2:33.7 in 
the women’s 200 breast and Art 
Morrill did a personal best of 
55.0 in the 100 back. Neither 
placed. 
USC was swimming away 
with the men’s team champion­ 
ship with 494 points to 173 for 
the Santa Clara Swim Club. 
Marin A.C. was eighth at 64. 
In other races, Lynn Colella

San Anselmo Officials Given 
Sweeping View Of Open Space 


San Anselmo city leaders re­ 
ceived a birds-eye view of city 
open space lands yesterday as 
an Army helicopter airlifted 
them over the community at 70 
miles per hour. 


Though several dozen resi­ 
dents called local police to com­ 
plain of noise created by the 
low-flying chopper, city offi­ 
cials agreed the aerial survey 
was well worthwhile. 


Airlifted over the city in three 
flights on the seven-seat, Sixth 
Army Flight Detachment craft 
were city councilmen, planning 
commissioners and city staff. 
The flights, courtesy of the 
Army, were aimed at getting a 
first-hand view of 226 acres of 
open space lands under consid­ 
eration for acquisition if the 
city’s $500,000 open space bond 
issue passes April 17. 
Most spectacular, the high­ 
flying officials said, is the way 
in which San Rafael looms as a 
•‘miniature Los Angeles” and 
Terra Linda appears “ boxed in 
by development,” in compari­ 
son with San Anselmo, which 
appears as a massive park 
from a high-altitude perspec­ 
tive. 
Also startling were the num­ 
ber of horses grazing on many 
of the open lands, the patch­ 
work quilt of housing and 
parks, and crystal-blue swim­ 
ming pools that pock many 
backyards in neighborhoods ad­ 
jacent to the city’s network of 
open space lands. 
City Engineer Charles R. 
Leitzell, who gave a running 
commentary of the scenario be­ 
low. cited the need for a city 
horse ordinance as several doz­ 
en of the beasts were seen 
grazing on lands near Sorich 
Park.

Turnover totaled only 62,073,-

Trading was at its lightest of 
the year Monday, when 10,650,- 
000 shares changed hands. Most 
analysts figure the light trading 
indicates lack of confidence by 
investors, both in the stock 
market and in the economy.

The news came over the tele­ 
phone one night at the San 
Rafael home of Hugo Rinaldi, 
director of the Orchestra Picco- 
la, Marin’s youth chamber en­ 
semble. On the line was Rita 
Sperry, mother of one of the 
orchestra members. 


“ Hugo,” she said, “are you 
sitting down?” 


“ Oh, no don’t tell me,” was 
the only reply he could muster. 


But she did tell him. The 
Orchestra Piccola, barely two 
years old and made up of 27

The campaign to be accepted 
had begun months earlier when 
Rinaldi sent a tape of the or­ 
chestra to Harvey Lichtenstein, 
(he U.S. director of the festival. 
Weeks passed and he heard 
nothing. Then Mrs. Sperry, in 
New York on business, volun­ 
teered to telephone Lichtenstein 
to find out what had happened. 
She called and called, only to 
find when she finally reached 
him that he had lost the tape. 
“ Don’t be deflated,” she told 
Rinaldi on her return, “ but he 
said the festival wouldn’t hire a 
youth group anyway.” 
Stubbornly, the 50-year-old 
orchestra director sent a new 
set of tapes, his persistence was 
rewarded by Orchestra Piccola 
being the first amateur group

For the 17-year-old concert- 
master of the orchestra, Dan 
Smiley of Mill Valley, the Spo­ 
leto trip will be his second to 
Europe this year. He won the 
string classification of the 
Young Musicians Awards, his 
prize being six days in Paris in 
May. 


“ Paris in the spring. . .” he 
said wistfully. “ I still can’t 
believe it.” 


Smiley, a senior at Tamalpais 
High School, has been playing 
the violin for nine years and 
currently is studying under 
Stuart Canin, concertmaster of 
the San Francisco Symphony. 
His mother, Yuriko, is a music 
supervisor at San Domenico 
School in Sleepy Hollow and his 
15-year-old sister, Mariko, also 
is a member of the orchestra. 
“ Dan is rare,” said Rinaldi. 
“ Never have I had a more 
musical concertmaster.” 


“ I am looking forward to the 
contact with the people,” Smi­ 
ley said. “ In Spoleto, we will be 
living with Italian families.

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Tourism Can Help 


Save Environment 


THOSE WHO promote tour­ 
ism and those who promote 
conservation have more in 
common than either group of­ 
ten recognizes. 
If each could recognize and 
accentuate what they have in 
common, the general welfare 
would be better served, espe­ 
cially in our Redwood Empire 
counties, including Marin. 
What is it that they have in 
common? 
Both work for the common 
good as each sees it. 
Tourism promoters want to 
attract visitors to strengthen 
the local economy. We cannot 
exist in the Redwood Empire 
just taking in each others wash­ 
ing. 
We are NOT heavily indus­ 
trialized. nor do we wish to 
become so. Even if we wished, 
we do not have the raw materi­ 
als necessary to turn us into 
another Pittsburgh or Detroit. 
We do have some light industry 
scattered about; Sonoma Coun­ 
ty especially, seems to be ex­ 
panding in this field. But manu­ 
facturing 
can 
never be our 
principal economic support. 


Agriculture? We are not big 
in 
farm ing; 
in 
fact, 
our 
acreages 
held 
in 
agriculture 
are declining. The chicken and 
egg business has left Petaluma, 
for instance. Novato's orchards 
are no more. Marin's once-huge 
dairying industry has been 
squeezed down considerably. 
Our economic future does not 
lie with agriculture. 


C om m ercial 
fishing? 
We 
have 
some 
at 
Point Reyes, 
Tom ales, Novo, Bodega, Eu­ 
reka, Crescent City and else­ 
where. It cannot be expected to 
expand much because the sup­ 
ply of fish in the sea is limited, 
as we are coming to realize 
more clearly all the time. Com­ 
mercial fishing will not support 
us. 


Timber production? It is still 
big in the northern counties. 
Although much tim ber has 
been removed from the com­ 
mercial market by acquisition 
for state and national parks, 
much remains in “ perpetual’’ 
tree farms held in private own­ 
ership. Most of us hope and 
expect that we will achieve a 
balance 
between 
specim en 
groves in public ownership and 
production groves 
in private 
ownership, m aintained on a 
sustained yield basis. There is 
no way over the long run that 
we can depend 011 timber and 
forest products as the corner­ 
stone of our econom y. For 
some small logging communi­ 
ties, yes; but for the whole of 
the Redwood Empire, the lum­ 
ber industry is about as eco­ 
nomically productive as it can 
ever be 


THOSE WHO promote tour­ 
ism see visitors as the econom­ 
ic salvation of our area. 


Tourism supporters know — 
at least the principal leadership 
in the Redwood Empire Asso­ 
ciation recognizes — that the 
natural splendors of our envi­ 
ronment constitute our attrac-, 
tiveness to visitors. 
Every time a majestic, 2,000- 
year-old redwood tree crashes 
before the logger’s chain saw. 
we have lost another chunk of

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our environmental attractive­ 
ness. 


Lawrence Lane Jr., publisher 
of Sunset magazine, recently 
summed it up this way: 
“ Tourism docs not have to be. 
a threat to the environment. 
Sometimes it can be a factor in 
preserving and safeguarding it. 
A worsening environment may 
attract fewer and fewer visi­ 
tors; this may spur public offi­ 
cials and business leaders to 
take steps to halt the loss of 
historic buildings and natural 
scenes and thus keep the tour­ 
ist trade.” 


Robert J. Sullivan, manager 
of San Francisco’s convention 
and tourist bureau, put it this 
way: 


“ If Americans hadn't wanted 
to visit Independence Hall as 
the nation’s birthplace, some­ 
body would have melted down 
that cracked bell a long time 
ago.” 


Tourism, he said, can be “ the 
environment’s best friend and 
potentially its greatest protec­ 
tor.” 


SAVING, PROTECTING and 
even improving our environ­ 
ment is not cheap, as we are 
coming 
to 
see more clearly 
every day as we pony up more 
money 
for 
automobiles 
with 
costly smog control devices. 
If we are to support the costs 
of environmental protection, we 
must have a sound economic 
foundation. Some conservation 
leaders have publicly recog­ 
nized this state of affairs. All 
will have to if we are to save 
our environment from destruc­ 
tion by pollution. 
On the other hand, as Sunset 
publisher Lane has stated it, 
“ We would have a bad case of 
environmental 
myopia if we 
were to ignore the increasing 
exam ples around the world 
where the tourist industry does 
not enhance the environment 
and, indeed, is a contributor to 
various forms of pollution.” 
The general welfare would be 
better served if those who pro­ 
mote tourism and those who 
prom ote conservation would 
work together. 
Both groups should work to 
foster greater appreciation for 
the natural scenic splendors 
and other environmental assets 
of the Redwood Empire. 
Both should encourage pro­ 
tection of scenic, historical and 
recreation resources of the 
Redwood Empire to the end 
that they will be enjoyed, not 
destroyed. 
Both should w ork toward 
tourist management to insure 
that our visitors are attracted 
in ways and at times when they 
benefit our economy without 
damaging our environment. 
Both should support the ex­ 
pansion and improvement of 
public transportation and en­ 
courage its use as an alterna­ 
tive to ever-increasing highway 
congestion. 
Both should support estab­ 
lishment 
of scenic highways 
and the 
improvement of all 
roads and highways throughout 
the Redwood Empire to safe 
standards, 
so local residents 
and visitors alike can enjoy 
safe travel to and from our 
beaches, forests, rivers, lakes, 
and other natural environmen­ 
tal features. 


IN SUM, TH EY should be 
promoting a cooperative spirit, 
recognizing that what is pre­ 
served 
should be for public 
enjoyment and that our impor­ 
tant visitor economy depends 
on preservation of our natural 
wonders. 
Let 11s hope there are leaders 
in both groups who have suffi­ 
cient breadth of vision to see 
the necessity for working to­ 
gether to achieve the greatest 
good for all of us.

We do not know how m uch gratitude 
P resid en t Thieu of the Republic of Viet­ 
nam expressed to P resid en t Nixon of the 
U nited S tates when they chatted together 
a t San C lem ente, but it should have been 
substantial. 
T rue, 
all A m erican com bat 
ground 
troops now are out of South V ietnam , and 
the country again is 
being m anaged 
largely by its own people. Rut as the last 
A m erican soldier w alked out, it w as plain 
that Mr. Nixon had handed over to Mr. 
Thieu an extrem ely favorable situation — 
m uch m ore favorable than anyone, ex­ 
cept perhaps Mr. Nixon him self, would 
have expected a y ear ago. 
The im m ediate situation is th at P resi­ 
dent Thieu and his arm y have decisive 
m ilitary superiority over th eir enem ies in 
m ost of South V ietnam today. W hether 
they can keep th at superiority over the 
next 12 m onths is another m atter. No one 
can possibly foresee now w hat changes 
will occur in the two p arts of V ietnam 
over com ing m onths. Rut as of today, the 
advantage is decidedly with Saigon. 


TH E SITUATION IS THIS: On the eve 
of the cease-fire two m onths ago. the 
local Viet Cong units, backed by reg u lar 
N orth V ietnam units, launched hundreds 
of local offensives designed to widen the 
a rea of the country undr th eir control. 
M r. T hieu’s arm y woke up on the m orn­ 
ing after the cease-fire w ith a choice. 
E ith er the South V ietnam ese co u n terat­ 
tacked, or left their enem ies in posses­ 
sion of m uch m ore territo ry and m any 
m ore villages and strateg ic positions th at 
th eir previous soldiering had justified. 
The South V ietnam ese counterattacked. 
M ost of the fighting since cease-fire 
day has consisted of the counterattacks. 
Most, in fact nearly all, of these have 
been decisively successful. The Viet Cong 
has not been able to hang on to the 
ham lets or the road-blocking positions. 
One of the sharpest battles w as fought for 
the fishing village of Sa Huynh and a 
blocking position at th at point on the 
coast across the m ain north-south high­ 
way. Troops trying to hold Sa Huynh for 
the Viet Cong w ere said to have been told 
to hold it at all costs. They d id n ’t. The 
highw ay is clear. 
In other w ords, the Saigon arm y has 
won the cam paign which has been w aged 
over cease-fire positions. It has paid a 
price, yes* C asualties have been heavy. 
Rut. 
in spite of reinforcem ents from 
N orth V ietnam , the two m onths of fight­ 
ing over cease-fire positions has been a 
m a jo r v ic to ry of P re s id e n t T h ie u ’s 
forces.

THE LARG ER MILITARY’ situation 
w h ich th is S aig o n v ic to ry h a s b een 
gained is as follows: 
N orth V ietnam has largely replaced the 
losses taken by its troops in the south 
during 
the 
last 
year. 
A steady and 
routine flow of replacem ents down the Ho 
Chi Minh trail over the last four m onths 
has fleshed out the depleted units. Som e 
300 tanks have m ade good m uch of the 
a rm o r lost in the April offensive a y e a r 
ago. But the com bined N orth V ietnam 
and Viet Cong units are not in a condition 
com parable to their condition of a y e a r 
ago. 
T here have been two m ajor C om m unist 
offensives in the V ietnam w ar. The first 
w as Tet in 1968. The second w as the 
E a ste r offensive of 1972. They w ere four 
y ears rebuilding to offensive capacity 
a fte r the losses they took in T et. But the 
E a ster offensive is only one y e a r behind. 
And their losses in the E a ste r offensive 
w ere at least as heavy, and perhaps even 
m ore so than in Tet. In other w ords, they 
h av en’t yet had tim e to get ready for 
another m ajor offensive; nor a re they 
deployed for one as they w ere a y ear ago. 
And the dry season suitable for heavy 
cam paigning alread y is draw ing tow ard 
its end. 
Thus P resident Thieu and his generals 
a re sitting on top of a victory, of a 
w inning m ilitary situation, and of an 
a rm y in the full confidence earn ed from 
a whole galaxy of local successes. Be­ 
sides, the enem y is not in condition to go 
over to the offensive this season. The 
e arliest tim e it m ight be in offensive 
condition would be 10 m onths from now. 


P R E S ID E N T T H IE U has P re s id e n t 
Nixon to thank for the support, the guns, 
and the diplom acy behind this condition, 
which is strengthed by the continued 
presence of substantial A m erican sea and 
a ir pow er around V itnam . And Mr. Nixon 
has again threatened to use it against the 
N orth V ietnam ese should they attem p t to 
resum e the offensive. T here is no present 
sign of any such intention. 
The net of it ail is th at President Theiu 
cam e to San C lem ente as a m an who has 
som e 10 m onths ahead of him in which to 
consolidate a presently favorable condi­ 
tion. His business with P resident Nixon is 
over schedules and am ounts for continu­ 
ing A m erican supplies and w eapons re ­ 
placem ents. T here should not be m uch 
trouble betw een the two men. Mr. Nixon 
has invested heavily on survival of the 
Thieu regim e in Saigon. He is unlikely to 
put it on short rations now.

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Christians Are Praying 
Less Often In Private

Recent surveys indicate there 
has been a sh arp drop-off, 
among both 
Protestants and 
Catholics, 
in the practice of 
private prayer. 
Those who’ve inquired into 
this trend say there seem to be 
several reasons for it. One is 
that many Christians in recent 
years have paid relatively little 
attention to the “ vertical di­ 
mension” 
of religion — the 
personal relationship of each 
human soul to God. They’ve 
been preoccupied with “ hori­ 
zontal dim ension” of religion - 
that is, relationships among hu­ 
man beings in society. 
Another factor, it appears, is 
a widespread belief among con­ 
tem porary Christians that pray­ 
er is asking God for special 
favors. Those who operate un­ 
der this m isapprehension re­ 
frain from praying, they say, 


because they don’t want to be­ 
have like selfcentered beggars. 
A third difficulty, which has 
existed in every age but seems 
particularly acute today, is that 
many find it hard to conceive of 
the Creator and Sustainer of the 
whole universe having the time 
or inclination to “ listen” to the 
prayers of countless individu­ 
als. 
All of these hang-ups origin­ 
ate in a profound m isunder­ 
standing of what prayer is and 
the role it can play in a per­ 
son’s life. 
Prayer is not a m agical in­ 
cantation by which the supersti­ 
tious hope to manipulate God 
and con Him into granting fa­ 
vors He’d otherwise withhold. 
Jesus Christ, who prayed fer­ 
vently and regularly, forever 
dem olished 
the v alid ity of 
“ gimme prayers” by pointing 
out that “ Your Father in heav­ 
en knows what you need before

(Sometimes He 
knows far better than we what 
we really need — and m erciful­ 
ly refuses our requests.) 
To Jesus — and to millions of 
Christians since — prayer is a 
focusing of the mind, heart and 
will on God, so that you become 
aw are of his presence, confi­ 
dent of His love and submissive 
to His will. It is direct commu­ 
nion between man and God, and 
its principal im portance lies in 
the healing, strengthening and 
refreshm ent of the hum an spirit 
which comes from even mo­ 
m entary felt contact with the 
Spirit of God. 
F ar from being irrelevant to 
a concern for social justice, 
private prayer is an essential 
means by which normally self- 
centered or cowardly human 
beings may find the compassion 
and courage to fight effectively 
to achieve a better life for 
others. 
As for difficulty in conceiving 
of God being able to “ listen” to 
so many prayers, this arises

“ The whole continent is in 
turmoil and change,” says reli­ 
gious w riter Norman H art. “ It 
is inevitable that the church 
will get caught up in it.” 
The Catholic M irror newspa­ 
per said m any of the incidents 
have been inspired by the clash 
between Islam and Christianity, 
including the situation in the 
predom inantly Moslem country 
of Somalia, where, according to 
Catholic officials, all m issionar­ 
ies were ordered to leave the 
country.

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INCOME TAX FACTS

Too Much Tax Being Held 
Work It Out With Employer 


If there is t(X) much tax being withheld 
from your wages because you are entitled to 
a lot of itemized deductions like taxes on your 
home, interest on your home, heavy medical 
expenses, etc.. you can file a new Form W-4, 
Schedule A. based on your 1972 tax return and 
your withholding for 1973 will bo reduced by 
the amounts that you claim. 
If you think this applies to you. be sure to 
get a Schedule A. W-4. and read the instruc­ 
tions carefully and complete it exactly ac­ 
cording to the instructions and 
---------- 
chances are your take-home 
pay will be increased. 
If you incurred no income tax 
liability for 1972 and don't be­ 
lieve you will incur any tax 
liability for 1973. then you 
should get Form W-4 K With­ 


holding Exemption Certificat. 
read the instructions carefully 
and if they apply to you com­ 
plete this form exactly as per 
the instructions and give it to 
your employer 
You will not have to file an 


income tax return for 1973 un­ 
less your income will be at 
least: 
Single individual $2,050; Sin­ 
gle individual 65 or over 2.800; 
Married couple filing jointly 
2.800: 
Married couple, one 
spouse 65 or over 3.550: Mar­ 
ried couple, both 65 or over 
1.300: Married person filing 
separately 750. 
Your employer then has no 
option, he must discontinue 
withholding from your wages. 
This will save you. your em­ 
ployer and the government the 
trouble and inconvenience of 
having tax withheld from your 
wages and paid into the govern­ 
ment and then your having to 
file an income tax return in 
1974 to get the withholding tax 
back 
Do you have a big federal tax 
bill to pay this year in addition 
to what your employer has al­ 
ready withheld from your 1972 
paychecks? 


Withholding, at the regular 
rates, only covers the tax on 


your salary or wages and is 
inadequate if you have a large 
salary or earnings from sources 
not subject to withholding. 
The law provides that you 
can agree with your employer 
to have him take more than the 
regular rate of withholding out 
of your paychecks so that you 
will have your taxes fully paid 
at the end of the year. 
The W-4 slip you sign for your 
employer has a special place 
provided for this. Your employ­ 
er handles this the same way as 
other withholding and you re­ 
port this extra withholding on 
your tax return the same as 
any other withholding. This will 
let you pay your 1973 income 
tax in 1973 as you receive your 
income. 
If this applies to you, then 
make such an agreement with 
your employer now so that you 
can spread the payment over as 
long a period as possible. 


If you are receiving a pen­ 
sion. you can now have the tax 
withheld by filing Form W-4 P 


with the payor of the pension, 
stating the amount you want 
withheld and other information 
required.

Alfred D. Quilici, 57, of San Rafael 
heads Giampolini & Company, the second 
largest painting contracting firm in the 
Bay Area. 
In the battle for economic survival and 
eventual success in the business world, 
Quilici never lost his interest in people 
and a genuine concern for the small and 
the downtrodden. 
His first contact with the stern world of 
making a living was in his father s little 
grocery store in the ghetto-like neighbor­ 
hood of Powell and Broadway in San 
Francisco, where he swept the floor and 
did errands before and after school 
hours. It was a long and tough climb 
from grocery store errand boy to the 
head of a major contracting firm, but the 
experience undoubtedly had a strong 
bearing on Quilici’s philanthropic pur­ 
suits today. 


QUILICI IS District 513 (Redwood Em­ 
pire) governor of Rotary International. 
He is putting into practice what Rotary 
International has been preaching for 68 
years — service above self, and the 
promotion of international understanding. 
“ Being district governor has been one 
of the greatest thrills of my life,” says 
Quilici. “ I’ve been able to extend myself 
all over the world, making friends in 
Italy, England, Australia, South Africa 
and throughout the United States.” 
Fellowship, especially for the underdog 
and the little guy, has always been one of 
his main concerns. Back in 1960-61, while 
he was president of the Painting and 
Decorating Contractors of America. Quil­ 
ici initiated the observance of National 
Painting and Decorating Week, during 
which he urged every local chapter to 
undertake a charitable project to aid the 
poor and the unfortunate. 


THAT TRADITION is carried on to this 
day, with each chapter competing for a 
national trophy. Last year, the San Fran­ 
cisco chapter, of which Quilici is a 
member and former president, won the 
top award. 
The project which brought San Francis­ 
co that recognition was the cleaning and 
painting of the men’s dormitory of St. 
Anthony’s Dining Room in San Francis­ 
co. St. Anthony’s Dining Room, operated 
by St. Boniface Church, feeds the poor 
the year-round and is a mecca for 
thousands of hungry and homeless, espe­ 
cially the aged, on Thanksgiving. 
This month, Quilici is involved in an­ 
other major project to promote fellow­ 
ship. Rotary District 513’s annual confer­ 
ence, which will bring together 43 clubs 
from Menlo Park to Crescent City, will 
be held for the first time in San Rafael, 
April 16 through 18. 
Housing headquarters will be at the 
Holiday Inn in Terra Linda, and the 
plenary sessions and meals will be at the 
Veterans Memorial Building at the Marin 
Civic Center. 


THE FEATURED speakers include 
Charles Gould, publisher of the San 
Francisco Examiner, and Jo Foxworth, 
advertising executive from New York 
City. 
Marin Rotarians who will have key 
roles at the conference include Quilici as 
district governor; Mel L. Morse of San 
Rafael, conference chairman; Col. Rob­ 
ert S. Nourse of Greenbrae, district 
secretary, and William P. Murray Jr. of 
San Rafael, district treasurer. 


Marin Rotary clubs Quit will host the 
conference are San Rafael, headed by 
Herbert K. Walton Jr.; Terra Linda, 
Edw'ard C. Brendel; Novato, Wayne 
Womack; San Anselmo. Abe Froman; 
Mill Valley, Jam es E. Egger, and Sausal- 
ito, Robert D. Bauerle. 


QUILICI WAS BORN in San Francisco 
on Aug. 26, 1915, in a house which 
literally stood on what is now Broadway. 
The house was torn down for construction 
of the Broadway Tunnel. 
A 1933 graduate of Galileo High. Quilici 
went to work as apprentice for Giampoli­ 
ni & Co., founded in North Beach in 1912 
by his grandfather, Severino Giampolini. 
W’hile working, he attended night school 
at University of San Francisco for a 
couple of years. 
When his grandfather died in 1938, his 
uncle, Albert T. Giampolini, took over the 
business. 
In 1941, Quilici married Clista Gerhard 
of Mill Valley and he has been a Marin 
County resident ever since. His work with 
Giampolini Co. was interrupted in 1943, 
when he entered the U.S. Army and 
served in the South Pacific. 


HIS UNIT WAS one of the first to enter 
Tokyo after the Japanese surrender. His 
reaction on first encountering the defeat­ 
ed enemy is typical of his interest in 
people as individuals. 
“ Everything was wrecked by bombs, 
but the people were neat and clean,’’ he 
recalls. “They treated us wonderfully — 
they’d salute anyone in uniform.” 
He came out of the service in 1945 as a 
first sergeant 
When Albert Giampolini 
died in 1947, Quilici became a partner in 
the firm with his aunt. Genevieve Giam­ 
polini, and a cousin. Leo Fregosi. 
Quilici became an active leader in the 
Painting and Decorating Contractors of 
America, serving as president of the San 
Francisco chapter in 1951-52, as state 
president in 1958, and as national presi­ 
dent in 1960 and 1961. 


IN THE ROTARY movement since 
1958, he became president of San Rafael 
Rotary in 1968 and district governor last 
year. He was on the board of directors of 
the Meadow Club and served as its 
president for two years — 1964 and 1965. 


In 1961, he was Marin chairman in the 


building fund drive for the Junipero. 
Serra Center for Girls at Mission San 
Jose. He is on the Citizens Advisory 
Committee of Dominican College, on the 
board of directors of the Nazareth House 
for the aged in Terra Linda, and is a 
member of St. Raphael’s Church. 
He and his wife make their home on 
Twain Harte Lane in San Rafael. They 
have three grown sons. 


QUILICI SPREADS himself thin, divid­ 
ing his time between the main office at 
1445 Bush Street in San Francisco and the 
branch office at 34 DeLuca Place in San 
Rafael. In between preparing for the 
Rotary convention and working for other 
charitable causes, Quilici still finds time 
for his personal hobbies — golf, skiing, 
and swimming. 
But his chief hobby continues to be 
people — sharing their joys, sympathiz­ 
ing with and helping the unfortunate. 
“ I just enjoy meeting people and being 
close to them," Quilici explains. “ As a 
youngster, I can remember working in 
that grocery store with broom in hand. 1 
have met a lot of people from all walks of 
life, and I’ve become close to them .” 


A Nail-Keg Drum And A Washtub Bass

There’s no attendance prob­ 
lem when the members of the 
Novato Rural Band gather at 
noon-time on Tuesdays for their 
regular weekly rehearsal at the 
Marin Valley Mobile Clubhouse 
near Hamilton Air Force Base. 
“ We’re a dedicated group,” 
says Myrle Dahl, the leader ol 
the band. “We all turn out for 
practice.” 
And the big attraction? Fun. 
For fun, says Mrs. Dahl, is 
what the Novato Rural Band is 
all about. 
Fun on such “ kitchen” instru­ 


ments as the washboard, a nail 
keg drum, a mop handle guitar, 
a washtub bass, a bicycle horn 
and what have you — plus the 
less unusual instruments of the 
accordion (which Mrs. Dahl 
plays), the piano, the guitar, the 
ukelele and the mandolin. 


THERE ARE currently seven 
members, all grandparents or 
old enough to be grandparents. 
But it all began with only two 
in 1967. Mrs. Dahl and Val Hunt 
formed an entertainment duo of 
accordion and gut bucket to en­ 
tertain at convalescent hospi-

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tals as a service project of their 
circle of the Bethel Church in 
Novato. 
They made their first appear­ 
ance at the Novato Manor Con­ 
valescent Hospital, Mrs. Dahl 
recalls, with a repertoire that 
led off with “Goofus” and “Yot 
ta.” 
“ It was a community sing 
sort of thing,” she says, "and 
we would also sing a little, just 
to get them started.” 


OUT OF THAT interest in the 
elderly and hospitalized has 
grown a career for Mrs. Hunt. 
She’s now activities director 
with a convalescent home. 
Sponsorship of the entertain­ 
ment unit shifted from church 
circle to the Newcomers’ Club 
in Novato, and m em bership 
grew from two women to 15 
members in 1969, all Novato 
area residents. Added were 
such instruments as the pretzel 
can, the scrub board, maracas 
and a set of horseshoes. 
Since then, the group has 
gone “ independent” uner the 
name Novato Rural Band, and 
has settled down to the mem­ 
bership figure of seven 


PLAYING WITH the band 
now in addition to Mrs. Dahl, 
who has taught accordion since 
1944 but still regards herself as 
“ strictly an am ateur,” are: 
Vertie Fisher, who plays the 


washtub bass that her husband 
makes for her. He has produced 
several, using different size 
tubs with different strings, dif­ 
ferent lengths of poles, intent 
upon im proving the m usical 
quality of his pcrformer-wife's 
unusual musical instrument. 
Pauline Laino who alternates 
between her washboard played 
with thimbles on her fingers, 
and her nail-keg drum covered 
with an inner-tube and with an 
array of bells, horns, wooden 
blocks and metal accessories. 
She plays the m aracas as well. 
And sometimes the vivacious 
grandm other lays aside her 
drumsticks to dance a can can, 
a shimmy or a hula, to the 
delight of audiences. 
Evelyn Hogue adds melody 
with her banjo-uke, a four- 
string instrument with a short 
neck, a banjo-type head, and a 
larger wooden casing around 
the sides and back of the body. 
This instrument is no longer 
being m ade, although Mrs. 
Dahl knows of at least three 
still being played in Marin 
County. Mrs. Hogue also plays 
the Melodica, and for Latin 
pieces shifts to the claves or 
castanets, to become a part ol 
the rhythm section. 
Rose Doane plays melody and 
also chords on her mandolin, a 
kind of lute with 12 paired 
metal strings that are played 


with a pick or plectrum that is 
moved rapidly back and forth 
for a tremolo effect. “Her big­ 
gest complaint,” smiles Mrs. 
Dahl, “is that her D-string is 
always breaking. The D string 
isn’t weak. It’s just that Rose 
plays so enthusiastically.” 
Jane Welch uses a 40-year old 
guitar with a round brass plate 
attached to its front, that both 
am plifies and im proves the 
quality of the sound. “She plays 
chords in the first, fifth and 
seventh positions, as well as 
some melody runs in the chord 
progressions,” says Mrs. Dahl, 
“ and she uses a good Latin 
strum for the rhythm .” 


LONE MALE member of the 
band is ragtime pianist Beverly 
Fisher who improvises at the 
keyboard with a flair to provide 
“ a nice accompaniment as long 
as the piano is tuned to the 
same orchestra pitch as the 
other in stru m en ts.” F ish er’s 
bane: Pianos in need of repair 
that hinder his style. 
He is a relatively recent addi­ 
tion to the group, and succeed­ 
ed a woman ragtime piano 
player on the recommendation 
of a member of Marin Valley 
Mobile Club where the band 
practices. 
“ We are,” Mrs. Dahl de­ 
scribes her group, “ residents of 
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Fisher on the washtub boss, pianist Beverly Fisher, drummer and washboard 
virtuoso Pauline Laino, Evelyn Hogue with the banjo-uke, and Rose Doane on 
the mandolin. 
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THE NOVATO RURAL BAND is in rehearsal, at the Marin Volley Mobile Club 
whefe the amateur musicians meet every Tuesday for a noontime rehearsal.

one, ranging from “Irish Wash­

mute,” she recalls, then adds: 
“ But that wasn’t very success­ 
ful. 1 don’t know whether it was 
the construction, or my play­ 
ing."

Rural Band has appeared at 
such diverse places and events 
as the N azareth R etirem ent 
Home in San Rafael, the YVhis- 
tlc-Stop Senior Center in San 
Rafael, Hill Road Convalescent 
Home in Novato, Lynwood 
School in Novato, the Presby­ 
terian Church in San Rafael, 
Novato’s Old Town Festival, 
the Corte M adera-L arkspur 
Fourth of July celebration, Mill 
Valley Senior Citizen Center, 
the Grape Festival, the 4-H 
parade in Novato, Ix'fore Nova­ 
to Kiwanis and San Rafael Ma­ 
sons and Eastern Star, the San 
Marin Halloween parade, the 
Marin Valley Mobile Club, at 
Mission San Rafael Arcangel 
and at Hamilton Air Force 
Base. 
One special thrill for the am­ 
ateurs who make up the Novato 
Rural Band came when they 
saw themselves on television — 
briefly — in 1071 in Channel 5’s 
coverage of the San Marin Hal­ 
loween Parade in Novato. 


WHILE THEIR music has a 
special appeal to the elderly, 
the rural band has found it is 
able to entertain other genera­ 
tions. 
“And we enjoy the change," 
says Mrs. Dahl. 
Servicemen at Hamilton Base 
have l>een an especially respon­ 
sive audience, she adds. ‘But 
wherever we go. they seem to 
enjoy us.” 


For their appearances, the 
band members accept dona­ 
tions that go toward such ex­ 
pense as instruments and their 
repair, gasoline, etc. 


MRS. DAHL is the wife of 
Allen Dahl, a transit mechanic 
employed in San Francisco. He 
is no musician. Neither is any 
of their three daughters. 
“ I guess I ’m the fam ily 
freak,” she smiles. 
Sometimes she and her accor­ 
dion make solo appearances at 
receptions, open houses and 
similar events. 
But for the most part, the 
Novato Rural Band represents 
her musical horizons — and a 
happy, satisfying one. 


“ONE THING that used to 
bother us is that until recently 
most of the requests for our 
appearances came from out of 
town,” she says. “ But that has 
been changing gradually. Nova­ 
to seems to have discovered us. 
and we are getting more and 
more local calls.” 
There is, Mrs. Dahl has 
found, a demand and need for 
“ a knd of music that falls 
somewhere in-between the Or 
chestra Piccola, and the Hard 
Rock with its 12-bar progres­ 
sions and amplifiers (which we 
do not use).” 


Western tunes, blues. Latin 
and Irish pieces, waltzes, pol­ 
kas, hillbilly songs, sing-a-long 
music from an accordion, ban- 
jo-uke, mandolin, guitar piano 
and an assortment of rhythm 
instrum ents can still make 
Americans tap their feet and 
nod their heads in time. And to 
sm ile and relax, forgetting 
cares and problems, just as did

in

schools, around campfires, in 
sod houses and rancho hacien­ 
das, in town halls and other 
com m unity buildings genera­ 
tions ago.

Put a dozen or so children 
into a world of sand and sun­ 
shine, provide them with a 
stim ulatin g play 
area 
and 
im aginative equipm ent, and 
what do you wind up with? 
Happy children, enjoying a 
truly creative experience. 
And for a playground unsur­ 
passed in sheer personal exhila­ 
ration or in cooperative play 
effort 
anywhere 
in the Bay 
Area, Marin County residents 
need look no further than their 
own Ross Valley. 


PIXIE PLACE is that rare 
establishment: 
The only pri­ 
vate, non-profit playground ex­ 
pressly intended for the use of 
pre-school children in the Bay 
Area. Ixicated on the grounds of 
the wooded Marin Art and Gar­ 
den Center in Ross, its individu­ 
ality is enhanced by surround­ 
ings 
of 
refreshing 
natural 
beauty, all set to a musical 
background of the laughter of 
small tykes at play. 
The story of Pixie Place and 
how it. grew is another redoubt­ 
able chapter in the continuing 
story of the American — and 
Marin — tradition of volunteer 
effort. 
Pixie Place originated in 1952 
as a small area in the Marin 
Art and Garden Center devel­ 
oped by the Child Study Group 
of the Marin Branch, American 
Assn. of University Women. 
In 1956 the parents of the 
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children who used the play­ 
ground began to take over its 
management, and in 1958 they 
incorporated as Pixie Parents 
Inc. and assumed full responsi­ 
bility for Pixie Place. 
This newly-established group 
had a membership of some 30 
families. 


AS PIX IE Parents began to 
expand and become a stable 
organization, it became evident 
that if the playground were to 
become permanent, it would 
require a m ajor physical up­ 
grading. Accordingly, the orga­ 
nization began contacting archi­ 
tects expert in the planning of 
children's playgrounds. 


IN ITS EARLY YEARS, in 1960 when this photograph was taken, just 
eight years after its founding and two years after the incorporation of 
Pixie Parents Inc., the Pixie Place playground at the Marin Art and 
Garden Center in Ross looked like this. Since then, it has undergone 
extensive renovation. And yet another badly needed "remodeling" is 
under way. 


Robert Royston of Mill Val­ 
ley, well known for his effective 
design of playgrounds in Palo 
Alto, 
Alameda and Oakland, 
volunteered his services in the 
designing of a new Pixie Place. 
The first requirement was the 
acquisition of more land. The 
Marin Art and Garden Center 
granted the use of an additional 
1.2 acres adjacent to the origi­ 
nal site. 
ROYSTOYS DESIGNS were 


completed in 1958. Then the 
Pixie Parents were confronted 
by the considerable problem of 
raising the funds to finance the 
construction and the new equip­ 
ment that would be required. 
The estim ated cost: $20,000. 
The sum in the organization’s 
treasury: just $80. 
To raise the needed money 
the entire membership of Pixie 
Parents was marshalled for a 
supreme fundraising effort.

A succession of benefit events 
followed — and eventually the 
needed thousands were in the 
bank. 
Along with accumulating the 
finances, the Pixie Parents also 
volunteered hundreds of work 
hours toward the renovating 
and construction of the play­ 
ground. 


ELDON BECK of Royston, 
Hanam oto, Beck and Abey, 
lan dscape arch itect, recalls 
that at the time the w-ork began 
•‘there wasn’t anything there 
really except a fence and pavil­ 
ion — and lots of underbrush.” 


In the end, they had an at­ 
tractive playground replete 
with child-safe paths and with 
individual play areas geared to 
the special needs of the ages of 
the children involved, all in 
harmony with the surrounding 
lan dscape, natural and nur­ 
tured. 
The Marin Art and Garden 
Center holds dear the philoso­ 
phy 
that its grounds are a 
living memorial area. In keep­ 
ing with that tradition, Pixie 
Place is intended to be a memo­ 
rial playground. 
In 1953 the Albert Evers fam i­ 
ly of Ross donated a covered 
and enclosed pavilion in memo­ 
ry of their son, Albert J. Evers 
Jr. 
This building is an all 
weather structure that is heat-

ed and contains kitchen and 
bathroom facilities. 


ONE ENTIRE play area and 
the equipment therein is a me­ 
morial to Dr. William J. Kerr 
Jr. It consists of a large free­ 
form area of sand into which 
slides, mounted low on a hill, 
deposit their young travelers. 
Concrete climbing and hiding 
places complete the memorial 
area. 
Another such memorial is the 
fragrant and shady wisteria ar­ 
bor erected in memory of Cam­ 
ille Laurent Diesmen. a Pixie 
Parent member whose special 
interest was in the garden 
areas of Pixie Place. 
Several other memorial areas 
grace the grounds of Pixie 
Place. 
Since the construction of Pix­ 
ie Place in 1958 a continuing 
effort to keep up with mainte­ 
nance and add new play and 
safety equipment has been car­ 
ried out. In 1971. however. Pixie 
Parents agreed that a major 
renovation job was necessary. 
At this time. Pixie Parents 
contacted Michael Painter of 
Michael P ainter and Asso­ 
ciates. Landscape Architects, of 
Mill Valley and he volunteered 
his services to master plan for 
the necessary renovation work. 
Frank Peccorini, landscape 
contractor of San Rafael, con­ 
tracted to do the work. 
Rut again, many volunteer 
hours were necessary on the 
part of Pixie Parents. 


THOUSANDS OF cubic feet 
of sand and tanbark, Pixie s 
play area groundcovers, were 
replaced, additional play equip­ 
ment was added, and much 
play equipment was rearranged 
to allow for separation of older 
from younger children. Much 
landscaping and path rearrang­ 
ing was done to correct ecologi­ 
cal damage incurred by wear 
and tear and by time since 1958 
when the last major work had 
l>een done. 
Painter has on the drawing of 
wood boards a new functional 
play structure which will be 
acquired by Pixie Place in the 
near future. It is a climbing 
and swinging structure com­ 
plete with rope and tire swings, 
nets to catch adventuresome 
souls, and angles and dangles 
designed to stimulate the imag­ 
inations of Pixie's older chil­ 
dren. 
All these maintenance efforts, 
renovations 
and 
new 
play 
equipment cost money far in 
excess of the annual dues to 
Pixie Parents Inc. Indeed, the 
dues cover only annual operat­ 
ing expenses. 
The annual dues are $7 — 
$3.50 of which goes towards 
membership in the Marin Art 
and Garden Center, netting Pix­ 
ie Parents only $.3 50 a year 
from each member family. This 
annual fee has not changed 
since the early 1960s.

A POINT OF special pride 
with Mrs. Martin-Vegue was 
the choice of a tapestry, cus­ 
tom-designed by Mark Adams 
and woven in France, and rep­ 
resenting the brilliant colors of 
a hillside French vineyard, for 
the jception area. 
Done all in wool, six feet 
square, it provides what Mrs. 
Martin-Vegue considered to be 
a necessary texture and 
warmth called for “ because so 
much of the building is con­ 
crete.” 
A painting as that large focal 
point would not have provided 
that same dimensional texture 
and warmth achieved by the 
tapestry, she feels. 
Another inclusion was a 15- 
foot-tall stainless steel, fluted 
garden sculpture by Tony 
DeLap, in the garden court. 


IT REFLECTS the keen in­ 
terest of Richard K. Duncan, 
Commerce Clearing House vice 
president, in the fine arts. 
Duncan, says Mrs. Martin- 
Vegue, “ was a fantastic client 
— a delightful person with 
whom to work.” And Bob Mar­ 
quis described Duncan as “ a 
modern DeMedici” because of 
his interest in and knowledge of 
the arts. 
A current assignment from 
which Mrs. Martin-Vegue is de­ 
riving much enjoyment and sat­ 


isfaction is the restoration of a 
beautiful old Bernard May beck 
building in conjunction with a 
new Marquis —- Stoller-de- 
signed dining pavilion for the 
University of California Faculty 
Club in Berkeley. 


“ IT IS particularly challeng­ 
ing because one has to deal 
with the beautiful feeling that 
Maybeck had for architecture, 
and let it set the mood —almost 
one of nostalgia,” she says, 
“ and yet work largely with 
things that are produced today 
as its furnishings.” 
Thus modern copies of the old 
Windsor chairs, newly manu­ 
factured but completely in 
keeping with that Maybeck feel­ 
ing, were included in the decor. 
An exception to the contem­ 
porary origins, if not feeling, of 
the furnishings were some old 
Morris chairs found on the 
premises and being refurbished 
for use again. 


THE PLANNING of the facul­ 
ty club restoration is ow in its 
final stages. 
In contrast to the more lei­ 
sure and considered approach 
taken to the Berkeley assign­ 
ment was a “ hurry-up” call 
from Xerox which wanted a 
quick job done on its research 
center in Palo Alto. 
“ I had just two weeks,” Mrs. 
Martin-Vegue says, “ and my 
main concern was with person­ 
nel who had been newly as­ 
signed to work in the sement 
area. The idea was to make 
them feel that their surround­ 
ings were as nice as those 
enjoyed by workers on the up­ 
per floor.” 


One device used by Mrs. Mar­ 
tin-Vegue was the use of im­ 
pressionistic murals of windows 
with garden scenes beyond — 
“ very contemporary, and yet 
very warm.” 


PLANS HAVE been finished 
and accepted for the interior of 
a proposed new library at Cali­ 
fornia Polytechnic in San Luis 
Obispo, but funds for the build­ 
ing have not yet been forthcom­ 
ing. 
Other recent jobs have in­ 
cluded offices and showrooms 
for Arnelle of California, a San 
Francisco dress manufacturer, 
and the offices of Love Cosmet­ 
ics in New Yorkity. 
Mrs. Martin-Vegue’s husband 
Frank works as an executive 
with Tiburon Vintners. She has 
decorated their own home in 
Lucas Valley, but adds: “ We 
have been there only a year, so 
it really hasn’t jelled as yet.” 
Besides, she adds, her pri­ 
mary interest lies in the com­ 
mercial building field. 


AND SHE considers herself 
an interior designer — not a 
decorator. 
At age 30, Mrs. Martin-Vegue 
feels that her association with 
the comparatively small firm is 
an ideal arrangement for her 
professionally “ because it gives 
me the option f immense vari­ 
ety of design, instead of being 
pigeon-oled into one type or 
time.” 
She feels, too, that all archi­ 
tects should either hire interior 
design consultants or, prefera­ 
bly, have interior designers 
within their firm “ so that 
clients can enjoy the benefits of 
coordination of design talents 
from start to finish on a job.” 
And she attributes the suc­ 
cess she has already enjoyed to 
“ the simple fact that I enjy 
my work.” 


HER IDEAS FOR the interior design of a building 
have reached the point where Phyllis Martin-Vegue 
is ready to make a presentation to the representa­ 


tives of a Marquis & Stoller client. The scene is the 
conference room in the San Francisco Beach Street 
offices of the architectural firm.

French Region For 
Random Rambling 


La Province do Bourgogne, 
with its rolling countryside re­ 
plete with vineyard castles and 
ancient churches reflected in 
silvcr-stream serenity, is, like 
its food and wines, to be sa­ 
vored leisurely. 
What is Burgundy? 
Put most simply, it is a color, 
an area, a wine, a feeling! This 
cultural tapestry stretches from 
the C ru sa d e rs’ V ezelay and 
dukedom of Dijon to m erchant 
Macon. 


AT 
BURGUNDY’S 
c ro ss­ 
roads, 
Beaune can truly be 
described as the very hub of the 
“ Golden Slope" — Cote d ’Or — 
the Burgundian nam e for the 
gilded expanse of low-lving hills 
which extend from Dijon on the 
north to Santenay in the south. 
Here, ocher fields are crested 
with a sea of sun-splashed vines 
and golden stone steeples. 
The robust French province 
of Burgundy was as powerful as 
La Belle France itself in the 
Middle Ages hen the splendid 
dukes spread their might to 
other European nations. As a 
result, Burgundy is also home 
for Romanesque and Flemish 
art and edifices, with a French 
accent. 
Even the Greek influence is 
evidenced by the Sixth Century 
B.C. bronze mixing bowl dis­ 
covered in Vix and now in 
C hatillon-sur-Seine in a m u­ 
seum , the delightful M aison 
Philandier Renaissance manor 
housing fine archeological collc- 
tions. 


AT BEAUNE, the wine capi­ 
tal, one savors the essence of 
Burgundy. 
A prim e exam ple is the per­ 
fectly preserved 15th' Century 
Hospice — a working hospital 
— and a Gothic m asterpiece 
with multi-colored tile roof that 
also shelters treasures of Flem ­ 
ish Burgundian art. Notable is 
the polyptych of the L ast 
Judgem ent by Roger van der 
Weyden. Close by is the Musee 
du Vin de Bourgogne, while 
beneath the town ram parts are 
fascinating cellars that may be 
visited. 
Burgundy is the ideal region 
for random rambling. 
From Paris, one may speed 
along main autoroutes — quick­ 
est access to the area — then 
easily get off on the scenic, 
secondary roads and wander, 
by auto, bike or foot, through 
tlie pastoral pleasures and gas- 
tonom ic offerings. Even “ in 
season," there is little difficulty 
in finding com fortable lodging, 
esp ecially in out-of-the-w ay 
places.

ually perfected to a fine art in 
this province. Many connois­ 
seu rs contend th at this is 
France’s outstanding gastonom- 
ic region as well as having 
earned it an accolade rating for 
its w orld-renow ned red and 
white wines. 
Ah, the wines! From Sens in 
the northwest district of Yonne 
to Macon in the southwest dis­ 
trict of Saonc and Ixiire, are 
vintages to both please and 
excite the palate. The Chablis 
region, the Cote dc Nuits, the 
Cote de Beaune, the Cote de 
Chalon, the Maconnais and the 
Nivernais constitute the six m a­ 
jo r w ine-grow ing regions of 
Burgundy. 
Sens serves as the gateway 
into Burgundy. 


AT CITY CENTER stands 
one of the oldest Gothic cathe­ 
drals in France and its treasury 
contains the robes of Thomas 
Becket among other important 
reliq u a rie s. From Sens, one 
may wish to m eander through 
to Pontigny, Chablis and stop 
over in Auxerre to visit the 
histo ric C ath ed ral of Saint- 
Etienne and the abbey church 
of Saint-Germain, whose crypts 
contain very rare Carolingian 
frescoes. Then continue through 
the valley of the Cure into the 
green and peaceful landscape 
of the Morvan. 
Burgundy, in eastern France, 
has just about every scenic 
splendor one can imagine — 
plains, plateaus, lakes, rivers, 
canals, magnificent forests and 
mountains as well as rich val­ 
leys and hillsides. 
Wine is one of the key m ateri­ 
als of Burgundian cuisine. It 
not only accom panies a dish in 
Burgundy, it is an integral part 
in the making — it m arinates, 
seasons, colors and flavors. 


AND BURGUNDY’S m ost 
prized Jewels are its sunny slop­ 
ing vineyards, with such evoca­ 
tive names as Romanee, Pom- 
m ard, Montrachet, Chambertin 
(a favorite of Napoleon), Moulin 
a Vent, and Morgon. 
The province’s flavorful beef 
com es from the celeb rated 
creamy-white herds of Charo- 
lais cattle which fet'd on fertile 
pastures in the Nivernais. Then 
there are the succulent chick­ 
ens from the Bressc district, or 
game, cooked to a delicious 
turn, from its superb forests. 
Add to this the unique specialty 
of Burgundy, the escargot or 
p erh ap s the spicy, fra g ra n t 
golden m ustard which carries 
the name Dijon. 
Truly a gastronomic paradise 
which raises a sigh even in 
other regions of France. 


CONTINUING BY auto from 
Burgundy’s northwest portal, a 
deligtful “ m ust” u a visit to 
Vezelay and the town’s abbey 
of the Madeleine, with its in- 
comprable facade, the whole, a 
m asterp iece of R om anesque 
art. It is here that the Second 
Crusade began, preached by 
Saint Bernard, and with King 
Ix>uis its leader. 
Close by is the old fortified 


town of Avallon, shielded be­ 
hind its ancien t ra m p a rts. 
Spending a day or two there 
will prove a gastronom ic high­ 
light, for the Hosteleric de la 
Poste and the Moulin de Ruats 
are considered among the best 
in the country. Avallon is an 
excellent setting-off spot for ex­ 
cursions to the north of the 
Massif du Morvan. 
South of Avallon one comes 
upon Chateau-Chinon, located 
on a towering hill-top offering a 
splendid panoram ic view across 
the Massif. 


A SOUTHW ESTERLY trek 
brings the m otorist to the form 
er Roman town of Autun. with 
its rem ains of the largest thea­ 
ter in Roman Gaul, and its 
sanctuary, the “ Temple of Jan ­ 
us.” Autun’s cathedral has the 
delightful, 
vivid sculpture of 
Giselbertus, and a climb to the 
belfry offers a view’ of the 
serene countryside. Afterwards, 
one should see the Musee Rolin 
at its base, where the bas-relief 


of the “Temptation Eve” is on 
exhibit. 
As an alternative, you may 
take the auto route from north­ 
ern 
T onnere 
to 
F ontenay, 
where the abbey is considered 
the purest, most perfect model 
of Cistercian art, and to Dijon, 
capital of the Dukes of Burgun­ 
dy. 
Dijon is filled with history. 
Home of the “ Grand Dukes of 
the W est,” Dijon was the 14th 
Century hub of a province as 
pow erful 
as 
F ra n c e itself, 
stretching to the North Sea, 
including among its possessions 
a good part of Belgium, half the 
Netherlands, and the Duchy of 
L uxem bourg. The legendary 
feasts given in the palace at 
Dijon established early the rep­ 
utation of Burgundians as hear­ 
ty eaters and drinkers. 


A BIT TO the south and west 
of Dijon is ougeot, a tiny 
Burgundian village which s the 
center of probably the greatest 
wine region of France. The 


Chateu du Clos de Vougeot was 
built by Cistercian monks in 
1551 Its vines date to the 12th 
Century. On certain nights of 
the year it is a mecca for the 
wine-lovers of the world when 
the C hevaliers du T astev in 
gather to do honor to wines of 
Burgundy. 
Within the vicinity of Dijon 
are the intriguing little towns of 
T ournus, whose R om anesque 
abbey church is unique and 
inspiring, and Cluny, one of the 
great nam es in the history of 
western civilization. Founded in 
910, this Benedictine order once 
boasted an abbey church w hich 
was the largest in Christendom 
The southern arm of its great 
transept and two towers still 
stand. 
Further south, 
Macon, the 
birthplace of Lam artine, is an 
im portant commercial center. 
The Saonc, here nearly 1 .INK) 
feet wide, offers a straight, two- 
mile stretch of water, an excep­ 
tional course for competitive 
rowing.

BESIDES THE comfortable 
hotels, there are meticulously 
m ain tain ed and unobtru stiv e 
cam psites. Even the man-made 
structures like East G lacier’s 
unusual challenging nine-hole 
golf course, blend easily into 
the park’s natural beauty.

Athletes And Ethics

The past few years have seen 
a sp la tte rin g of expose-type 
books by athletes who have 
b ared the problem s of the 
gam es they play — and often a 
great deal of their personal 
lives as well. 
T hese w ere fa r different 
books from the older, ghost­ 
written genre that recited the 
heroics of the superstars for a 
hero worship cult, and gave 
superficial or no attention to 
activities off the playing field 
or arena. 
While the older books enjoyed 
only a limited readership, and 
this largely among juveniles, 
both under and over 21, the new 
expose-type books with their 
sensational revelations often hit 
the best-seller lists. And stir 
heated controversy. 
“ Don’t Blame the Gam e” by 
form er Cleveland Brown defen­ 
sive end Bill Glass, assisted by 
William M. Pinson Jr., a pro­ 
fessor of Christian ethics at 
Southwestern Baptist Theologi­ 
cal Sem inary in Fort Worth, 
Tex., represents yet a third 
kind of sports book. 
It offers a rebuttal to the

stands in a staunch belief in the 
Christian faith and ethics. And 
they contend that there is far 
greater support among fellow 
athletes for their concept of 
what constitutes proper behav­ 
ior for a sports figure than for 
the do-your-own-thing philoso­ 
phy of Nam ath, et al. 
The form at used by Glass and 
Pinson is to lead off each chap­ 
ter with a quote from the oppos­ 
ition, touching upon one partic­ 
ular facet of sports and social 
ethics. The two authors then 
rebut that quote, using a dia­ 
logue form at in which they 
alternate in com m entary. At 
first, the technique is mildly 
disconcerting. But one adjusts, 
and on the whole the approach 
is effective and persuasive. 
At the outset, Pinson general­ 
ly takes the role of devil’s 
advocate, setting up straw men 
for partner Glass to bowl over. 
But as the book progresses, the 
professor joins the ex-footballer 
more genuinely as a participant 
in the argum ent. 
Some of the topics tackled 
head-on include the charges of 
brutality, the claim that profes- 
sonal athletes under contract 
for their services are degraded 
to slave status, racial preju­ 
dice, the use of drugs, drinking, 
the em phasis upon money, the 
playboy m orality, “ bump-and- 
run” sex, gambling and even 
swearing. 
To Dave Meggyesy’s report 
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bridge setting most effectively. 
Although both author and hero­ 
ine are women, there is nothing 
exclusively feminine about the 
story.

league,” Glass adm its that “ ra­ 
cial prejudice at one tim e was a 
serious problem in sports.” But 
he adds:“ Things are getting 
better.” And sum m arizes: “ In 
some ways pro sports reflect 
the prejudice of Am erican life, 
but they don’t contribute to it. 
Athletes can’t take credit for all 
the improvements in race rela­ 
tions over the last few years. 
But they deserve some credit. 
Keep in mind that any racism 
in pro sports is the product of a 
sickness in our society and in 
m ankind in g en eral. Don’t 
blame the gam e.” 
W here Joe N am ath says. 
“ Most of the time, there’s got 
to be some fun mixed with the 
business, or I just won’t bother 
with it,” Pinson retorts: “ The 
person who spends his life seek­ 
ing pleasure seldom, perhaps 
never, 
finds what he seeks. 
M aking happiness the chief 
goal of life is a sure way not to 
find it. The best way to find 
happiness is to forget about it.” 
And Glass com m ents: “ The 
pleasure approach to life says: 
Get wealth. Enjoy sensual ac­ 
tivity. Life for yourself. But if 
you make your goal serving 
others, you discover real happi­ 
ness.” 
Glass counters the claim that 
athletics breed m ilitarism , and 
interjects his own belief: “ Too 
much m ilitarism exists in this 
country and th roughout the 
world. The am ount of money 
spent on arm am ents is a dis­ 
grace. Why waste our resources 
fighting one another? We need 
to combat our real enemies — 
hunger, poverty, racism , igno­ 
rance, pride, selfishness. . .We 
have so many real problems, 
(but) it’s ridiculous to attack 
sports which are predom inantly 
helpful.” 
D rugs, d rin k in g , gam bling, 
profanity, casual sex are all 
less prevalent in sports than the 
expose books have suggested, 
Glass and Pinson m aintain, and 
Nam ath, “ som ething of a high 
priest for playboyism —fun mo­ 
rality,” is not the typical ath­ 
lete. 
Their nominee would seem to 
Ik? another quarterback, Roger 
Staubach, who wrote the pre­ 
face for the book — “ Many 
people call me a square. My 
reaction is simply this —if lov­ 
ing my family and being a 
Christian are the traits, then 
I’m proud of being a square.” 
— and who is quoted frequently 
in the pages that follow. 
Quite probably, neither Na­ 
m ath 
nor Staubach is truly 
representative of the average 
professional sports star, whose 
personality and ethical stan­ 
dards probably lie somewhere 
in the wide gap between the 
two. 
And in assessing the moral 
clim ate of professional sports, 


once again the truth is probably 
to be found somewhere in the 
middle —less swinging than a 
reading of Bouton or Namath 
would indicate, less straight- 
laced than Glass and Pinson 
might lead one to believe. 
One thing is certain: A Bou­ 
ton book with its humor is more 
fun to read than the Glass- 
Pinson book. For Glass and 
Pinson are utterly serious and 
unquestionably sincere. In their 
defense of sports and their up­ 
holding of Christian m oral stan­ 
dards, they have no tim e for 
witticisms. 
Still, they have w ritten an 
interesting book, and their pres­ 
entation is im pressive. They 
seem weakest in their argu­ 
ments that money doesn’t over­ 
shadow competition in sports 
(in the face of sports page 
headlines to the contrary), and 
in defending the em phasis that 
is placed on winning (while 
rejecting the win-at-any-priee 
syndrome, they nonetheless ap­ 
pear to underestim ate the im ­ 
pact the glorification of victory 
must have upon younger im ita­ 
tors). 
And while they reject the 
“ God is in my corner” school of 
thought in athletics and suggest 
that the prayer-m aker ask only 
that he perform to his fullest 
potential, there are tim es when 
they seem to suggest that the 
Deity might, indeed, align him­ 
self w ith one man —and against 
another — in the boxing ring, or 
with one team —and against 
another —on the football field. 


Still, if the picture Glass and 
Pinson present of sports ethics 
doesn’t quite jibe with reality, 
they make the point that athlet­ 
ics and athletes generally are 
no worse and no better than the 
society in which they function. 
They set some goals and stan­ 
dards to which athletes, and all 
of us, could well aspire. And 
they remind us that old-fash­ 
ioned, socially-concerned Chris- 
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tian ity has not d isap p eared 
from the scene —and that there 
are men still willing to stand up 
and speak out for those beliefs.

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THE DEBUT O F A YO U N G A N D GIFTED WRITER 


JUDAH THE PIOUS by Francine 
Prose; 
Atheneum, 
279 
pages,

There is about this brand-new book, the 
first novel by a 24-year young woman, a 
feeling of antiquity, a biblical, poetic 
wisdom that is ancient and precious. In 
the tradition of Sufi and Chasidic tales 
and the Talmud, Francine Prose tells a 
story within a story that is more an 
enfolding than a telling. 
The outer petal of her lotus-like “ Judah 
the ious” is set in the Polish court once 
upon a time - perhaps a century ago. 
Two Polish aristocrats, who in the 
tradition of people over the ages have 
insisted that rituals different from their 
own are evil, have witnessed the throw­ 
ing of a handful of dirt upon the grave 
during a Jewish burial ceremony. They 
conclude that the Jews are “ teasing their 
dead with a last sweet taste of soil that, 
would tantalize their ghosts into coming 
back from the other world and stalking 
innocent people.’’ 


In the ensuing reaction to this “ barba­ 
rism.” there is no one willing to plead the 
case of the Jews since their lawyers had 
become strangers to their faith, the 
rabbis and scholars were unaccustomed 
to convincing unsympathetic listeners, 
and the prominent citizens were unwill­ 
ing to risk their high positions. So when 
an unknown 89-year-old tuteler, Rabbi 
Eliezer of Rimanov, volunteered to repre­ 
sent his people before the ruler of Po­ 
land, the Jews, in desperation, allowed 
him to do so. 


The young king is astounded by the old 
man’s knowledge of intimate court mat­ 
ters and expresses his suspicion that the 
rabbi had spent several weeks research­ 
ing court affairs. 
“ Nonsense,” the rabbi replied. “ My 
secret is an empty head, purposely kept 
blank, so that the slightest tremor of the 
eyelid which passes before it can inscribe 
a story there, more accurate and compli­ 
cated than anything I could have read.” 


Finally alone with the king, the old 
man explained the dirt-throwing custom 
by saving that his people believed that 
the spirit of a dead man accompanied his 
body to the cemetery where it lingered 
like “ an uncomfortable party guest, seek­ 
ing the proper moment to make an exit 
and a seemly manner of saying good­ 
bye’’; and that it was not until the soul of 
the departed saw his loved one turn his 
back and cast dirt on his grave that he 
felt assured that life would go on without 
him and he could begin to take his rest. 
The young king scoffed at the rabbi’s 
reference to spirits and such which he 
had never seen. Sensing the unhappiness 
of the lonely king who had been unable to 
discuss his feelings of estrangement from 
the warm protective arms of the mother 
church, the old man asked that his people 
be permitted to retain their custom if he 
was able to convince the king of the 
fallacy of a system which did not allow 
for the unseen and improbable. The king 


agreed. 
This is only the setting of the jewel that 
follows. 
The tale the old spellbinding rabbi tells 
is like the clear crystal water of a stream 
coursing its way over polished gem-like 
stones. The words here do not describe 
the action but are the action; there is no 
searation between the flowing liquidity 
of the story and the story. There is only 
the action — pure and perfect. 
This reviewer has long ago overcome 
his sweet-tooth addiction for the occasion­ 
al excellence of the late-late shows by 
having given away his television set. He 
was helpless, however, before the sweet 
charm of Francine Prose* poetic prose. 
Carried along by her magic, he was 
licking his eves until 4 a.m. savoring the 
rare delicacy of her verbal honey. ’ 
Francine Prose is indeed deserving of 
her publisher’s accolades that “ this is an 
extraordinary work by a young and 
gifted writer.”

This is a somber tale of 
circles — concentric circles of 
human existence which border, 
control and influence lives. 
Ethnocentricity emerges as 
the widest one. 
A Greek colony lies in the 
bowels of urban Chicago, all 
but escaping involvement with 
the larger community. It is a 
closed whirlpool of homogenous 
interaction that touches and af­ 
fects all its members. The 
smallest spheres are, of course, 
those of families and their in­ 
termingling. 
A young man returns from 
Vietnam, embraces one kind of 
love, yet is disturbed by anoth­ 
er. Although sick to the marrow 
of death and killing, he is inevi­ 
tably reinvolved with them. 
This is the plot at its basic 
level. 
“ In the Land of Morning" is 
curiously remindful of a 1950s 
television drama in its claustro­ 
phobic compression of action 
and mood of character entrap­ 
ment.

Evan Hunter, who has writ­ 
ten, among other works, “ The 
Blackboard

“ Fuzz," has, I am afraid, failed 
to enhance his reputation with 
his new novel “ Come Winter ” 
This novel is a sequel to 
Hunter’s moderately successful 
“ Last Summer." The central 
characters, Sandy, David, and 
Peter, are retained as an insep­ 
arable trio whose lives seem to 
be about as mixed up as this 
plot. 
We are given some insight 
into the characters’ lives by the 
authorial device of having Pe­ 
ter, the main narrator, switch 
back and forth mentally to con 
versations he has had with his 
psychiatrist. There is some 
good humor and clever writing 
in these flashbacks, but more 
significant is the fact that this 
shrink, Dr. Krakauer. needs to 
be shrunk himself. Also, if 
Krakauer were doing his job, 
Peter would not be roaming 
around the mountains with two 


other unstables and telling us 
about their bizarre deeds. 


Ski buffs might enjoy clipping 
along the mountain trails with 
these terrible three, for there 
are indeed some exhilarating 
descriptions of death-defying 
plunges into valleys and some 
hair-raising diff-edge adven­ 
tures. 


Had the plot been better de­ 
veloped “ Come Winter" might 
well have succeeded. I have the 
sneaking suspicion, however, 
that Hunter was looking ahead 
and eyeing a contract for the 


far more lucrative motion pic­ 
ture rights. Perhaps it would 
have been better for all con­ 
cerned had he just written the 
screenplay and forgotten about 
the book until later.

History O f 
The Dahlia 


One of the delightful aspects 
of Spain’s conquest of Mexico 
was the appearance of some 
roots in the botanic gardens in 
Madrid in T89. 
The plants that sprung forth 
were hardly spectacular, but 
they interested the Swedish pro­ 
fessor, Andreas Dahl, an ardent 
follower of the great botanist 
Linnaeus; Dahl devoted so 
much time to this Mexican na­ 
tive it was named in his honor. 
Hence Dahlias. 
Actually, it was many years 
and several thousand plants lat­ 
er that the ancestors of the 
present garden Dahlias ap­ 
peared, and the vast array of 
different flower forms were de­ 
veloped. 
Ideal growing conditions for 
Dahlias include a soil that is 
loose and well-drained; plenty 
of organic matter in the soil so 
that enough moisture is re­ 
tained to keep the plants grow­ 
ing well; and plenty of moisture 
and ample plant food during the 
growing season — so that 
growth does not slow down at 
any time once the shoots start 
coming-up. 
Nurseries have Dahlia tubers 
available for planting now. 


How Much Water? 


Water requirements of house- 
plants vary. During active 
growth they need more. In fall 
and inter they are often dor­ 
mant and the soil should be 
kept drier. Water house plants 
until the entir soil base is wet, 
then let top of soil dry before 
watering again.

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Growing 
Salad 
Makings 


There are two big reasons for 
the sudden surge of interest in 
vegetable gardening. 
First, there is the new aware­ 
ness of ecology. Growing fresh 
produce in your own backyard 
seems very much in keeping 
with that movement, as well as 
affording you some healthful 
exercise. 
Second, high prices, including 
foodstuffs, have caused many 
households to become increas­ 
ingly concerned with their food 
budgets. Homegrown vegeta­ 
bles are as economical as they 
are wholesome. 


A GREAT MANY Californi­ 
ans are planting home vegeta­ 
ble gardens this month. And, in 
a state where the emphasis is 
on outdoor living during the 
summer, a special salad plot is 
a sensible addition to the gar­ 
den. 
Salad vegetables include to­ 
matoes, radishes, cucumbers, 
green onions, endive, parsley, 
and lettuce. Head lettuce will 
do well, planted now, in cooler 
areas of the state. Inland, in 
warmer spots, leaf lettuce — in 
tempting variety — is a better 
choice now. If in doubt, check 
with your nurseryman. 
It isn’t necessry to have un­ 
limited garden space to grow 
goodies for the salad bowl. 
Apartment dwellers can grow 
certain items in pots or window 
boxes on a sunny balcony. 


CHERRY TOMATOES, or 
such salad treats as Pixie or 
Patio tomatoes — which are 
small oval morsels of flavor — 
can be grownin pots, or contain­ 
ers, in limited space. A fun 
gardening experience is to grow 
tomatoes in a tub. They can be 
trained on a trellis to support 
the growth and heavy yield of: 
tomatoes, advises the Califor­ 
nia Assn. of Nurserymen. 
If your garden lacks space 
for a salad plot, a little ingenui­ 
ty solves the problem: Certain 
cucumbers can be trained to 
grow on a support in a easy-to- 
handle size container; parsley 
is a pretty plant for edgings in 
the garden, and leaf lettuce can 
be planted again and again, and 
featured as crispy green or red 
accent in garden borders.

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On Working With Pre-Mixed Cement 


By ANDY LANG 
Premixed cement is just that. 
The ingredients have been fac­ 
tory-m easu red , mixed and 
bagged. 
Only the addition of water is 
required to make a workable 
product for instant use in patch­ 
ing concrete and repairing 
brickwork. 
But it is a mistake to use the 
mix exactly as it comes from 
the bag if you want optimal 
results. That’s because the in­ 
gredients have been separated 
a bit during transportation and 
storage. 


THUS, IF YOU scoop out only 
the portion which you intend to 
use — as, for instance, in the 
case of a concrete mix — it will 
not have the same proportion of 
ingredients as when originally 
bagged. The heavier pieces of 
gravel may have sunk to the 
bottom of the sack, so that the 
first part that is used will not 
have enough gravel, whereas 
that used last will have too 
much of it. 
To be sure that you get the 
mixture intended, dump out the 
entire bag — whether it be a 10- 
pounder or a 90-pounder — on a 
piece of plywood or something 
similar. Mix it thoroughly, then 
take as much as you think you 
will need. 
Only when you are ready to 
begin immediately to make a 
patch should the water. 


ADD THE 
WATER slowly 
until you get a workable mix­ 
ture, one that is neither too dry 
nor too wet. If it’s too dry, you 
won’t be able to spread it easi­ 
ly. If it’s too wet, it will develop 
puddles as you spread it. A 
mixture with too much water in 
it will not be as strong as one 
with the proper amount.

TH E SAND M IX T U R E is 
used to make patches in a 


sidewalk or walls where the 
thickness is only an inch or so. 
Where extra strength is re­ 
quired on thicker surfaces, use 
a gravel or concrete mix. To 
patch the joints between bricks, 
concrete blocks and the like, 
use a mortar mix. 
The sand mix is made of 
cement and sand; the gravel 
mix of cement, sand and grav­ 
el; the mortar mix of sand, 
cement and lime.

TERMITES INVADING MARIN HOMES NOW. 


Every homeowner in Marin County 
should be on the alert this month for a 
cloud of winged ant-like insects any­ 
where around his home. Don't assume 
that they are ants. It may be a swarm of 
termites! 
In the early spring and fall, all three 
types of termites found in Marin send out 
swarms of flying "kings" and "queens" 
to start new nests. Swarming is heavy 
and noticeable on a sunny day following 
rain, but continues to some degree from 
late February through late October. 
Termite colonies send out swarms only 
after they've been established for three 
years or more. The flying reproductives 
can go only a short distance, seldom more 
than 100 feet unless helped by winds. So 
if you see a cloud of swarmers or their 
discarded wings, there's a termite nest 
nearby. 
The swarmers can act as an early-warn­ 


ing system for you. The nest is still fairly 
small when the first swarms are sent out. 
If you detect an early swarm, therefore, 
you've avoided the worst damage. Later, 
the nests grow to 250,000 termites or more. 
The three types of termites in Marin . 
have somewhat different habits for nest­ 
ing and swarming. But all three types 
have infested homes in every part of 
Marin. And contrary to popular belief, 
they can infest both new and old homes. 
So every Marin homeowner should be 
alert this month. 
If you see a swarm or discarded wings, 
call Hinkley & Gordon for a complete 
Structural Pest Control Inspection.

From The Jazz Greats And Cat Stevens 
To The Music Of Scrfobin And Ives 


By JOHN 
A top lineup of jazz greats is featured on 
“ G iants,” from the Perception-A m pex label 
(M519). 
This cassette of seven high-energy jazz stan­ 
dards such as “ Love for Sale,” and “Caravan,” 
boasts Dizzy Gillespie, Bobby Hackett and Mary 
Lou Williams. It seems to have been taped some 
years back, but the sound is fine stereo, though 
un-Dolby-ized.

ANOTHER double-play cassette is devoted to 
the early recorded works of Cat Stevens, the 
British singer-eomposer who has received so 
much praise for his series of fine LPs on A & M 
recently. It combines two albums, “ Matthew and 
Son,” and “New Masters” (Deram-Ampex J77600). 
The backing is not as lavish in these tracks as on 
later ones, and the lyrics are brought to the fore. 
Some critics feel Stevens to be a modern version 
of the ancient troubadour, or say that if he lived in 
Schubert’s time he would have written glorious 
lieder. He 3oes have a way with words and music 
that is unique though occasionally I cringe at 
somewhat brainless lyrics (“ I Love My Dog and 
My Dog Loves Me.”) 


Since I had simultaneously received the LP 
version from London, I had another fascinating A-1 
B comparison opportunity here, the upshot of) 
which is I couldn’t tell any difference between the 
tape and the disc; both will make your hair stand 
on end when heard on proper equipment at a good j 
ear-shattering volume. 
Charles Ives singular “ Piano Sonata No. 2” has I 
so much going on at one time in it that a single 
pianist really can’t bring it off. Therefore other| 
instruments are often used to add support. 


OUR FINAL cassette for this week grows out of 
the programming of a KSAN disc jockey and 
record producer who goes by the name of Voco. 
“ Lights Out; San Francisco” (Blue Thumb- 
Ampex IJj6004) is a strange but very listenable 
collection of tunes ranging from rock and jazz 
through belly-dancing music and ending with a 
country^ song. None of the performers are identi­ 
fied but all are excellent. This is a double-play 
cassette too, and should provide some groovy 
listening experiences to all those with catholic 
tastes in music. 


IN A NEW Dolby-ized DGG-Ampex stereotape 
(L43215), pianist Roberto Szidon is joined by 
violaist Walter Stangl in the first movement and 
flutist Dieter Sonntag in the fourth movement. The 
Piano Sonata is subtitled “Concord, Mass., 1840- 
1860” and is inspired by the transcendental 
movement taking place there at that time. Four 
personalities of this movement are reflected in the 
m ovem ents, titled “ E m erson,” “ H aw thorne,” 
The Aleotts,” and “Thoreau,” with its added 
flute conjuring up a vision of the calmness of 
Walden Pond. 
Ives’ “ Three Page Sonata” of 1905 is also 
included on the tape. 
Pianist Szidon, who has received acclaim for his 
complete Scriabin Piano Sonatas on DGG discs, 
makes this complex music clearer to the listener 
than I have ever heard, and DGG’s superb sound 
aids in the success of this tape. 


THE REST OF the tapes we’ll consider are reel- 
to-reel type, and the first four are also Dolby-ized. 
The first I won’t say much about musically, 
since I reviewed the non Dolby version only a 
couple of months ago. It is Smetana's “ Ma Vlast” 
(My Fatherland) with Rafael Kubelik conducting 
The Boston Symphony Orchestra on Deutsche 
Grammophon-Ampex K47054. 
The Dolby version of this double-play album 
provides in comparison with the non-Dolby version 
much more high end, greater clarity, and freedom 
from hiss. And this is without using the Dolby 
circuit for playback, which would improve the 
sound even more. All I needed to do was slightly 
turn down the treble tone vntrol, 
Alexander Scriabin’s “ Prometheus, Poem of 
Fire” is an exotic psychedelic piece of orchestral 
music which was played by the San Francisco 
Symphony last year complete with its original 
light show. It now has a smashing recording on 


SOME TIME AGO I reviewed in this column 
some of the Mahler Symphonies conducted by 
Georg Solti with the Chicago Symphony Orchestra 
on tape. Now some of these are being issued in 
Dolby sound, and my personal favorite among 
Mahler’s Symphonies — The Seventh — is an 
example of the amazing improvement in sonic 
impact due to the signal-stretching process. The 
non-Dolby predecessors sound extremely dull in 
comparison. The two “Nachtmusik” sections of 
the Seventh Symphony are ideal material to 
demonstrate the freedom from hiss and noise — 
delicate bowed strings and mandolin sounds come 
over with amazing clarity and separation. With 
the length of Mahler's symphonic creations, this is 
of course a Double-Play tape, and keeping in mind 
the cost of two London discs — imported and 
therefore more expensive — the stereotape comes 
out at about the same price. 
Even on the simplest stereo tape deck, it would 
probably sound better than the disc.
